Committee  on  Improved  Accommodations  for  Saugus  Post, 
210,  American  Legion  was  extended  further  time. 

The  Honor  Roll  Committee's  report  was  read  and  placed  on 
file,  and  it  was  voted  that  it  be  made  a  part  of  the  permanent 
records  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

Report  of  Honor  Roll  Committee 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Saugus,  for  the  year 
1918 — Namely  :  Frank  B.  Sloan,  chairman,  Francis  M.  Hill 
and    Walter    Sprague ;  at    a    meeting    held    August    19,    1918, 
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appointed  a  Committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Frederick  H.  Gris- 
wold, chairman,  Mrs.  Emma  P.  Keyes,  Mr.  George  Nourse, 
Rev.  Mr.  Dunbar,  Mrs.  Dunbar,  Miss  Emma  Newhall,  Mrs. 
Harry  T.  Turner.  The  late  Mrs.  Anna  C.  Parker,  Mr.  John 
B.  Lang,  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Stillings,  Mrs.  Harry  W.  Merrill, 
Mrs.  Harold  W.  Coombs,  to  supervise  the  raising  of  money 
to  purchase  and  erect  an  Honor  Roll  for  the  men  and  women 
of  Saugus  who  served  in  the  great  World  War. 

Owing  to  the  very  many  calls  for  money  at  that  time  the 
Honorable  Board  suggested  that  the  contributions  be  limited  to 
twenty-five  cents  per  woman. 

The  Committee  organized  with  Mrs.  Griswold,  chairman, 
Mrs.  Coombs,  secretary,  and  Mr.  Nourse,  treasurer.  The  town 
was  completely  canvassed  for  subscriptions,  and  with  the  money 
raised  an  Honor  Roll  was  procured,  erected  and  dedicated  on 
the  third  day  of  March,  1919,  at  the  Civic  Center  upon  the  Town 
Hall  grounds. 

This  Honor  Roll  then  erected  by  the  women  of  Saugus  is  a 
gift  unique  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  That  Roll 
was  but  temporary  as  the  names  at  that  time  were  not,  nor 
could  they  then  be  verified.  During  the  years  that  followed, 
members  of  the  Committee  from  time  to  time  replaced  corrected 
names.  At  one  time  carrying  the  entire  roll  into  Boston  and 
having  every  name  renewed. 

Oq  June  10,  1926  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  with 
Harold  E.  Dodge,  chairman,  Vernon  W.  Evans,  and  C.  F. 
Nelson  Pratt  appointed  the  following  committee  :  Isabella  J. 
Griswold,  chairman,  Welcome  W.  McCullough,  and  Charles 
E.  Flynn  "to  plan  repairs  to  the  Honor  Roll,  and  report  such 
findings  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  so  that  a  transfer  might  be 
requested  from  the  Finance  Committee  for  such  work.'* 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Committee  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
it  was  decided  that  a  Bronze  Tablet  was  the  most  suitable. 
The  Honor  Roll  Committee  were  to  have  charge  of  securing  a 
corrected  list  of  names,  and  of  securing  the  tablet.  The  Com- 
mittee working  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  arrived  at  a  satis- 
factory design  of  roll  after  consulting  on  various  designs 
submitted  by  leading  bronze  manufacturers. 

An  article  was  prepared  for  the  Warrant  of  the  Town 
Meeting  of  March,  1927,  and  the  citizens  there  assembled  voted 
unanimously  to  replace  the  then  present  Honor  Roll  with  a 
Bronze  Tablet.     Bids  were  called  for,   and   the    contract    was 
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awarded  to  Thomas  F.  McGann  and  Sons  of  114  Portland 
Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

During  the  long  period  of  time  that  names  were  being  verified, 
time  and  weather  were  making  their  ravages  on  the  Honor  Roll, 
and  upon  each  Memorial  Day  it  became  the  privilege  of  the 
Committee  to  cover  the  Tablet  with  beautiful  blankets  of  flowers, 
until  such  time  as  the  cherished  desire  of  the  new  permanent 
tablet  might  be  realized. 

The  verification  of  names  was  a  very  difficult  task.  Many 
trips  were  made  to  the  State  House  in  Boston  and  much  time 
consumed,  many  telephone  calls  made,  and  letters  sent  during 
the  last  period  of  three  years,  but  the  task  finally  completed, 
the  Honor  Roll  frame  having  been  repaired  and  strengthened 
and  the  new  fine  finished  United  States  cast  statuary  Bronze 
Tablet,  four  feet  four  inches  by  six  feet  one  and  a  half  inches, 
being  placed  therein. 

Preparations  were  made  for  the  dedication  upon  Armistice 
Day,  November  11,  1929.  Invitations  were  printed  and  sent 
to  the  American  Legion,  and  all  other  local  Military  Organiza- 
tions, all  Societies  and  Churches  of  the  town,  Town  Officials, 
Gold  Star  Mothers,  Boy  Scouts  and  so  forth. 

In  accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  Committee  the  dedicatory 
exercises  were  held  at  one  forty-five  P.  M.  at  the  portico  of  the 
Town  Hall  which  had  been  appropriately  decorated  for  the 
occasion.  The  American  Legion  acting  as  a  Guard  of  Honor 
escorted  the  three  remaining  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  : — Commander  Joseph  E.  Newhall,  and  Comrades 
George  W.  Caswell,  and  Dr.  George  W.  Gale,  to  the  seats 
of  Honor,  where  later  at  the  call  to  colors  they  unveiled  the 
Roll,  likewise  the  Gold  Star  Mothers,  the  guests  of  the  town 
were  escorted  to  seats  reserved  for  them  upon  the  platform. 

The  Honorable  Frank  P.  Bennett,  Jr.  was  chairman  of  the 
day  and  the  Honorable  Benjamin  N.  Johnson  orator  of  the  day. 
Mrs.  Isabella  J.  Griswold,  chairman  of  the  Honor  Roll  Com- 
mittee, in  behalf  of  the  Committee  in  behalf  of  the  Mothers  of 
Saugus  "The  donors  of  the  original  Honor  Roll"  and  in  behalf 
of  the  citizens  of  Saugus  presented  the  Honor  Roll  to  the  town, 
which  was  accepted  in  behalf  of  the  town  by  Harry  Woodward, 
chairman  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  appropriation  by  the  town  was  $1700  of  which  $1690 
was  expended  for  the  bronze  tablet.  The  balance  of  the 
appropriation  together  with  the  sum  of  $38  transferred  from

Selectmen's  Incidentals  was  expended  for  decorating,  invitations, 
programs  and  other  expenses  for  the  exercises  of  the  day. 

One  beautiful  incident  of  the  day  was  the  gift  of  the  children 
of  Saugus  At  the  suggestion  of  Welcome  W.  McCollough  of 
the  Honor  Roll  Committee,  children  of  both  junior  high  schools 
and  all  the  elementary  schools  contributed  a  penny  each  to 
purchase  flowers  in  order  that  they  might  show  honor  to  those 
who  served  their  country  in  the  "Great  Strife. " 

The  Committee  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
all  those  who  cooperated  and  furnished  valuable  information 
in  completion  of  the  roll,  namely  :  Town  Clerks  of  Saugus, 
the  late  Mr.  Henry  A.  Parker  and  Miss  Lillian  Shores ; 
Assessors  of  Town  and  Cities ;  Records  of  the  local  Draft 
Board;  Files  of  the  Red  Cross;  Saugus  Post  210  of  the  Ameri- 
can Legion;  Thq  Adjutant  General's  Department,  and  the 
Treasury  Department  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts; 
and  Government  Offices  at  Washington,  D.  C,  also  Frederick 
H.  Griswold  for  the  valuable  use  of  his  machine  for  many  trips 
required. 

Appended  herewith  and  made  a  part  of  this  report  is  a  com- 
plete list  of  the  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  names  of  the  tablet. 
A  detailed  financial  report,  a  copy  of  the  program,  a  copy  of 
the  invitation  as  sent  out  to  the  guests  of  the  day  and  a  historical 
sketch  of  the  institution  of  the  Honor  Roll.

Historical  Sketch  of  the  Honor    Roll  as  Given  by 

Mrs.  Isabella  J.  Griswold  at  the 

Dedication  Exercises  on   Armistice  Day,  November  11,  1929 

Mr,   Chairman,  Invited  Guests  and  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

During  the  great  strife  of  World  War  the  Honorable  Board 
of  Selectmen  of  the  historic  town  of  Saugus,  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  supervise  the  raising  of  money  from  the  women  of 
Saugus  to  purchase  an  Honor  Roll  for  the  men  and  women  who 
served  in  the  great  World  War. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  serve  on  that  committee.  Owing  to 
the  many  calls  for  money  at  that  time,  the  Honorable  Board 
suggested  to  me  that  the  contributions  to  this  Honor  Roll  be 
limited  to  twenty-five  cents  per  woman. 

A  roll  was  procured,  erected  and  dedicated  upon  these 
grounds  ten  years  ago  upon  the  third  day  of  March  in  the  year 
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19 1 9.     This  honor  roll  then  erected  by  the  women  of  Saugus  is 
a  gift  unique  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

That  roll  was  but  temporary,  as  the  names  at  that  time  were 
not  nor  could  they  be  verified.  In  June,  1926,  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Selectmen  of  Saugus  appointed  a  committee  of  three 
to  have  charge  of  securing  a  corrected  list  of  names  and  of  secur- 
ing the  tablet.  This  Honor  Roll  Committee  working  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  arrived  at  a  satisfactory  design  of  roll  after 
consulting  on  various  designs  submitted  by  leading  bronze  manu- 
facturers. Bids  were  called  for  and  the  contract  awarded  to 
Thomas  F.  McGann  &  Sons  of  Boston. 

Today  we  are  here  assembled  to  dedicate  our  new  hand 
finished  United  States  statuary  bronze  tablet,  with  corrected 
names  replacing  the  ones  of  old. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  on  this  committee 
with  two  able  and  faithful  men  appointed,  Mr.  Welcome  W. 
McCullough  and  Mr.  Charles  Flynn.  The  committee  desires  at 
this  time  to  express  their  great  appreciation  of  the  honor  shown 
them  by  their  selection  to  this  position.  We  accepted  the  re- 
sponsibility without  fear  of  consequences,  you  expected  us  to  per- 
form fully  and  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  the  duty  you  assigned 
to  us.  We  have  the  consciousness  of  having  performed  that  duty. 

Every  available  source  at  our  command  was  brought  to  bear 
in  the  verification  of  names  :  Records  in  Town  Hall  at  Saugus  ; 
local  Draft  Board  in  Stoneham  ;  files  of  the  Red  Cross  Chapter 
in  Lynn  Public  Library  ;  Assessors'  offices  in  various  towns  and 
cities ;  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General,  State  House,  Boston, 
office  of  the  Treasury  Department  in  Boston. 

We  appreciate  greatly  the  courteous  treatment  and  great  help 
all  have  given  us.  And  now  you  see  before  you  this  beautiful 
Bronze  Tablet  bearing  the  names  of  462  men  and  women  who 
served  their  country  in  the  great  World  War. 

And  now  Mr.  Woodward,  chairman  of  the  Honorable  Board 
of  Selectmen  of  Saugus,  in  behalf  of  the  Honor  Roll  Committee, 
in  behalf  of  the  Mothers  of  Saugus,  the  first  givers  to  this  Honor 
Roll,  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Saugus,  I  have  the  great  honor 
to  deliver  this  Tablet  into  your  keeping,  to  be  cared  for,  pro- 
tected, and  preserved  by  you  and  your  successors  through  all 
time,  and  that  forever  this  Memorial  Tablet  may  rest  on  this 
historic  spot  made  sacred  to  every  citizen  of  this  town,  through 
the  memory  of  the  women  who  placed  it  here  as  an  institution 
of  love  and  reverence. 
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The  children  of  today  have  brought  their  token  of  love,  and 
may  the  children  of  future  generations  behold  the  names  on  this 
tablet  and  pay  honor  to  those  who  went  forth  that  war  might 
cease. 

Let  us  work,  hope  and  pray  for  the  day  when  the  peace  that 
passeth  understanding  shall  enter  and  reign  in  the  heart  of  every 
person  on  earth,  and  honor  and  tribute  be  paid  the  Greatest 
Peace  Maker  of  all.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Saugus : 

Gentlemen, — At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1930,  it  was  voted 
that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  commission  of  seven  citizens  of  the 
town  of  Saugus,  the  same  to  be  known  as  a  Water  and  Dock 
Commission.

This  Commission  has  held  several  meetings  during  the  year 
and  several  conferences  with  state  and  city  officials,  also  engine- 
ers, and  each  attest  to  the  feasibleness  and  the  great  advantages 
to  be  obtained  by  the  town  of  Saugus  and  the  cities  of  Lynn  and 
Revere  through  the  develodment  of  the  Saugus  marshes  and  the 
dredging  of  the  Saugus  River. 

The  Commission  feels  that  the  advantage  to  be  obtained  by 
such  a  project  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  support 
of  the  town  of  Saugus.  They  have,  therefore,  been  making 
every  effort  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  bill  now  before  the  Mass- 
achusetts Legislature  to  dredge  the  Saugus  River  to  a  width  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  and  a  depth  of  twenty-two  feet  at 
mean  low  water,  said  bill  being  introduced  by  John  J.  Mullen 
of  Saugus. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  results  of  these  efforts,  if 
obtained,  would  mean  the  growth  of  a  great  industrial  center 
and  afford  valuable  taxable  property  to  Saugus  and  greatly  in- 
crease the  population  of  our  town.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8.29  P.M. 
Article   i.      Reports  of  Committees. 

The  Committee  on  Rezoning  gave  their  report  on  rezoning 
and  report  accepted. 
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To  the  Moderator  and  Members  of  the  Special  Town   Meeting, 
Which  Convened  March  31,  1930: 

Pursuant  to  your  vote  referring  to  the  undersigned  the  pro- 
posed modification  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  under  which  modifica- 
tion the  rear  portion  of  the  premises  owned  and  occupied  by  the 
Cliftondale  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Lincoln  square 
would  be  rezoned  from  single  resident  district  to  business  dis- 
trict, your  committee  met  at  the  call  of  its  chairman,  Mr. 
Thomas  P.  Parsons,  and  appointed  Thursday  evening,  April  3, 
1930,  at  the  Selectmen's  office  in  the  Town  Hall  as  the  time  and 
place  when  the  objectors  would  be  heard. 

On  Thursday  evening,  April  3,  1930,  your  committee  met  in 
the  Selectmen's  office  of  the  Town  Hall  at  eight  o'clock,  opened 
the  meeting  and  adjourned  to  the  court  room  of  the  Town  Hall 
where  the  Objectors,  Miss  Annie  M.  Raddin  and  Miss  Sarah  E. 
Raddin,  and  their  counsel,  William  E.  Sisk,  Esq.  and  Lincoln 
Bryant,  Esq.,  were  heard. 

The  trustees  of  the  Cliftondale  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
through  their  counsel,  Herbert  P.  Mason,  Esq.,  exhibited  to 
your  committee  the  plans  of  the  Community  House  which  the 
Church  proposes  to  erect  in  the  rear  of  and  as  an  addition  to 
the  present  church  property.  It  was  stated  by  the  proponents 
for  the  change  in  By-Law  that  the  major  portion  of  the  present 
church  building  with  the  land  in  front,  is  now  located  in  a 
business  district ;  that  a  small  portion  of  the  rear  of  the  church 
building  together  with  the  vacant  land  in  the  rear  of  the  church 
is  located  in  a  resident  district ;  that  the  adjoining  property 
facing  on  Lincoln  avenue  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  church 
property  is  zoned  as  a  business  district  for  a  depth  of  one  hun- 
dred (100)  feet  from  Lincoln  avenue;  that  the  property  across 
Lincoln  square  from  the  church  is  zoned  as  a  business  district ; 
that  the  adjoining  property  on  Jackson  street  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  land  in  the  rear  of  the  church  property  owned  by 
Miss  S.  E.  Raddin  is  zoned  as  a  single  residence  district;  that 
the  property  on  Jackson  street,  directly  opposite  the  land  in  the 
rear  of  the  church  property,  owned  by  Miss  Annie  M.  Raddin  is 
zoned  as  a  single  residence  district,  although  at  the  present  time, 
there  is  one  building  on  it  used  for  business  purposes  having 
been  so  used  previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  Law. 
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The  proposed  building,  as  shown  by  the  plans  submitted,  will 
be  built  in  the  rear  and  connect  onto  the  present  church  building 
and  be  of  similar  material  and  construction. 

The  main  part  of  the  building  will  be  two  stories  high  and 
will  extend  back  from  the  present  building  about  80  feet.  It 
will  provide  for  a  combination  gymnasium  and  auditorium, 
class  rooms,  ladies'  parlors,  club  rooms,  and  part  of  the  bowling 
alleys.  To  the  rear  of  this  addition  and  extending  the  easterly 
line  of  same  will  be  an  extension  about  30  feet  long  to  house 
the  balance  of  the  bowling  alleys.  The  walls  of  this  extension 
will  be  about  four  feet  above  the  grade  line  and  be  covered  by  a 
flat  tar  and  gravel  roof  and  around  the  edge  will  be  a  gutter. 
The  rear  wall  of  this  extension  will  come  within,  about,  two  to 
three  feet  of  the  rear  lot  line  and  by  reason  of  the  curve  in 
Jackson  street  the  northwest  corner  of  the  gutter  will  be  only 
about  one  foot  from  the  line.  It  was  stated  that  there  were  to  be 
no  windows  in  the  easterly  side  of  the  building  where  the 
bowling  alleys  were  to  be,  and  that  precautions  will  be  taken  to 
deaden  any  noise  made  by  the  use  of  them.  At  a  point  on  the 
property  about  opposite  the  old  Post  Office  Building  on  Jackson 
street  there  will  be  a  part  of  the  new  building  inclosing  stair- 
ways, and  an  exit  that  will  come  to  a  point  about  four  feet  from 
the  lot  line.  It  was  stated  that  many  ideas  of  design  had  been 
proposed  in  order  to  attempt  to  overcome  the  closeness  with 
which  portions  of  the  building  will  come  to  lot  lines  but  that  the 
one  presented  your  committee  seemed  to  be  the  most  feasible 
under  the  circumstances. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  new  building  is  given  as  about 
$55,000.00  and  the  purpose  to  be  to  provide  a  Community 
House  open  to  all. 

The  proponents  ask  for  this  rezoning  because  the  building  as 
at  present  planned  cannot  be  erected  on  the  property  as  it  now 
is  zoned  for  the  following  reasons : 

1 .  While  the  easterly  wall  of  the  present  building  is  5  feet 
from  the  east  line  of  the  property,  the  proposed  building 
will  project  about  2-J  feet  beyond  and  so  only  leave  a 
space  of  about  2J  feet  between  the  east  wall  and  the 
boundary  line  between  the  church  property  and  that  of 
Miss  S.  E.  Raddin, 
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2.  That  part  of  the  low  building,  over  the  bowling  alleys, 
will  at  its  northwest  corner  be  only  a  foot  to  a  foot  and  a 
half  from  the  lot  line ;  that  the  part  of  the  buildings  to 
provide  an  exit  on  the  westerly  side  will  be  only  about 
three  to  four  feet  from  the  lot  line.  The  objectors  offered 
their  objections  as  outlined  in  the  notice  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk  by  Miss  Sarah  E.  Raddin  and  a  letter  from 
Miss  Annie  M.  Raddin  and  also  orally.  The  principal 
objections  may  be  summarized  as  follows  : 

1.  Miss  S.  E.  Raddin  states  that  she  is  the  owner  and  part 
occupant  of  the  house  on  the  adjoining  property  to  the 
east,  and  that  the  noise  and  confusion  which  would  come 
from  the  uses  to  which  the  proposed  building  would  be 
put  would  be  a  source  of  great  annoyance  and  discomfort 
to  her  and  her  tenant,  and  also  to  others  on  adjoining 
property. 

2.  That  between  her  house  and  the  church  property  is  a 
plot  of  land  owned  by  her,  suitable  for  residential  pur- 
pose and  so  zoned.  That  the  erection  of  the  proposed 
buildings  two  stories  in  height  within  2J  feet  of  her  west 
line  would  make  the  plot  much  less  desirable  for  a 
dwelling,  materially  damage  the  value  of  it  and  would 
further  deprive  the  owner  of  the  right  to  light,  sunshine 
and  air,  which  is  contemplated  by  the  restrictions  of  the 
present  Zoning  By-Law. 

3.  That  the  re-zoning  of  the  church  property  would  not  only 
be  a  hardship  and  detriment  to  her  but  would  also  be  so 
to  other  residential  property  in  the  vicinity. 

4.  That  the  Petitioners  can,  under  the  present  Zoning  By- 
Law,  erect  a  "Church  Recreation  Building,'  and  should 
not,  therefore,  be  allowed  to  have  the  property  rezoned 
to  enable  it  to  carry  on  business  activities  such  as  are  for- 
bidden in  residential  districts  to  the  annoyance,  discom- 
fort, and  material  damage  to  abutters  and  other  owners 
in  the  vicinity. 

5.  Miss  Annie  M.  Raddin,  whose  property  is  on  the  oppo- 
site side  of  Jackson  street,  objected  for  the  reason  that  she 
would  be  caused  great  discomfort  and  annoyance  from 
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the  noise  and  confusion  which  would  come  from  the  uses 
to  which  the  proposed  building  is  to  be  put  and  from  the 
annoyance  and  danger  from  parked  autos  especially  at 
times  when  contests  and  other  attractions  will  be  held. 

6.  That  the  proposed  building  would  occupy  or  cover  a 
greater  portion  of  the  church  property  than  is  allowed 
under  Section  1 1  of  the  Zoning  By-Law,  which  in  sub- 
stance provides  that  in  a  business  district  not  over  8oy6  can 
be  covered. 

In  regard  to  this  objection  your  committee  sought  the  aid  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Mr.  Maggi,  to  compute 
the  measurements  and  he  found  that  the  approximate  area  of  the 
property  for  proposed  use  was  19,849  square  feet,  more  or  less, 
and  that  that  portion  of  the  area  which  would  be  covered  by  the 
present  church  building  and  the  proposed  addition  would  be 
11,636  square  feet  more  or  less,  or,  about  59%  of  the  area. 
Whether  the  open  spaces  as  provided  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Zoning  By-Law,  in  so  far  as  rear  and  side  spaces 
are  concerned,  your  committee  feels  is  solely  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion the  Building  Inspector  who  would  pass  upon  this  phase  of 
the  question  when  considering  an  application  for  a  building 
permit. 

7.  It  was  further  objected  that  the  land  on  which  the  new 
building  is  to  be  erected  is  now  much  used  for  auto  park- 
ing by  those  who  attend  church ;  that  after  its  erection  it 
cannot  be  so  used  and  so  will  cause  much  parking  on 
Jackson  street,  which  runs  on  a  sharp  curve  and  will 
thus  add  to  the  conjestion  and  annoyance  to  those  living 
on  adjoining  property. 

S.  That  the  northwest  corner  of  the  rear  end  of  the  building 
over  the  bowling  alley  is  only  four  feet  in  height  and 
coming  within  one  foot  of  the  lot  line  will  be  dangerous 
to  persons  using  the  sidewalk. 

9.  That  the  portion  of  the  building  on  the  west  side  to  pro- 
vide an  exit  will  come  so  near  the  lot  line  that  it  will,  on 
account  of  the  curve  in  Jackson  street  at  this  point,  cause 
a  serious  obstruction  to  the  view  of  anyone  driving  into 
Jackson  street  from  Lincoln  avenue. 
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10.  That  at  one  session  of  this  meeting  the  Moderator 
appointed  a  committee  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
widening  Lincoln  avenue  and  Jackson  street.  Should  it 
be  found  desirable  to  do  this  it  would  be  much  more  ex- 
pensive after  this  property  was  rezoned  and  the  proposed 
building  erected. 

11.  That  the  provision  of  Section  24  of  the  Zoning  By-Law 
which  requires  "that  before  an  amendment  can  be  con- 
sidered at  a  Town  Meeting  the  Planning  Board  must  hold 
public  hearings  and  give  fourteen  days  notice"  has  not 
been  complied  with. 

Your  committee  has  been  informed  that  the  Planning  Board 
has  held  a  meeting  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

Your  committee  feeling  that  it  is  not  a  part  of  its  duty  to 
advise,  has  endeavored  to  give  the  members  of  this  meeting  a 
fair  and  impartial  statement  of  the  facts  as  they  found  them 
leaving  it  to  each  individual  voter  to  determine  from  this  what 
his  or  her  action  shall  be.

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SPECIAL  TOWN   MEETING 

June  2,  1930. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Frank  P. 
Bennett,  Jr.     The  reading  of  the  Warrant  was  waived. 

Article  i.     Reports  of  Committees. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  rendered  and 
accepted. 

Report  of  the  Pinance  Committee 

[town  seal]  For  Special  Meeting  of  June  2,  1930. 

Art.  7.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for 
$8,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  chassis  for  the  LaFrance  Ladder 
Truck  of  the  Fire  Department. 

A  complete  breakdown  in  the  LaFrance  Ladder  Truck  makes 
it  necessary  for  the  town  to  consider  means  of  relieving  the 
situation.  Although  the  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $2,750.00 
for  the  repair  of  this  machine,  such  a  serious  condition  now 
appears  that  this  sum  will  not  take  care  of  the  situation. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  gone  into  the  situation  at  length 
with  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers.  The  latter  body  has  secured 
the  opinion  of  experts  on  this  type  of  equipment,  as  well  as  local 
garage  men,  and  it  is  their  unanimous  opinion  that  the  ladder 
truck  would  cost  so  much  to  repair  that  it  would  be  wiser  to 
purchase  a  new  chassis  and  make  use  of  such  present  equipment 
as  can  be  utilized  for  the  new  apparatus.  The  purchase  of  a 
new  motor  and  many  other  expensive  parts  would  be  necessary 
to  suitably  repair  the  truck. 

The  ladder  truck  is  now  12  years  old  and  has  been  subjected 
to  hard  usage.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee  that 
the  purchase  of  a  new  chassis  presents  the  most  economical  and 
satisfactory  solution  to  the  problem. 

It  is,  however,  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee   that    the    present    apparatus    should    be    inexpensively 
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repaired  so  that  it  would  be  suitable  for  emergency  purposes 
and  retained  by  the  town.  The  estimated  turn  in  value  is  only 
$200.00  and  the  Committee  is  convinced  that  it  is  worth  much 
more  to  the  town  in  case  of  possible  emergencies  in  the  future. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  have  in  their  budget  an  item  of 
$2,750.00  for  repairs  to  the  LaFrance.  Of  this  amount  slightly 
more  than  $2,000.00  remains  unexpended. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

RECOMMENDS— That  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  equipping  a  new 
chassis  for  the  LaFrance  Fire  Truck,  and  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  be  authorized  to  use  $2,000.00  remaining  in  their 
budget  for  repairs  on  the  old  ladder  truck,  towards  the  purchase 
of  the  new  chassis,  providing  a  total  for  this  purpose  of 
$7,000.00.

The  committee  appointed  under  Article  32  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1929  on  drainage  near  Hurd  avenue  made  a 
report  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Limited   Town  Meeting,    Town    of 
Saugus : 

Your  committee,  appointed  under  Article  32  in  the  March 
1929  Town  Meeting,  to  investigate  the  taking  of  land  for  the 
right  of  drainage  for  surface  water  in  the  brook  running  under 
Central  street  near  Hurd  avenue  reports  as  follows  : 
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Your  committee  held  several  meetings  and  has  viewed  the 
land  and  the  brook  in  question  and  has  further  investigated  and 
considered  the  taking  of  land  adjacent  to  the  above  mentioned 
brook. 

It  has  obtained  an  Engineer's  Survey  and  profile  plan  of 
elevations  of  this  brook  from  the  point  about  ioo  feet  easterly 
from  Central  street  to  the  junction  of  this  brook  with  another 
brook  near  the  corner  of  Essex  and  Vine  streets,  which  plan  is 
submitted  herewith  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

This  plan  shows  that  there  is  sufficient  grade  to  this  brook 
from  Central  street  to  the  junction  above  mentioned  to  allow  for 
the  proper  flow  of  water  between  these  two  extreme  points. 
There  are,  however,  several  plus  grades  between  these  extreme 
points  that  would  have  to  be  reduced.  Growth  of  vegetation 
has  encroached  into  the  brook  and  in  some  places  joined  with 
the  vegetation  on  the  opposite  side.  These  plus  grades  and 
vegetation  have  prevented  the  naturnl  flow  of  the  water  in  this 
brook  so  that  in  some  places  where  the  ground  is  nearly  level 
the  water  has  impregnated  the  adjoining  land  with  result  that 
the  adjoining  land  at  this  point  has  become  soft  and  soggy.  The 
brook  has  many  sharp  turns  and  angles  and  if  it  was  to  be  used 
for  the  drainage  of  surface  water  it  should  be  widened,  straight- 
ened and  the  bed  lowered  in  several  places. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  surface  water  from 
another  water  shed,  other  than  that  served  naturally  by  this 
brook,  is  deposited  in  this  brook  and  if  land  was  taken  in 
accordance  with  the  wording  of  the  motion  under  which  your 
committee  was  appointed,  that  the  difficulty  which  the  motion 
endeavors  to  remedy  would  be  transferred  to  another  location 
further  along  the  brook  and  that  the  remedy  would  not  be 
complete. 

It  is  also  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  in  order  to  use 
this  bro  k  for  general  surface  water  drainage  that  land  on  both 
sides  <»f  the  brook  would  have  to  be  t^ken  for  the  full  length  of 
the  brook,  namely  until  it  empties  in  the  Saugus  river,  a  distance 
of  approximately  two  miles,  which  action  is  beyond  the  scope  of 
the  motion  under  which  your  committee  is  acting. 
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Therefor.it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  if  any  action 
is  taken  in  the  manner  suggested  by  the  original  motion  to  fully 
remedy  the  difficulty  under  study  that  it  would  require  a  new 
motion  to  take  land  for  the  full  length  of  the  brook  and  if  this 
is  to  be  considered  we  would  recommend  that  similiar  action  be 
taken  on  all  other  brooks  in  the  town  which  are,  or  likely  to  be 
used  for  surface  water  drainage  and  should  be  done  after  a 
complete  study  of  surface  water  drainage  for  the  whole  town. 
Following  this  the  town  should  petition  the  legislature  for  right 
to  take  over  these  brooks. 

This,    however,  would  not  give    immediate  relief    to    the 
difficulty  at  hand. 

To  get  reasonably  early  relief  your  committee  has  considered 
carrying  the  Mountain  avenue  water  out  into  another  drain 
either  the  Morton  avenue  drain  or  into  the  Cliftondale  square 
drain. 

At  this  point  your  committee  consulted  with  Town  Engineer, 
Maggi,  who  made  an  investigation  and  reported  to  your  com- 
mittee as  follows  : 

Mr.  Maggi's  report  to  your  committee. 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I  have  made  an  examination 
and  a  limited  study  of  the  conditions  relative  to  the  brook  cross- 
ing Central  street,  near  Hurd  avenue. 

I  find  that  a  few  years  ago  a  surface  drain  was  constructed  in 
Central  street  from  this  brook  to  Castle  street,  and  in  Castle 
street  from  Central  street,  to  Mountain  avenue,  and  in  Mountain 
avenue  from  Castle  street  toward  School  street,  a  distance  of 
about  one  hundred  feet.  Two  catch  basins  were  constructed  to 
this  drain  in  Central  street,  and  four  catch  basins  were  con- 
structed in  Mountain  avenue  and  connected  to  the  drain. 

I  would  advise  that  a  surface  drain  be  constructed  in  Jackson 
street  to  connect  with  the  drain  in  Lincoln  avenue,  which  dis- 
charges in  the  brook  in  Salem  street,  in  Revere  and  that  a  drain 
be  constructed  in  Mountain  avenue,  between  Jackson  strtet  and 
Castle  street,  and  to  connect  the  four  catch  basins  now  in 
Mountain  avenue  to  this  new  drain. 
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The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  would  be  approximately 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

This  would  provide  a  surface  drain  in  Jackson  street,  and 
would  also  provide  accommodation  for  proper  drainage  from 
other  streets  leading  into  Jackson  street  which  eventually  will 
have  to  be  provided  for  if  the  surface  water  is  to  be  properly 
cared  for. 

The  question  of  correcting  the  conditions  relative  to  this 
brook,  however,  ought  not  to  be  abandoned  or  neglected  by  the 
plan  I  have  suggested.  I  am  convinced,  from  what  knowledge 
I  have  of  general  conditions,  that  the  whole  subject  of  proper 
care  and  maintenance  of  all  brooks  in  the  town  ought  to  be 
studied  and  a  proper  plan  of  treatment  presented,  to  provide 
against  a  recurrence  of  the  conditions,  which  are  bound  to 
occur,  with  the  brooks  in  their  present  conditions. 

In  other  communities,  similar  conditions  have  existed  and  it 
has  been  made  possible  by  special  acts  passed  by  the  legislature 
to  provide  the  necessary  rights  to  the  municipality  affected,  to 
straighten,  widen  and  deepen  brook  locations  in  order  to  correct 
conditions,  such  as  exist  in  many  brook  locations  in  this  town. 
I  would  advise  the  necessity  of  securing  such  legislation  for  the 
town  of  Saugus.  Legislation  similar  to  that  passed  for  Chelsea 
as  per  Chapter  158  of  the  Acts  of  1905  would  be  advisable. 

I  trust  that  the  above  information  answers  the  request  made 
by  you.

Upon  receiving  Mr.  Maggi 's  report  your  committee  has  agreed 
to,  and  does,  recommend  that  the  town  lay  a  new  drain  from

Your 
committee  wishes  to  publicly  thank  Town  Engineer,  Alfred 
Maggi,  for  his  courteous  and  practical  assistance  in  the  subject 
matter  of  this  report.

The  Finance  Committee  presents  herewith  its  report  to  the 
Members  of  the  Limited  Town  Meeting  on  the  Warrant  for  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  on  Tuesday  evening,  July  8,  1930. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  that  each  member  of  the 
Limited  Town  Meeting  will  give  careful  consideration  to  the 
articles  in  the  Warrant  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  Willi  this  Warrant,  the  Committee,  in  an  effort  to 
eliminate  debate  and  secure  a  more  efficient  method  of  transact- 
ing business  in  the  Town  Meeting,  is  i*suing  a  full  and  complete 
report  giving  the  views  of  the  Committee  and  complete  informa- 
tion on  every  article  coming  before  their  consideration. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Finance  Committee 
repeatedly  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  voters  the  fact  that 
appropriations  in  excess  of  $607,000  would,  almost  inevitably, 
result  in  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  The  annual  meeting, 
however,  made  the  following  appropriations  : 

For  General  Expenses        .  .   $602,162  51 

For  Special  Articles  .  .         19,637   24 


$621,799  75 

Conditions  in  the  Fire  Department  made  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  necessary  at  which  $5,000  was  appropriated.  This 
makes  a  total  appropriation  to  date  of  $626,799.75. 

With  the  added  necessary  expenses  confronting  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  of  July  8th,  it  is  increasingly  obvious  that  the 
town  must  reconcile  itself  to  a  higher  tax  rate  in  1930. 

Please  bring  this  report  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

Art.  11.  Request  of  residents  of  Hood  street  for  $500  for 
the  repair  and  resurfacing  of  said  street. 

Superintendent  Alfred  L.  Maggi  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment informs  the  Finance  Committee  that  a  serious  drainage 
problem  exists  on  Hood  street.  After  an  examination  of  the 
situation,  the  Superintendent  is  convinced  that  the  sum  is  inade- 
quate to  do  a  job  of  lasting  value.  The  article  is  so  worded 
that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  Committee  to  recommend  an 
expenditure  of  this  amount  for  drainage  purposes.  The  Finance 
Committee  is  seriously  opposed  to  the  town  making  any  appro- 
priations in  the  future  for  temporary  road  repairs  where  a  drain- 
age problem  exists  which  should  be  eradicated. 
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The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  .     • 

Recommends — that  Article  1 1  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  12.  Request  of  residents  of  Dudley  street  for  $1,200 
for  repairs  on  said  street. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  merits  of  this  project,  the  Finance 
Committee  was  confronted  with  a  similar  situation.  No  con- 
sideration has  been  given  in  the  article  to  the  elimination  of 
notorious  drainage  problems.  The  Finance  Committee  is  con- 
vinced that  before  any  repair  work  is  done  on  this  street  that  a 
suitable  system  of  drainage  should  be  installed. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  Article  1 2  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  13.  Request  of  John  G.  Gustafson  and  others  for 
$1,500  for  semi-permanent  construction  on  Riverside  Park  street, 
Evans  street,  and  Victoria  street. 

Surface  drainage  problems  are  of  minor  consideration  in  the 
repair  of  these  streets.  Superintendent  Maggi  declares  that 
there  is  practically  no  problem  of  this  nature  other  than  for  a 
short  distance  on  Victoria  street.  The  Finance  Committee  feels 
that  this  is  one  of  the  finest  developments  in  Saugus,  that 
Mr.  Gustafson  has  brought  to  the  town  a  fine  type  of  citizen, 
and  that  the  section  is  in  every  way  a  credit  to  the  community. 
Included  in  the  area  is  a  valuation  of  $86,000  with  a  very  small 
school  population.  Mr.  Gustafson  has  added  considerable 
property  to  the  valuation  of  Saugus  during  the  past  few  years 
and  other  than  necessary  water  extension,  which  has  been  a  pay- 
ing proposition,  this  is  the  only  major  request  which  he  has 
made  of  the  town.  The  committee  feels  that  the  streets  named, 
being  adjacent  to  the  main  street,  and  largely  built  up,  should 
be  repaired. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  appropriated 
for  semi-permanent  construction  on  Riverside  Park 
street,  Evans  street,  and  Victoria  street,  provided  that 
streets  are  accepted  by  the  Town  Meeting. 

Art.  14.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  $631  be 
transferred  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  or  Surplus  Account 
to  the  Public  Works  Department  for  repairs  on  the  Town 
Garage. 
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As  a  result  of  a  recent  fire  at  the  Town  Garage  on  Woodbury 
avenue,  the  town  received  from  the  insurance  company  $631. 
This,  in  keeping  with  the  financial  policy  of  the  town,  auto- 
matically goes  into  the  Town  Treasury  into  the  Excess  and 
Deficiency  or  Surplus  Account,  and  is  not  available  again 
except  by  direct  transfer  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  Town  Garage  is  still  in  deplorable  condition  as  a  result 
of  the  fire  and  the  Public  Works  Department  has  no  funds 
available  with  which  to  make  repairs. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $631  be  transferred 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  or  Surplus  Account 
to  the  Public  Works  Department  to  make  necessary 
repairs  at  the  Town  Garage  resulting  from  the  recent 
fire. 

Art.  15.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  $275  to 
be  transferred  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  or  Surplus 
Account  to  the  Highway  Department  to  pay  for  repairs  made 
to  a  truck  damaged  in  the  recent  fire  at  the  Town  Garage. 

This  is  a  similar  case.  A  truck  was  damaged  at  the  time  of 
the  fire  and  the  town  received  $275  in  insurance  for  the  damage. 
In  this  case,  however,  the  need  of  the  truck  being  great,  the 
Superintendent  had  the  same  repaired,  paying  for  the  work 
from  the  Highway  Department  funds.  The  transfer  is  to  return 
the  money  to  the  Highway  Department. 

Feeling  that  this  is  a  reasonable  and  proper  request,  the 
Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $275  be  transferred 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  or  Surplus  Account  to 
the  Highway  Department  to  pay  for  repairs  to  the 
truck  damaged  in  the  recent  fire  at  the  Town  Garage. 

Art.  16.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  $2,000  to 
establish  an  engineering  department  in  the  Public  Works 
Department. 

Superintendent  Maggi  of  the  Public  Works  Department  has 
appeared  before   the  Finance  Committee  on  several  occasions 
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with  facts  and  figures  to  support  this  article.  Mr.  Maggi 
declares  that  the  engineering  facilities  of  the  town  are  meagre 
and  that  there  has  never  been  an  effort  in  the  past  to  keep  ade- 
quate records.  For  the  past  two  months  an  engineer  has  been 
engaged,  his  salary  being  paid  from  the  sidewalk  appropriation, 
and  in  addition  to  doing  all  of  the  survey  and  technical  work  in 
connection  with  the  construction  of  the  Central  street  sidewalk, 
he  has  devoted  considerable  time  to  arranging  for  the  layout  of 
several  streets  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  recommend  for 
acceptance. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  is  anxious  to  retain  this 
man  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  He  is  at  present  engaged  at 
the  very  reasonable  salary  of  $35  per  week.  The  Department 
also  wishes  to  engage  a  man  of  lower  compensation  to  assist 
in  this  work.  He  feels  that  about  $200  is  necessary  for  equip- 
ment, making  a  total  to  maintain  an  engineering  department  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  of  $2,000. 

Realizing  the  fact  that  the  town  is  greatly  in  need  of  engi- 
neering service  of  such  calibre  as  Mr.  Maggi  seems  capable  and 
willing  to  give,  the  Finance  Committee,  was,  however,  unable 
to  unanimously  agree  upon  the  wisdom  of  establishing  a  perma- 
nent engineering  department.  Upon  this  subject  the  Committee 
was  evenly  divided.  The  opposition  to  such  a  step  felt  that  it 
would  be  merely  an  entering  wedge  to  the  maintenance  of  an 
expensive  department  which  might  in  future  years  be  a  costly 
luxury  rather  than  an  integral  part  of  the  town's  executive 
machinery. 

After  considerable  discussion  and  thought,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee arrived  at  the  decision  to  recommend  to  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  the  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  engineering  services 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  Committee  does  not 
recommend  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  department  at 
this  time  which  will  in  the  future  be  a  fixed  charge  against  the 
town.  Such  a  department  would  cost  $4,000  to  maintain  in 
1931,  and  with  the  many  expenditures  which  must  come  next 
year,  the  Committee  feels  that  it  would  be  wise  to  see  what  the 
Superintendent  can  accomplish  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
with  the  services  of  his  engineer  before  committing  the  town  to 
such  a  step. 

It  is  the  understanding  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  the 
engineer  will  seek  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  to  establish 
bench  levels  in  all  parts  of  the  town,  to  prepare  adequate  and 
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permanent  records  of  all  water  extension  and  road  construction 
work  to  be  done  during  the  year,  to  cooperate  with  the  Board 
of  Assessors  in  engineering  work,  and  to  locate  surface  drains 
and  water  mains. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  an  appropriation  of  $1,000 
for  this  purpose  is  wise  and  that  the  town  will  undoubtedly 
secure  engineering  services  and  information  of  great  value. 
Upon  the  success  of  this  work,  will  depend  the  recommendation 
of  the  Finance  Committee  relative  to  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  department  in  the  Spring  of  1931. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated 
for  special  engineering  services  for  the  Public  Works 
Department  during  the  remainder  of  1930. 

Art.  17.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  for 
a  bond  issue  of  $500,000  for  initial  sewer  construction  in 
Saugus. 

Creation  of  a  sewerage  system  and  the  gradual  elimination  in 
the  more  densely  populated  parts  of  the  town  of  the  present 
inadequate  method  of  sewerage  disposal  is  one  of  the  major 
problems  of  the  town  which  must  be  faced  in  the  immediate 
future.  The  town  last  year  secured  the  approval  of  the  General 
Court  to  a  bond  issue  of  $500,000  outside  of  the  debt  limit  and 
appointed,  through  the  moderator  of  the  Town  Meeting,  a 
Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  to  initiate  and  supervise  con- 
struction. Investigations  of  this  Board  has  strengthened  the 
belief  that  the  present  situation  in  Cliftondale,  East  Saugus,  and 
Saugus  Centre  is  serious.  It  is  clearly  indicated  by  the  evidence 
that  the  growth  of  the  town  is  being  seriously  retarded  because 
of  its  antiquated  method  of  disposal.  Business  property  in  the 
central  parts  of  the  town  is  in  many  instances  lessened  in  value 
because  of  the  saturated  condition  of  adjacent  land  which 
cannot  be  built  upon  but  must  be  retained  for  cesspool  purposes. 

There  appear  to  be  obstacles,  however,  to  an  immediate 
start  upon  a  program  of  sewer  construction.  The  board  of 
sewer  commissioners  has  informed  the  Finance  Committee  that 
before  actual  construction  can  start  that  a  survey  must  be  made 
to  ascertain  the  probable  costs  and  relative  merits  of  entering 
the  Lynn  system,  if  such  be  possible,  or  installing  a  system  of 
filtration  beds  on  the  Saugus  marshes. 
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The  sewer  commissioners  declare  that  it  will  take  approxi- 
mately 10  months  to  prepare  such  a  survey  and  prepare 
specifications  for  contractors. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  work 
should  be  started  at  once.  The  survey  would  then  be  completed 
and  the  actual  project  ready  to  start  in  the  spring  of  1931.  If 
action  is  postponed  to  the  annual  meeting  of  next  March,  the 
expiration  of  the  10-months  survey  would  bring  the  job  into  the 
winter  of  that  year.  It  would  not  be  until  the  spring  of  1932 
that  the  initial  construction  could  be  started. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  however,  favor  voting  a 
bond  issue  of  $500,000  at  this  time.  The  committee  feels  that 
the  money  will  be  of  no  value  to  the  sewer  commissioners  until 
the  survey  is  completed  next  spring  and  that  it  would  be  pre- 
ferable to  complete  the  survey  and  then  present  to  the  Town 
Meeting  the  relative  advantages  of  the  Lynn  system  of  disposal 
and  the  filtration  beds  with  a  request  for  such  funds  as  are 
necessary  to  initiate  the  work. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes,  also,  that  the  limited  Town 
Meeting  should  pass  upon  the  mejlhod  of  disposal.  The  question 
is  too  weighty  to  repose  in  the  hands  of  any  Board  or  Com- 
mission without  securing  actual  authorization  of  the  town.  It 
appears,  however,  that  the  survey  must  be  completed  before 
such  information  as  to  disposal  as  would  guide  the  town  can  be 
presented  to  a  Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  believe,  however,  that  the 
matter  should  again  be  shelved.  The  town  must  in  the 
immediate  future  be  properly  sewered.  Its  growth  in  the  future 
and  its  health  and  comfort  in  the  present  depends  upon  this  vital 
necessity  of  modern  civic  life.  The  committee  believes  that 
$15,000  will  be  sufficient  for  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners 
to  conduct  their  survey,  secure  all  possible  information,  and 
report  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  next  March  ready  to 
start  actual  construction. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  a  Bond  Issue  of  $15,000,  payable 
in  30  annual  installments,  as  part  of  the  sewer  loan, 
be  authorized,  said  funds  to  be  expended  by  the  Board 
of  Sewer  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
survey  for  the  installation  of  a  Sewerage  System. 
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Art.  18.  Request  of  the  Law  Department  for  $2,200  to 
settle  claims  brought  against  the  town. 

These  claims  have  actually  been  settled  and  the  litigants  paid. 
The  town  must  therefore,  either  appropriate  the  money  or  pay 
the  amount  through  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  assured  the  Finance  Committee 
that  they  are  making  an  effort  to  dispose  of  many  of  the  suits 
pending  against  the  town  of  Saugus.  It  is  understood  that  the 
board  plans  to  either  settle  or  bring  to  a  speedy  trial  this  year 
all  of  the  cases  in  which  the  town  is  represented.  In  the  two 
cases  alluded  to  above,  the  town  counsel  felt  that  a  suit  was 
fraught  with  potential  danger  for  the  town.  Arthur  J.  Hynes, 
whose  claim  was  settled  for  $2,050,  tripped  on  a  tree  root  on 
Ballard  street.  Falling,  he  injured  a  finger,  with  the  result  that 
blood  poisoning  set  in  and  the  finger  was  amputated.  The  man 
is  a  painter  and  the  amputation  was  alleged  to  be  an  impediment 
in  his  business,  He  brought  suit  for  $4,000.  The  Town 
Counsel  advised  that  the  suit  might  be  extremely  dangerous  and 
favored  settlement  for  $2,050.  In  the  second  case,  Mrs.  Mabel 
F.  Knowlton  fell  on  a  sidewalk  in  Cliftondale  and  suffered  a 
fractured  knee  cap.  She  also  brought  suit.  The  opinion  of 
the  Town  Counsel  was  of  the  same  nature  and  the  town  settled 
for  $150. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  not  opposed  to  the  settlement  of 
such  cases  where  the  facts  are  of  a  particularly  damaging  nature 
and  warrant  the  assumption  that  the  eventual  cost  will  be  much 
greater  than  the  settlement  figure.  The  committee  believes, 
however,  that  more  of  this  type  of  cases  should  be  tried  in  the 
courts  and  not  settled  for  large  sums  of  money. 

In  this  case,  however,  the  claims  have  been  settled  and  the 
money  paid.     The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $2,200  be  appropriated 
for  the  Law  Department  to  settle  two  claims  against 
the  town. 

Art.  19.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  pay  David 
J.  Sheehan  $399.44  for  construction  of  a  sidewalk  in  front  of 
the  residence  of  Frank  B.  Sloan.

The  Finance  Committee  was  unable  to  gain  much  informa- 
tion relative  to  this  article.  It  appeared,  however,  that  the 
town  had  a  contract  with  Michael  McDonough  to  place  a  drain 
through  the  estate  of  Air.  Sloan  Included  in  the  contract  was 
a  provision  that  the  contractor  would  pay  for  all  damages 
occurring.  The  Selectmen  intended  to  keep  back  a  percentage 
of  the  contract  price  until  the  job  was  approved  but  through  an 
error  failed  to  do  so.  It  was  discovered  that  the  sidewalk  had 
been  damaged  and  that  a  new  walk  must  be  constructed.  Mr. 
McDonough,  having  been  paid  his  entire  price,  declined  to 
build  the  walk.  The  Selectmen  then  engaged  Mr.  Sheehan  to 
construct  the  walk  without  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  cost. 

The  Town  Counsel  has  informed  the  Finance  Committee  that 
he  knows  nothing  of  the  situation  and  has  never  been  consulted 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  Article  19  be  indefinitely  postponed 
pending  an  opinion  from  the  Town  Counsel  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  claim  against  the  town. 

Art.  20.  Request  of  Charles  M.  O'Connor,  director  of 
State  Aid  and  Soldiers'  Relief,  for  $3,500  for  Soldiers'  Relief 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

This  department  continues  to  be  an  increasing  burden  upon 
the  town.  For  the  past  three  years  the  expenses  have  been 
increasing  at  an  alarming  rate,  due  somewhat  to  the  industrial 
conditions,  and  also  to  the  grave  increase  in  the  number  of 
incapacitated  veterans.  An  indication  of  the  gravitv  of  the 
situation  may  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  in  the  past  three  years  the 
amount  spent  for  Soldiers'  Relief  has  leaped  from  about  $2,800 
in  1927  to  a  probable  total  this  year  of  $n,oco. 

When  Mr.  O'Connor  came  before  the  Finance  Committee 
with  his  annual  budget  last  winter,  he  felt  confident  that  con- 
ditions were  improving  and  that  he  could  take  care  of  all  cases 
arising  in  1930  for  $6,000.  The  Finance  Committee,  however, 
was  not  so  optimistic  and  raised  the  total  to  $7,500.  With  less 
than  half  of  the  year  gone,  Mr.  O'Connor  finds  that  he  has 
expended  in  excess  of  $6,000  and  careful  estimates  indicate  that 
it  will  be  impossible  to  complete  the  year  without  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $3,500, 
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The  Finance  Committee  is  reluctant  to  recommend  such  an 
unprecedented  figure  for  this  type  of  relief.  It  feels  quite  con- 
fident, however,  that  the  people  of  Saugus  would  not  wish  to 
see  any  deserving  veteran  and  his  family  suffer  for  lack  of  food 
or  clothing. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $3,500  be  appropriated 
for  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Art.  21.  Request  of  Charles  M.  O'Connor,  director  of 
State  Aid  and  Soldiers'  Relief,  for  $200  for  the  State  Aid 
Department. 

This  is  a  correlated  case.  The  expenses  of  the  State  Aid 
Department  have  shown  a  corresponding  increase  with  those  of 
the  relief  department.  This  year  Mr.  O'Connor  had  at  his 
disposal  $1,500  for  State  Aid.  This  would  have  been  sufficient 
had  not  the  General  Court  at  its  last  sitting  passed  a  law  under 
which  the  amount  to  be  paid  those  benefiting  under  the  depart- 
ment has  been  substantially  increased.  The  result  is  that  the 
department  will  need  $200  additional  to  complete  the  year. 

All  money  expended  for  State  Aid  is,  in  actuality,  merely 
loaned  the  Commonwealth  and  is  paid  back  into  the  town  by 
the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $200  be  appropriated 
for  the  State  Aid  Department,  the  same  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Art.  22.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  transfers 
from  unexpended  balances,  totaling  $265.16,  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  drain  in  Fairmount  avenue,  through  the  land  of  Charles 
N.  Wormstead. 

This  drainage  situation  has  been  a  consistent  and  notorious 
trouble  maker  for  some  years.  The  town  has  discussed  the 
matter  of  constructing  the  drain  on  several  occasions  but  no 
action  has  been  taken.  Superintendent  Maggi  reports  that 
something  should  be  done  at  once  to  eradicate  the  surface 
drainage  problem  at  this  point. 
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The  Finance  Committee  agrees  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works,  however,  that  no  work  should  be  done  by  the 
town  until  suitable  easements  are  obtained  in  writing  from  Mr. 
Wormstead. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $265.16  be  transferred 
from  unexpended  balances  to  pay  for  the  construction 
of  a  drainage  system  in  Fairmount  avenue,  through 
land  of  Charles  N.  Wormstead,  providing  that  Mr. 
Wormstead  gives  the  town  an  easement  across  his 
property. 

Art.  23.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  $600 
for  salaries  of  call  firemen. 

This  request  originates  as  a  result  of  errors  by  both  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers.  The 
Finance  Committee,  in  the  press  of  last  minute  business  before 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  neglected  to  provide  sufficient  funds 
to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  eight  additional  call  firemen  which 
they  recommended  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  likewise  made  an  error  in  that  they  appointed  the 
men  as  of  May  1  instead  of  July  1,  as  voted  by  the  Finance 
Committee. 

The  men,  however,  were  greatly  needed  at  the  time.  They 
have  been  doing  excellent  service  and  should,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  committee,  be  paid  for  their  services  in  full  at  the  rate  of 
$150  annually,  as  voted  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $600  be  appropriated 
for  salaries  of  call  men  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Art.  24.  Request  of  the  Town  Accountant  for  a  transfer 
from  the  excess  and  deficiency  or  surplus  account  of  $2,671.67 
for  unpaid  bills. 

The  larger  item  of  these  bills  relate  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  and  are  for  aid  given  to  Saugus  citizens  residing  in 
Lynn.  The  Lynn  City  Solicitor  has  threatened  to  bring  suit 
against  the  town  if  these  bills  are  not  paid  and  also  to  shut  off 
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all  aid  given  by  Lynn  to  persons  with  a  Saugus  settlement.  It 
would  appear  reasonable  and  right  to  pay  these  bills  at  once. 
The  other  bills  are  of  a  minor  nature  and  after  investigation  the 
committee  is  convinced  that  they  should  all  be  paid  at  this  time. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $2,671.67  be  transferred 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  or  Surplus  Account 
for  the  payment  of  unpaid  bills  of  1929  and  former 
years. 

Art.  25.  Request  of  the  School  Committee  for  $2,500  to 
partition  off  and  equip  two  rooms  in  the  old  Center  School. 

The  Commonwealth  forced  the  town  last  year  to  establish  an 
Opportunity  Class  for  retarded  pupils.  There  were  17  in  the 
class  last  year.  They  were  housed  in  a  very  inadequate  room, 
formerly  a  toilet,  at  the  High  School,  with  insufficient  light  and 
facilities.  This  year  there  will  be  more  than  35  pupils  in  this 
class  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  two  rooms.  Under  the 
system  in  vogue  this  year  the  pupils  attended  in  the  afternoon, 
which  proved  to  be  a  very  unsatisfactory  plan.  The  present 
intention  of  the  School  Department  is  to  house  them  in  two 
rooms  at  the  old  Center  School  and  have  both  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions. 

It  appears  that  this  is  the  only  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
problem.  The  needs  of  the  town  in  this  work  are  great  and  the 
committee  feels  that  the  rooms  are  needed  to  provide  proper 
instruction  for  these  less  fortunate  youngsters. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  partitioning  off  and  equipping  two 
rooms  at  the  old  Center  School. 

Art.  26.  Petition  of  Thomas  Ryan  and  other  residents  of 
Golden  Hills  for  $1,500  for  approximately  510  feet  of  water 
extension  on  Castle  Rock  Road. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  deplorable  situations  to  come  to  the 
attention  of  the  Finance  Committee  this  year.  Mr.  Ryan  and 
another  resident  of  Castle  Rock  road  are  located  a  few  hundred 
feet  beyond  the  point  where  the  end  of  the  Golden  Hills  water 
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extension  project  closed  last  year.  It  was  originally  intended  to 
reach  their  homes  and  the  pipe  was  laid  out  on  top  of  the 
ground,  but  ledge  encountered  along  the  entire  route  caused  the 
appropriation  to  be  depleted  before  their  homes  were  reached. 

These  gentlemen  have  resided  in  Saugus  for  eight  years. 
They  have  families.  Their  wells  are  dry  and  all  water  used 
must  be  carried  from  Melrose  by  automobiles  from  garages  and 
filling  stations.  They  use  the  waters  of  the  lake  for  washing 
and  household  purposes.  The  situation  from  a  health  point  of 
view  alone  is  deplorable. 

The  town  removed  the  pipe  left  on  the  surface  of  the  ground 
to  another  spot  this  spring.  Superintendent  Maggi  declares 
that  he  will  replace  it  and  that  the  cost  of  the  pipe  will  not  be 
estimated  in  the  job.  He  feels  that  exclusive  of  pipe  the 
extension  can  be  laid  for  $1,200. 

Mr.  Ryan  and  his  neighbor  are  the  only  actual  potential 
takers.  There  are  three  vacant  houses  along  the  route,  two  of 
which  are  habitable,  and  one  of  which,  according  to  report,  will 
be  occupied  at  once. 

It  is  obviously  impossible  for  the  Finance  Committee  to 
recommend  to  the  limited  town  meeting  the  expenditure  of 
$1,200  for  the  small  return  of  $30  annually  which  would  result 
from  the  two  water  takers  to  be  secured.  The  committee, 
however,  feels  that  in  such  a  situation  that  the  town  would 
desire  to  give  such  relief  as  is  financially  possible.  The  com- 
mittee has  decided  to  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $1,200 
with  the  understanding  that  the  residents  abutting  guarantee  the 
town  in  writing  a  return  of  $75  a  year  on  the  investment.  This 
is  the  equivalent  of  five  takets.  This  comes  within  the  policy 
of  the  town  with  relation  to  this  type  of  work.  It  is  understood 
that  if  the  three  vacant  houses  are  occupied,  or  any  ratio  of 
them,  that  the  cost  of  these  gentlemen  will  decrease. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $1,200  be  appropriated 
for  water  extension  on  Castle  Rock  road,  approximately 
510  feet,  with  the  understanding  that  no  work  be 
undertaken  until  the  abutters  file  a  bond  satisfactory  to 
the  Town  Counsel  and  Board  of  Selectmen,  guarantee- 
ing the  town  a  return  of  $75  annually  in  water  rates. 

Art.    27.      Request    of    Otto    F.    Persson    and    residents    of 
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Lynnhurst  for  a   transfer  of  $500   from  the    Cleveland    avenue 
water  extension  account  for  repairs  on  Newcomb  avenue. 

Newcomb  avenue  is  one  of  the  few  streets  in  Lynnhurst 
which  are  not  in  commendable  condition  at  the  present  time. 
A  short  section  of  the  street  is  still  in  need  of  repairs.  There  is 
remaining  on  the  books  of  the  town  an  item  of  $500  appropri- 
ated for  water  extension  on  Cleveland  avenue  in  that  section  of 
the  town  which  was  never  expended.  It  is  now  available  for 
other  use.  Citizens  of  Lynnhurst  feel  that  as  the  money  was 
originally  appropriated  to  be  expended  in  their  section  that  it 
should  logically  be  spent  for  the  repair  of  Newcomb  avenue. 
The  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  provides  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  repairing  one  of  the  last  streets  in 
Lynnhurst  which  needs  attention.  The  transfer  will  add 
nothing  to  the  tax  levy. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $500  be  transferred 
from  the  Cleveland  avenue  water  extension  account  for 
the  repair  of  Newcomb  avenue. 

Art.  28.  Request  of  Arthur  E.  Wilson  and  other  residents 
of  North  Saugus  for  $2,000  to  add  two  permanent  patrolmen  to 
the  police  force. 

Mr.  Wilson  appeared  before  the  Finance  Committee  and  ably 
supported  his  article.  He  presented  the  fact  that  the  people  of 
North  Saugus  and  Lynnhurst  have  at  the  present  time  no  regular 
police  protection.  The  establishment  of  a  night  patrol  of 
two  men  in  the  small  car  of  the  Police  Department  was  advo- 
cated by  him.  Chief  Roland  L.  Mansfield  of  the  department 
endorsed  the  article. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
additional  police  protection  is  needed  in  Saugus.  The  town 
covers  an  area  of  11  square  miles,  has  a  population  of  14,500 
people  and  embraces  two  of  the  most  heavily  traveled  State 
highways  in  the  entire  Commonwealth — the  Newburyport  Turn- 
pike and  the  Salem  Turnpike.  The  bulk  of  the  policing  on 
these  roads  is  left  to  the  local  department. 

The  committee  is  also  convinced  that  it  is  necessary  to  have 
better  protection  at  the  police  station.  It  is  now  frequently  neces- 
sary for   the    officer  in  charge  to  leave  the  station  uncovered  for 
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as  long  as  an  hour  at  a  time  while  he  is  attending  to  police 
work  in  other  parts  of  the  town.  This  situation  is  distinctly 
dangerous  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  should  betaken 
care  of  at  once. 

Comparative  figures  show  that  Saugus  is  under-policed  in 
relation  to  neighboring  communities  of  our  size.  The  town  has 
many  hazards  not  shared  by  these  neighboring  towns  with  fewer 
men  to  handle  the  work  of  the  department. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  has  decided  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Special  Town  Meeting  the  addition  of  one 
permanent  man  to  the  Police  Department.  They  feel  that  the 
department  has  not  advanced  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  growth  of 
the  community. 

On  this  question,  Mr.  Edward  Gibbs,  Jr.,  was  recorded  in 
the  minority. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  adding  one  permanent  man  to  the 
Police  Department. 

Minority  Report 

When  the  matter  came  up  for  consideration  before  us,  only 
one  person  appeared  to  urge  approval,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
hearing  had  been  well  advertised  in  the  press — not  an  indication 
of  an  overwhelming  demand  on  the  part  of  the  townspeople  ! 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  succeeding  years  the  cost 
to  the  town  will  be  $4015.00  per  year  for  salaries  alone,  year 
after  year.  The  Finance  Committee  disapproved  the  addition 
of  any  more  regular  officers  to  the  Police  Department,  only 
three  months  ago,  and  segregated  Police  Salaries  in  the  budget 
to  prevent  appointments.  Conditions  are  the  same  now,  and 
no  emergencies  have  arisen. 

It  was  explained  that  these  men  are  to  be  used  as  a  night 
patrol — both  men  to  be  placed  in  the  old  Star  Sedan  (which  is 
now  described  as  being  in  good  condition)  to  drive  around  the 
outskirts  of  the  town  together  at  night.  It  was  also  explained 
that  the  night  motorcycle  officer  would  be  eliminated  and  a  day 
man  placed  in  Cliftondale  Square  to  protect  banks,  and  other 
establishments.  Perhaps  some  of  these  suggestions  have  merit, 
but  the  town  is  confronted  with  many  demands  for  meritorious 
projects  costing  large  sums  of  money;   for  our  population  and 
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v  iluation  we  are  reasonably  well  policed  now  with  a  force  of 
eleven  men,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  there  is  no 
pressing  need  for  further  regular  patrolmen  at  this  time. 

It  should  be  stated  that  this  article  did  not  originate  in  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  nor  the  Police  Department,  and  the  attitude 
of  these  bodies  is  not  a  matter  of  official  record  at  this  time.

Art.  29.  Request  of  Representative  C.  F.  Nelson  Pratt  for 
an  appropriation  to  eliminate  cement  water  mains. 

The  sponsor  of  this  article  has  informed  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee that  he  plans  to  request  a  bond  issue  of  $100,000  for  this 
purpose.  The  article,  however,  makes  no  mention  of  a  bond 
issue. 

Under  the  streets  of  Saugus  are  some  15  miles  of  cement 
mains,  many  of  them  40  years  old.  To  replace  them  will  cost, 
according  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  $250,000. 
There  are  occasional  breaks  at  the  present  time  but  the  Finance 
Committee  frowns  upon  any  bond  issue  for  this  purpose.  The 
$100,000  would  be  merely  the  first  installment  of  a  total  esti- 
mated cost  of  $250,000  to  complete  the  job. 

The  Finance  Committee  favors  action  by  the  town  next 
spring  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  to  appropriate  a  fair 
sum  of  money  annually  to  gradually  eliminate  these  mains.  The 
town  is  now  expending  $5,000  annually  and  the  committee  is  of 
the  opinion  that  this  might  be  raised  somewhat  in  an  effort  to 
hasten  the  work. 

With  relation  to  the  old  mains  under  Main  street,  where  it  has 
been  stated  that  the  Commonwealth  will  not  allow  the  roadbed 
to  be  disturbed  for  five  years,  the  Committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  in  the  event  of  a  break  in  the  mains,  the  State  will 
allow  repair  work.  In  the  event  of  new  houses  being  built 
along  this  street,  it  will  always  be  possible  to  lay  mains  to  one 
side  of  the  road. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that    Article    29    be    indefinitely    post- 
poned. 

Art.   30.      Request  of  residents  of  Golden  Hills  for  $3,500 
for  the  construction  of  a  road  from  Howard  street  to  Sweetwater 
street,  to  be  built  with  the  assistance  of  the  County  of  Essex. 
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This  is  a  problem  which  has  been  confronting  the  town  for 
the  past  three  years.  The  residents  of  Golden  Hills  feel  that 
they  should  be  given  a  road  to  give  them  access  to  the  town  of 
Saugus.  At  the  present  time  their  entrance  and  exit  into 
Saugus  is  by  way  of  a  private  way  which  lies  partially  within 
the  borders  of  the  city  of  Melrose. 

The  Finance  Committee  went  into  this  problem  at  great 
length.  They  made  a  personal  visitation  to  the  section  accom- 
panied by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  and  consulted 
with  the  residents. 

Investigation  brought  to  light  that  in  a  letter  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
promises  not  $3,500,  as  asked  for  by  the  article,  but  $3,000. 

Superintendent  Maggi  also  states  that  if  the  cost  of  the  land 
taking  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  appropriation  that  he  will 
have  insufficient  funds  to  construct  a  suitable  road. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  able  to  find  nothing  to  substan- 
tiate the  arguments  of  the  people  of  Golden  Hills  in  favor  of  a 
road  other  than  the  time-worn  plea  of  humanity.  The  school 
population  of  Golden  Hills  comprises  over  50.  In  addition  to 
the  ordinary  charges  of  education,  there  is  a  further  charge  of 
transportation,  which,  it  is  estimated,  costs  $1,500  annually. 

The  town  has  been  very  generous  to  this  section.  Although 
they  have  an  average  valuation  of  approximately  $1,000,  the 
town  has  spent  $13,619.32  in  the  past  three  years  in  extending 
the  water  mains  in  that  section  of  the  town.  On  this  $13,619.32, 
the  town  has  received  in  return  these  three  years  only  $898.29. 
The  estimated  receipts  this  year,  if  all  of  the  44  takers  remain 
on  the  line,  is  $660. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  has  informed  the  Finance  Committee 
that  during  the  past  year  there  have  been  22  additional  vacant 
houses  in  this  section  of  the  town.  It  has  been  necessary  for 
the  Board  to  go  into  Golden  Hills  and  drop  the  assessment  of 
property  by  nearly  $10,000 — an  unprecedented  action.  The 
total  valuation  of  Golden  Hills  is  estimated  at  the  present  time 
to  not  be  over  $170,000. 

The  Assessors  declare  that  there  are  some  five  or  six  houses 
with  a  valuation  of  $2,000.  There  are  many  others  with  a  val- 
uation of  only  $500.  They  estimate  that  the  average  valuation 
of  this  section  of  the  town  is  only  $1,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  members  of  the 
Limited  Town  Meeting  pay  a  visit  to  the  Golden  Hills  section 
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and  become  acquainted  with  conditions  to  enable  them  to  act 
more  intelligently  on  this  article. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  does  not  believe, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  anticipated  raise  in  the  tax  rate,  that 
the  town  should  lay  aside  common  sense  and  business  judgment 
and  expend  money  solely  in  the  interest  of  providing  a  road  for 
a  section  of  the  town  which  is  already  receiving  benefits  greatly 
in  excess  of  the  returns  to  the  town  treasury. 

On  this  matter  Mr.  Edward  Gibbs,  Jr.,  was  recorded  in  the 
minority  and  in  favor  of  the  construction  of  the  road. 

The  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  Article  30  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Minority  Report 

If  we  appropriate  this  sum  the  county  will  grant  a  like 
amount. 

There  should  be  an  access  wholly  in  Saugus  and  under  our 
control  to  this  isolated  section,  for  purposes  of  transporting 
school  children,  fire  protection,  and  other  uses  and  emergencies. 
While  the  residents  of  this  section  were  obsesssed  with  the  idea 
that  the  town  should  build  expensive  state  roads  and  boulevards 
through  this  poorly  developed  section,  we  were  against  such 
projects.  However,  against  the  construction  of  a  fairly  good 
gravel  road  at  a  reasonable  cost,  especially  when  the  county  will 
contribute  half  the  cost,  there  is  no  valid  argument,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  undersigned. 

From  a  strictly  reasonable  standpoint  the  school  bus  should 
be  able  to  approach  this  section  on  a  safe  way  and  the  fire 
apparatus  should  not  have  to  go  miles  around  through  an 
adjoining  town  when  answering  alarms.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD  TO  THE 
SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING,  JULY  8,  1930 

Acting  under  instructions  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
on  June  2,  1930  at  which  time  Article  3,  relative  to  the  rezoning 
of  the  lands  and  premises  on  the  westerly  and  northerly  sides  of 
Jackson  street  from  the  corner  of  Essex  street  opposite  the 
Cliftondale  Methodist  Church  as  far  as  land  assessed  to  Mary  C. 
Melzard,  was  referred  to  the  Planning  Board,  a  hearing  was 
held  on  June  23,  1930  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The 
following  owners  and  tenants  of  the  properties  affected  appeared  : 

Miss  Annie  M.  Raddin 
James  O.  Crowell 
William  A.  Raddin 
James  B.  Allen 

Harry  M.  Surabian  gave  written  notice  that  he  was  unable  to 
be  present.     There  were  no  objectors. 

The  owners  gave  no  reason  in  support  of  their  desire  to  have 
their  lands  and  premises  rezoned  from  residential  to  business 
except  that  the  Raddin  Store,  so-called  which  is  occupied  by 
James  B.  Allen  as  a  plumbing  shop,  has  been  used  as  business 
for  more  than  fifty  years  and  if  any  contingency  arose  whereby 
the  building  was  destroyed  it  could  not  be  rebuilt  for  business. 

The  Planning  Board  voted  unanimously  to  make  the  following 
recommendation : 

That  the  Zoning  Law  and  the  Zoning  Map  be 
amended  and  changed  so  that  the  lands  and  premises 
on  the  westerly  and  northerly  sides  of  Jackson  street 
from  a  point  100  feet  from  the  corner  of  Essex  street, 
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opposite  the  Cliftondale  Methodist  Church,  for  a  dis- 
tance of  210.53  feet,  as  shown  on  the  plan  of  said 
street  on  file  in  the  Assessors'  office,  and  to  a  depth  of 
100  feet,  be  re-zoned  as  a  business  district. 

The  Board  comes  to  this  conclusion  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  lands  and  premises  embraced  in  the  recommended  area  have 
been  used  for  many  years  as  business  and  the  buildings  are  non- 
conforming. The  point  of  commencement  is  made  100  feet 
from  the  corner  of  Essex  street  due  to  the  fact  that  the  property 
on  this  corner  is  already  zoned  as  business  to  a  depth  of  ioo 
feet  on  Jackson  street.  The  houses  occupied  by  Miss  Annie  M. 
Raddin  and  James  O.  Crowell,  together  with  the  lots  on  which 
they  are  located,  as  well  as  the  vacant  lot  of  the  latter  adjoining 
the  two,  are  not  included  in  its  recommendation  because  the 
owners  offered  no  convincing  reason  as  to  why  these  properties 
should  be  re-zoned  from  residential  to  business  and  the  Planning 
Board  sees  none.

PROPOSED    AMENDMENT    TO    THE    CONSTITUTION 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  relative  to  the  appor- 
tionment of  Senatorial,  Representative  and  Councillor  districts, 
further  described  as  follows : 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  provides  for  the 
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annulment  of  Article  XXI  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  of  the 
Constitution  thereof  of  a  new  Article  XXI  and  for  the  annul- 
ment of  Article  XXII  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  substitution  therefor  a  new  Article  XXII. 
The  proposed  amendment  embodies  in  substance  the  following 
changes  in  and  additions  to  said  Articles  XXI  and  XXII. 

1.  In  proposed  Article  XXI,  towns  of  twelve  thousand 
inhabitants  or  more  may  be  divided  in  forming  representative 
districts.  No  precincts,  however,  in  such  towns  may  be 
divided.  In  taking  the  census  the  special  enumeration  of  legal 
voters  shall  specify  the  number  residing  in  each  precinct  of  such 
towns.  Under  existing  amendment  XXI  no  town  may  be 
divided  and  no  specification  of  the  number  of  voters  in  a 
precinct  is  required. 

2.  The  division  of  a  county  into  representative  districts  and 
the  apportionment  of  representatives  to  districts  therein  is  to  be 
made  by  "The  County  Commissioners  or  other  body  acting  as 
such  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  such  board  of  special  commissioners  in 
each  county  as  may  for  that  purpose  be  provided  by  law,  ..." 
Under  Article  XXI  as  it  now  stands  the  division  and  apportion- 
ment is  made  by  uThe  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  the  County  Commissioners  of  other  counties  than 
Suffolk — or  in  lieu  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  or  of  the  County  Commissioners  in  each  county  other 
than  Suffolk,  such  Board  of  Special  Commissioners  in  each 
county,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  or  of  the 
towns  therein,  as  may  for  that  purpose  be  provided  by  law,  .  .  ." 
The  time  for  assembling  of  such  Commissioners,  Board  or  body 
for  the  purpose  of  making  such  division  and  apportionment  is 
also  changed  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  August  next  after  each 
assignment  by  the  Legislature  of  the  number  of  representatives 
to  each  county,  to  a  time  within  thirty  days  after  certification 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to  such  Commissioners, 
Board  or  body  of  the  number  so  assigned,  or  within  such  other 
period  as  the  General  Court  may  by  law  provide. 

3.  Under  the  proposed  Articles,  each  special  enumeration 
shall  be  the  basis  for  determining  the  districts,  Senatorial, 
Representative  and  Councillor,  for  the  ten-year  period  beginning 
in  the  fourth  January  following  said  special  enumeration  and 
the  present  division  of  districts  is  to  remain  in  effect  until 
January,  1939.  Under  the  existing  amendments  the  ten-year 
period  is  the  period  between  the  taking  of  each  census. 
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(Thus,  the  next  redivision  based  upon  the  next  census  in  1935 
would,  under  the  proposed  Articles,  affect  those  elected  in  1938 
to  hold  office  beginning  in  January,  1939,  instead  of  affecting 
those  elected  in  1936  to  hold  office  beginning  in  January,  1937. 
Under  existing  amendments  representation  of  newly  created 
districts  begins  in  January  of  the  second  year  after  each  ten-year 
census,  whereas  under  the  proposed  article  it  would  begin  in 
January  of  the  fourth  year  thereafter.)  The  number  of  Repre- 
sentatives (240),  Senators  (40),  and  Councillors  (8)  is  not 
changed.

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SPECIAL  TOWN   MEETING 

December  i,  1930. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Frank  P. 
Bennett,  Jr.,  with  127  town  meeting  members  present. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  Tellers  :  Henry  A. 
B.  Peckham,  J.  Arthur  Raddin,  Daniel  E.  Radford  and  John 
Husler  and  duly  qualified  them. 

Article  i.     Reports  of  Committees. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  accepted  and 
placed  on  file. 

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  the  Limited  Town  Meeting 

December  i,   1930 

As  a  part  of  the  great  wave  of  industrial  depression  which 
has  swept  the  entire  country,  many  Saugus  men  with  families 
and  dependents  find  themselves  unable  to  obtain  gainful  employ- 
ment. The  grave  effects  of  this  depression  is  attested  to  by  the 
unprecedented  demand  for  relief  both  from  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  and  from  the  Department  of  Soldiers'  Relief.  This 
year  the  Town  of  Saugus  is  spending  in  excess  of  $60,000  for 
relief.  This  represents  approximately  10  cents  on  each  tax 
dollar. 

Besides  the  scores  who  are  being  aided  by  these  departments, 
there  are  many  additional  people  who  decline  to  ask  for  aid  and 
whose  natural  pride  would  not  permit  them  to  become  bene- 
ficiaries of  municipal  funds  even  to  assist  them  in  their  straight- 
ened circumstances.  A  preliminary  survey  by  the  Committee 
on  Unemployment  recently  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
indicates  that  there  are  some  70  men  out  of  work  in  Saugus 
who  would  be  glad  to  accept  any  work  which  the  town  could 
give  them.  Superintendent  Alfred  L.  Maggi  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  informs  the  Finance  Committee  that  he 
must  release  some  60  additional  workers  within  the  week,  as  his 
funds  are  practically  depleted. 

The  Warrant  which  has  been  issued  for  a  Special  Town 
Meeting    on    Monday    evening,    December   1,   is  exclusively  an 
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unemployment  Warrant.  The  Selectmen  wisely  declined  to 
accept  any  articles  other  than  those  calculated  to  relieve  the 
present  crisis. 

Although  in  normal  circumstances  the  Finance  Committee 
would  unquestionably  fail  to  recommend  at  least  one  of  these 
articles,  the  Committee  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the 
present  crisis  calls  for  stringent  action.  Winter  has  approached 
and  there  are  scores  of  homes  in  Saugus  where  it  will  bring 
nothing  but  suffering  and  misery  if  assistance  is  not  given.  It 
is  certainly  more  expedient  and  more  humane  to  provide  men 
with  work  than  to  force  them  to  conceal  their  laudable  pride 
and  petition  the  town  for  aid. 

Superintendent  Maggi  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
declares  that  the  work  outlined  in  Articles  4  and  5  can  be  pushed 
to  completion  this  winter.  He  also  feels  that  after  a  few  days 
necessary  for  the  hardening  of  muscles  unused  to  such  work 
that  any  active  man  can  earn  the  money  which  the  town  will 
pay  him. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  advised  that  under  Articles  4  and 
5  that  approximately  $18,600  of  the  $31,000,  or  60  per  cent  of 
the  total,  will  be  expended  for  labor.  The  remainder  will  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  water  and  drainage  pipe. 

This  $18,600  represents  720  men  weeks  at  the  rate  of  $25  a 
week.  This  would  give  72  men  work  for  10  weeks,  thereby 
carrying  them  through  the  winter  season.  By  application  of  the 
"stagger"  system,  it  would  give  144  men  work  three  days  a 
week.  It  is  estimated  that  every  able-bodied  man  in  Saugus  in 
need  of  work  could  be  assisted  by  the  passage  of  these  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes  it  the  duty  of  every  town 
board  and  citizen  to  cooperate  in  this  emergency.  Questions  of 
government  and  financial  policies  must  be  relegated  to  the  rear 
until  the  present  crisis  is  met  and  conquered. 

Art.  2.  Request  of  the  Director  of  State  Aid  and  Soldiers' 
Relief  for  $2,000  for  Soldiers'  Relief. 

The  Finance  Committee,  after  investigation,  is  convinced  that 
this  money  will  be  urgently  needed  to  complete  the  year.     If  it 
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is  not  provided,  necessary  cash  will  not  be  available  for  persons 
in  want  and  many  unpaid  bills  for  groceries  will  have  to  go  over 
until  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — That  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  transferred 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  or  Surplus  Account  to 
the  account  of  the  Director  of  Soldiers'  Relief. 

Art.  3.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  $2,000 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  or  Surplus  Account. 

This  is  a  parallel  case  in  which  the  need  is  equally  as  great. 
The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — That  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  transferred 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  or  Surplus  Account  to 
the  Public  Welfare  Department. 

Art.  4.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  a  transfer  of 
$6,000  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  and  from  certain 
unexpended  balances  for  the  construction  of  a  drainage  system 
through  Mountain  avenue  and  Jackson  street  to  Cliftondale 
square. 

Even  apart  from  the  relief  which  it  will  give  to  the  unemploy- 
ment situation,  this  is  a  necessary  piece  of  construction.  Some 
years  ago  the  town  constructed  a  drain  from  Mountain  avenue 
over  Castle  and  Central  streets  into  the  brook  at  the  foot  of  the 
hill  on  Central  street.  Since  then  the  the  town  has  paid 
damages  in  one  civil  action  and  another  is  pending  as  a  result  of 
what  is  said  to  be  an  illegal  diversion  of  water.  It  appears 
that  unless  the  situation  is  remedied  that  the  town  will  have  to 
continue  to  meet  damages  at  the  rate  of  about  $1,000  annually. 

The  normal  watershed  of  this  district  is  Cliftondale  Square. 
A  line  down  Jackson  street  and  thence  into  the  square  will  cost, 
it  is  estimated,  $6,000.  Eventually  it  will  be  necessary  to 
continue  the  line  to  a  brook  at  Mayo's  Pond  in  Revere,  which 
is  the  natural  outlet  of  all  water  in  this  section. 

It  would  seem  to  be  extravagance  for  the  town  to  continue  to 
pay  $1,000  annually  for  its  illegal  diversion  of  water  when  it 
can  clean  up  the  situation  for  $6,000. 
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The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — That  the  sum  of  $6,000  be  transferred 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  and  certain 
unexpended  balances  for  the  construction  of  a  drain 
through  from  Mountain  avenue,  through  Jackson  street, 
to  Cliftondale  Square. 

Art.  5.  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectman  for  a  bond  issue 
of  $25,000  for  the  laying  and  relaying  of  water  mains. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  normally  unalterably  opposed  to 
bond  issues  for  the  laying  or  relaying  of  water  mains.  The 
Committee  believes  that  it  is  much  wiser  for  the  town  to 
establish  a  gradual  system  of  elimination  of  antiquated  water 
mains  paying  for  the  cost  of  the  same  from  the  annual  budget. 
The  committee  has  several  times  registered  its  objection  to  the 
type  of  procedure  requested  in  this  article. 

It  is  impossible  now,  however,  to  raise  such  a  sum  without  a 
bond  issue.  The  Excess  and  Deficiency  fund  will  not  stand 
such  a  draft. 

The  Committee  believes  that  because  of  the  present  depression 
and  the  universal  desire  to  return  prosperity  that  the  Committee 
is  justified  in  recommending  that  this  article  pass.  The  Select- 
men find  that  the  laying  of  water  mains  is  the  most  unexpensive 
method  of  providing  work.  The  ratio  of  labor  to  overhead  is 
greater  in  this  type  of  work  than  anything  else  which  the  town 
might  attempt.  There  is  no  question  in  the  mind  of  the  Com- 
mittee but  what  the  money  can  be  profitably  spent  in  the  elimin- 
ation of  old  water  mains.  The  Committee,  however,  again 
reiterates  that  when  the  need  of  employment  is  met  that  the 
town  should  return  to  a  "pay  as  you  go"  policy  with  reference 
to  the  laying  of  water  mains. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore, 

Recommends — that  a  bond  issue  of  $25,000  be  author- 
ized for  the  laying  and  relaying  of  water  mains.

approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  said  bonds  or  notes  to  be 
payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  19, 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid 
in  not  more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first 
bond  or  note.     Yeas  149,  Nays  o.

Gentlemen  : — I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Saugus  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1929,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a 
report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant 
of  this  Division.

Sir, — As  directed  by  you  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Saugus  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1929,  and  submit  the  following  report :" 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  were  examined, 
checked,  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  treasurer's  and 
the  accountant's  departments. 

The  books  in  the  accountant's  office  were  examined  and 
checked.     The  records  of  the  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
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treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town ;  and  the  payments  were  checked 
by  a  comparison  of  approved  bills  and  pay-rolls  with  the 
warrants  authorizing  disbursements  and  with  the  treasurer's 
books. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the  town,  as 
recorded  by  the  town  clerk,  were  checked  to  the  accountant's 
ledger.  The  ledger  accounts  were  checked  and  analyzed,  the 
necessary  correcting  and  adjusting  entries  were  made,  a  trial 
balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  December  31,  1929. 

In  checking  the  approved  vouchers  and  pay-rolls,  it  was  noted 
that  a  G.  M.  C.  truck  was  purchased  for  $1,280,  although  there 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  vote  of  the  town  authorizing  the 
purchase  of  this  equipment.  Furthermore,  the  cost  of  this 
truck  was  apportioned  and  charged  against  ten  separate  highway 
appropriation  accounts.  Purchases  of  departmental  equipment 
should  be  made  only  upon  a  vote  of  the  town  duly  appro- 
priating the  money  necessary  for  such  purchases. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  the  cash  in  the  office 
was  proved  by  an  actual  count,  and  the  bank  balances  were 
verified  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks. 

The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  accounts  of  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  treasurer's  payments  were  checked  to  the 
warrants  authorizing  them  and  to  the  accountant's  books. 

The  payment  of  temporary  loans,  interest  on  temporary  loans, 
and  payments  to  the  State  and  county  were  not  on  warrants,  in 
which  connection  attention  is  again  called  to  the  provisions  of 
Sections  52  and  56,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  which  require 
that  all  payments  by  the  treasurer  be  made  on  warrants  approved 
by  the  accountant  and  the  selectmen. 

The  outstanding  debt  was  listed  and  proved,  and  the  debt  and 
interest  payments  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer 
were  examined,  the  income  of  the  funds  and  the  transfers  to  the 
town  being  verified  and  found  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer's 
and  the  accountant's  books. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined  and  checked. 

The  commitments  of  poll,  property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise 
taxes  and  of  assessments  were  proved  to  the  assessors'  warrants, 
and  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors3  record 
of  abatements  granted.  The  receipts,  as  recorded  on  the  cash 
books,  were  checked  in  detail  to  the  commitment  lists,  and  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
and  the  accountant's  books.  The  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  proved  to  the  control  account  in  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

A  further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made 
by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received 
thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  receipts  for  water  charges  were  checked  in  detail  with 
the  records  in  the  public  works  department,  and  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  wete  checked  to  the  treasurer's  and  the  account- 
ant's books. 

The  receipts  of  the  town  clerk's  department  were  checked  in 
detail.  The  records  of  fees  received  on  account  of  marriage 
intentions,  recording,  etc.,  were  checked  with  the  office  records, 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  records  of  sporting  and  of  dog  licenses  issued  were  ex- 
amined, and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  the  county,  respect- 
ively, were  verified  by  the  receipts  on  file. 

The  cash  on  hand  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  was  verified 
by  an  actual  count. 

The  financial  records  of  the  water  department  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  of  the  collector,  together 
with  the  abatements  granted  by  the  department,  were  checked 
in  detail  to  the  records  of  water  charges  for  each  period.  The 
totals  of  the  commitments  were  proved,  and  the  outstanding 
charges  were  listed  and  compared  with  the  adjusted  accounts  in 
the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  selectmen's  records  of  licenses  and  permits  were  examined, 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's 
and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  town  hall  rentals,  building 
inspector,  plumbing  inspector,  and  the  milk  inspector,  as  well 
as  from  the  police,  fire,  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  health, 
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public  welfare,  town  infirmary,  and  school  departments,  were 
examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  records  of  charges  and  receipts  of  the  cemetery  depart- 
ment were  examined,  the  receipts  being  checked  to  the  depart- 
ment cash  book  and  the  outstanding  accounts  being  listed.  The 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  tax  titles  on  hand  were  examined  and  listed,  and  the 
accountant's  ledger  was  adjusted  to  the  detailed  list.  It  is  re- 
commended that  a  more  determined  effort  be  made  toward  fore- 
closure of  rights  of  redemption  under  tax  titles  held  by  the  town, 
since  the  tax  titles  are  increasing  considerably  each  year. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  the  re- 
port tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash, 
summaries  of  tax,  assessment,  and  water  accounts,  together 
with  tables  relative  to  the  trust  fund  transactions.

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REPORT   OF 

Committee  on  Revision  of  By-Laws 


Saugus,  Mass.,  January  26,   1931 

To  the  citizens  of  Saugus  in  town  meeting  assembled ; 

The  Committee  appointed  under  Article  55  of  the  warrant 
for  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1928  for  the  purpose  of  revising 
or  amending  the  By-Laws,  reports  as  follows  : 

1.  The  Committee  has  assumed  that  its  duties  were  limited 
to  suggesting  revisions  of  the  general  By-Laws  and  consequently 
no  action  has  been  taken  on  the  Zoning  By-Law  or  Building 
Regulations.  The  Committee  recommends,  however,  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  revise  the  Building  Regulations  and 
to  consider  and  report  on  the  advisability  of  adopting  By-Laws 
regulating  electric  wiring. 

2.  The  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  Proposed 
By-Laws  for  the  Town  of  Saugus  hereto  annexed.

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Proposed  By-Laws  for  the  Town  of  Saugus 


ARTICLE   I 


GENERAL    PROVISIONS 


Section  i.  In  construing  these  By-Laws  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  meaning  herein  given  unless  a  contrary 
intention  clearly  appears  : 

(a)  The  word  "street"  shall  include  highways,  town  ways, 
public  ways  and  all  public  streets,  roads,  bridges,  alleys,  courts, 
and  sidewalks,  and  also  those  portions  of  public  squares  and 
places  which  form  traveled  parts  of  public  ways. 

(6)  The  words  "public  place"  shall  include  all  parks,  play- 
grounds and  public  lands  belonging  to  or  in  the  charge  of  the 
town,  or  any  of  its  departments,  and  those  portions  of  public 
squares  and  places  which  do  not  form  traveled  parts  of  public 
ways. 

(c)  The  word  "vehicle"  shall  include  all  vehicles  and  con- 
veyances (except  street  or  trolley  cars)  whether  on  wheels  or 
runners,  however  drawn,  propelled  or  moved,  and  any  animal 
harnessed  thereto. 

(d)  The  word  "driver"  shall  mean  the  person  having 
the  charge,  operation  or  control  of  the  vehicle,  horse  or  other 
animal  upon  a  street. 

Sect.  2.  Whoever  violates  any  By-Law  of  the  town,  except- 
ing the  Zoning  By-Law  and  the  By-Laws  regulating  the  inspec- 
tion and  construction  of  buildings,  whereby  any  act  or  thing  is 
enjoined,  required  or  prohibited,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each 
offense  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  unless  some  other 
penalty  is  expressly  provided  by  law  or  by  some  By-Law  of  the 
town. 

Sect.  3.  Wherever  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  is  provided  for 
the  violation  of  a  By-Law,  it  shall  be  for  each  such  violation. 

Sect.  4.  Without  further  particular  specification,  all  By- 
Laws  shall  relate  only  to  persons,  property  and  acts  done  within 
the  limits  of  the  town  of  Saugus. 
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Sect.  5.  So  far  as  the  provisions  of  these  By-Laws  are  the 
same  in  effect  as  those  previously  existing,  either  by  By-Law  or 
by  vote  of  the  town,  they  shall  be  construed  as  a  continuation  of 
such  By-Laws  or  votes. 

ARTICLE    II 

NOTICE    OF    TOWN    MEETINGS 

Section  i.  Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
posting  attested  copies  of  the  warrant  calling  the  same  in  at 
least  one  public  place  in  each  precinct  not  less  than  seven  days 
before  the  day  appointed  for  such  meeting  and  the  town  clerk 
shall  mail  printed  copies  of  the  warrant  to  the  limited  town 
meeting  members  at  least  six  days  before  the  time  at  which  any 
representative  town  meeting  is  to  be  held ;  provided,  however, 
that  no  meeting  shall  be  invalidated  by  reason  of  any  mistake  or 
omission  as  to  mailing  copies  to  town  meeting  members. 

ARTICLE    III 

GOVERNMENT    OF    TOWN    MEETINGS 

Section  i.  All  articles  in  the  town  warrant  shall  be  taken 
up  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement  unless  otherwise  decided  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting  a 
committee  of  three  persons  who  shall  make  an  annual  appraise- 
ment of  all  property  owned  by  the  town  and  make  a  report  of 
their  appraisement  in  the  annual  town  report. 

Sect.  3.  All  questions  and  motions  submitted  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  town  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  and 
such  other  motions  as  may  be  required  by  the  Moderator,  shall 
be  in  writing. 

Sect.  4.  On  demand  of  fifty  town  meeting  members  the 
check  list  shall  be  used  in  taking  the  vote,  and  the  meeting  to 
determine  whether  by  ballot  or  yea  or  nay  vote,  on  any  motion 
or  resolution  properly  before  a  meeting  of  the  town. 

Sect.  5.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered  at  the  meeting  in 
which  it  was  passed  except  upon  a  motion  made  within  one 
hour  after  such  vote  has  passed  and  upon  notice  that  such  motion 
is    to  be  made,  given  within    half    an    hour  after  such  vote  has 
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passed,  nor  then  unless  such  motion  to  reconsider  is  made  by  a 
person  who  gave  such  notice  and  who  voted  with  the  prevailing 
side  of  the  question. 

Sect.  6.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall 
be  received,  but  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  to  reconsider  a  previous 
vote,  the  previous  question,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  commit  or 
amend,  to  refer  or  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  herein  arranged,  and  no  person  shall 
speak  on  the  same  subject  more  than  twice  or.  for  more  than  a 
total  of  ten  minutes  without  the  consent  of  the  meeting. 

Sect.  7.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moder- 
ator unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  meeting  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  member  first  named  promptly  to  call  the  committee 
together  for  organization. 

Sect.  8.  The  first  business  in  order  at  each  adjourned  meet- 
ing shall  be  the  reading  of  the  records  of  the  previous  session  by 
the  Town  Clerk. 

Sect.  9.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  presiding  officer,  not 
especially  provided  for  by  law  or  in  the  foregoing  rules,  shall 
be  determined  by  the  rules  of  practice  contained  in  The  New 
Cushings'  Manual  of  parliamentary  practice  (Authorized  re- 
vision, by  Charles  Kelsey  Gaines,  1912)  so  far  as  they  are 
adapted  to  the  condition  and  powers  of  the  town. 

Sect.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  request 
all  persons  not  town  meeting  members  to  retire  from  such 
portion  of  the  hall  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Moderator  to  be 
occupied  by  town  meeting  members  during  the  transaction  of 
all  town  business. 

Sect,  i  i.  Any  motion,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  dis- 
solve the  meeting,  if  made  before  every  article  in  the  warrant 
for  such  meeting  has  been  finally  disposed  of,  shall  require  the 
affirmative  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  vot- 
ing; but  this  shall  not  preclude  an  adjournment  of  the  meeting 
to  some  other  time. 

Sect.  12.  Amotion  for  the  previous  question  shall  require 
the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  those  present  and 
voting. 
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ARTICLE   IV 

CERTAIN    POWERS    AND    DUTIES    OF    TOWN    OFFICERS 

Section  i  .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  immedi- 
ately to  notify  in  writing  all  members  of  committees  that  may 
be  elected  or  appointed  at  any  town  meeting,  stating  the  business 
on  which  they  are  to  act  and  the  names  of  the  members. 

Sect.  2.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  sell  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  any  personal  property  or  material  of  the  town  in  the 
custody  or  control  of  such  department  not  required  by  such 
department  and  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  in  value. 

ARTICLE   V 

finance 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  immedi- 
ately after  every  town  meeting,  to  furnish  the  Town  Accountant, 
Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee 
with  a  statement  of  all  moneys  appropriated  by  the  town  at  such 
meeting,  and  of  the  purposes  for  which  moneys  were  respectively 
appropriated. 

Sect.  2.  All  of  the  accounts  of  the  town  shall  be  audited 
bi-annually  by  the  Division  of  Accounts,  Department  of  Corpor- 
tations  and  Taxation,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

ARTICLE   VI 

FINANCE    COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  annually  elect 
from  its  members  a  chairman  and  a  secretary  respectively  who 
shall  hold  office  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  day  of  December 
next  ensuing  unless  they  shall  sooner  cease  to  be  members  of  the 
committee.  Vacancies  in  the  offices  of  chairman  and  secretary 
may  be  filled  by  the  committee  at  any  time. 

Sect.  2.  Any  board,  committee  or  officer  of  the  town,  or 
any  person  or  persons  intending  to  ask  an  appropriation  at  any 
meeting  of  the  town,  other  than  an  appropriation  of  which  an 
estimate  is  required  by  law  to  be  filed  annually  with  the  Town 
Accountant,   shall  file  with  the  Selectmen  at    least  thirty  days 
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before  such  meeting  a  written  notice  stating  the  object  and  sum 
of  the  appropriation  intended  to  be  asked.  A  written  request 
for  the  insertion  of  a  proposed  article  in  the  warrant  for  such 
meeting,  provided  such  article  discloses  the  maximum  amount 
to  be  appropriated  thereunder,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
notice,  if  so  filed.  The  Selectmen  shall  thereupon  record  such 
notice  and  inform  the  Finance  Committee  thereof.  No  appro- 
priation of  money  for  a  purpose  of  which  such  notice  is  hereby 
required  shall  be  made  in  the  absence  of  such  notice  unless  the 
Finance  Committee  shall  have  made  a  report  to  the  meeting  with 
its  recommendations  on  the  article  under  which  such  appropria- 
tion is  to  be  made  or  unless,  failing  such  report,  such  article 
shall  have  been  laid  on  the  table  for  a  period  of  at  least  five 
days. 

ARTICLE   VII 

PURCHASES 

Section  i.  No  purchases  or  contracts  for  purchases  of 
materials,  equipment,  or  supplies  exceeding  $500.00  in  amount 
shall  be  made  by  any  officer  or  department  of  the  town  without 
first  advertising  for  sealed  bids  therefor.  Such  advertisements 
shall  state  the  time  when  and  the  place  where  such  bids  are  to 
be  opened,  and  shall  be  made  in  a  newspaper,  if  any,  published 
or  purporting  by  its  title  page  to  be  published  in  the  town  ; 
otherwise  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  County  of  Essex. 

Sect.  2.  No  purchases  or  contracts  for  purchases  of 
materials,  equipment,  or  supplies  exceeding  $200.00  in  amount 
shall  be  made  by  any  officer  or  department  of  the  town  without 
first  advertising  for  sealed  bids  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
preceding  section,  or,-  in  lieu  thereof,  calling  for  bids  by  notice 
sent  by  mail  to  at  least  two  dealers  in  the  materials,  equipment, 
or  supplies  wanted. 

Sect.  3.  The  foregoing  sections  of  this  article  shall  not  be 
applicable  in  case  of  emergency.  Any  officer  or  a  majority  of 
any  board  or  committee  making  such  purchases  or  contract 
exceeding  $200.00  shall  certify  in  writing  to  the  Town 
Accountant  either  that  the  foregoing  provisions  have  been  com- 
plied with  or  that  an  emergency  existed,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sect.  4.  No  salaried  officer  or  salaried  employee  of  the 
town  or  any  agent  of   any  such   officer  or  employee  shall  sell 
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materials  or  supplies  to  the  town  or  receive  any  compensation  or 
commission  for  work  done  by  him  for  the  town  or  receive  any 
emolument,  gain  or  income  as  the  result  of  any  contract  with  or 
sale  to  the  town  negotiated  by  him  except  his  official  salary  and 
fees  allowed  by  law. 

ARTICLE    VIII 

LEGAL    AFFAIRS 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint 
an  Attorney  at  Law  to  act  as  Town  Counsel. 

Sect.  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to 
prosecute,  defend  and  compromise  all  litigation  to  which  the 
town  is  a  party,  and  to  employ  special  counsel  to  assist  the 
Town  Counsel  whenever  in  their  judgment  necessity  therefor 
arises. 

Sect.  3.  The  Town  Counsel  shall  draft  all  bonds,  deeds, 
leases,  obligations,  conveyances  and  other  legal  instruments, 
and  perform  every  professional  act  which  may  be  required  of 
him  by  vote  of  the  town  or  any  board  of  town  officers.  Also 
when  required  by  said  boards  or  any  committee  of  the  town,  he 
shall  furnish  a  written  opinion  on  any  legal  question  that  may 
be  submitted  to  him,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  furnish  legal  advice 
to  any  officer  of  the  town  who  may  require  his  opinion  upon  any 
subject  concerning  the  duties  incumbent  upon  such  officer  by 
virtue  of  his  office.  He  shall  prosecute  all  suits  ordered  to  be 
brought  by  the  Town  or  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  shall  appear 
at  any  court  in  the  Commonwealth  in  defence  of  all  actions  or 
suits  brought  against  the  town  or  its  officers  in  their  official 
capacity.  He  also  shall  argue  and  try  any  and  all  causes  in 
which  the  town  shall  be  a  party,  before  any  tribunal,  whether 
in  law  or  equity,  in  the  Commonwealth,  or  before  any  Board  of 
Referees  or  Commission,  and  shall  appear  at  any  and  all  hearings 
on  behalf  of  the  town  whenever  his  services  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE  IX 

police  regulations 

Section  i.  No  person  shall  leave  any  vehicle,  coal,  wood, 
or  other  obstruction,  in  any  street,  and  suffer  the  same  to  re- 
main there  over  night  without  maintaining  a  sufficient  light 
over  or  near  the  same  throughout  the  night. 
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Sect.  2.  No  person  without  lawful  authority  so  to  do  shall 
throw,  sweep,  place  or  drop  or  otherwise  allow  to  be  deposited 
and  suffer  to  remain  in  or  upon  any  street,  or  public  place,  any 
dirt,  ashes,  stones,  crushed  stone,  gravel,  nails,  tacks,  bottles, 
glass,  hoops,  boards,  wood,  shavings,  sawdust,  manure,  rubbish 
or  filth  of  any  kind,  nor  any  noxious  or  refuse  liquid  or  solid 
matter  or  substance. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  tie  a  horse  or  other  animal  to  any 
tree,  nor  to  any  structure  protecting  such  tree,  in  any  street  or 
public  place. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle  or  other  animals 
iri  any  street. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  permit  or  suffer  any  horse  or  other 
animal  or  any  vehicle,  belonging  to  him,  or  under  his  charge,  to 
stand  or  stop  upon  any  crosswalk  in  this  town,  for  any  purpose 
except  the  taking  up  or  setting  down  of  passengers,  nor  for  a 
longer  time  than  shall  be  necessary  for  such  purpose. 

Sect.  6.  No  owner  or  person  for  the  time  being  having  the 
care  or  use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  carriage  or 
draught,  shall  ride,  drive  or  permit  the  same  to  travel  at  a  faster 
rate  than  nine  miles  an  hour  in  any  street  or  public  place  in  this 
town ;  but  the  foregoing  provision  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  any  fire  apparatus  while  responding  to  an  alarm  of  fire, 
which  in  such  case  shall  have  the  right  of  way. 

Sect.  7.  No  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  permit  the  same  to 
remain  backed  to  the  curb,  except  when  actually  loading  or 
unloading. 

Sect.  8.  Unless  in  an  emergency,  or  to  allow  another  vehicle 
or  pedestrian  to  cross  its  way  no  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  stop 
the  same  in  any  street  except  close  to  the  sidewalk  line  nor  in 
such  a  way  as  to  obstruct  any  street  or  crossing. 

Sect.  9.  No  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  stop  or  stand  the  same 
within  the  intersection  of  any  street,  nor  within  fifteen  feet  of  a 
street  corner,  nor  within  fifteen  feet  of  a  hydrant  or  fire  engine 
house  or  station. 

Sect.    10.      When    a    horse-drawn  vehicle  is  backed    to  the 
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curb  or  sidewalk,  the  horse  or  horses  shall  be  turned  so  as  to 
stand  parallel  with  the  sidewalk  and  heading  in  the  general  direc- 
tion of  travel  on  the  side  of  the  street  on  which  the  vehicle  is 
standing. 

Sect.  ii.  No  person  shall  drive  or  conduct  any  vehicle  in 
such  a  condition,  or  so  constructed,  or  so  loaded  as  to  be  likely 
to  cause  delay  in  traffic  or  accident  or  injury  to  persons  or  to 
property. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  break,  deface  or  move  any  official 
sign  post,  signalling,  or  traffic  device,  warning  barrier,  lantern, 
street  lamp  or  other  light,  placed  or  located  in  any  street  or 
public  place  for  the  information  or  direction  of  traffic  or  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall  drive,  wheel  or  draw  upon  a 
sidewalk  a  coach,  cart,  hand  cart,  hand  barrow,  or  other  vehi- 
cle of  burden  or  pleasure,  except  children's  carriages,  or  carri- 
ages containing  children  or  invalids  and  drawn  by  hand. 

Sect.  14.  No  person  shall  leave  a  horse  unattended  upon  a 
street  for  a  longer  period  than  five  minutes  unless  he  is  tied  to  a 
post  or  a  weight,  or  unless  the  wheels  of  the  vehicle  to  which  he 
is  harnessed  are  securely  fastened  or  chained. 

I 

Sect.  15.  No  owner  or  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  bait  or  feed 
in  a  street,  a  horse  or  beast  connected  with  such  vehicle,  except 
in  a  place  designated  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  nor  unless  the 
horse  or  beast  while  being  baited  or  fed  is  under  the  care  of 
some  suitable  person,  and  is  properly  secured  to  prevent  it  from 
getting  beyond  such  person's  control. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  shall  coast  or  skate  on  any  street  or 
public  place  excepting  on  such  streets  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Selectmen,  and  on  public  playgrounds. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  throw  stones,  snowballs  or  other 
dangerous  missiles,  nor  play  ball  or  football,  on  any  street. 

Sect.  18.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  stand  in  a  group, 
or  near  each  other  on  any  street,  after  a  request  to  move  on 
made  by  any  constable  or  police  officer. 
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Sect.  19.  No  person  shall  accost  or  address  another  person 
with  profane,  obscene,  indecent  or  insulting  language,  on  any 
street  or  other  public  place,  or  in  any  building  owned  by  the 
town  and  no  person  shall  be  rude,  boisterous,  indecent  or  dis- 
orderly on  any  street,  or  in  any  public  place  or  town  building  or 
annoy  or  disturb  any  person  peaceably  thereon  or  therein. 

Sect.  20.  No  person  shall  loiter,  saunter  or  continue  to  sit 
or  stand  in  any  street,  public  place  or  town  building,  so  as  to 
obstruct  or  impede  the  free  passage  of  or  in  any  manner  annoy 
or  disturb  any  other  persons,  after  being  directed  by  a  police 
officer  to  move  on. 

Sect.  21.  No  person  shall  habitually  or  otherwise  gather 
or  congregate  or  loaf  about,  on  any  street  or  public  place,  after 
being  directed  by  a  police  officer  to  cease  such  gathering  or 
loafing. 

Sect.  22.  No  person  shall  own  or  keep  any  dog  which  by 
biting,  barking,  howling  or  in  any  other  manner  disturbs  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  any  neighborhood,  or  endangers  the  safety  of 
any  person.  Any  person  who  violates  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 

ARTICLE    X 

,  STREETS 

Section  i.  No  person,  except  the  Selectmen  or  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Works,  shall  obstruct  any  street,  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  break  or  dig  the  ground  of  the  same,  without  first 
obtaining  a  written  permit  from  the  Selectmen  therefor;  and 
the  Selectmen  may  before  granting  such  permit  require  a  bond 
in  the  p^nal  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  and  with  such  sureties, 
if  any,  as  they  may  approve  to  imdemnify  the  town  against  any 
liability  by  reason  of  any  act  done  under  such  permit. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  holding  a  permit  under  Section  1  shall 
put,  and  at  all  times  keep,  a  suitable  railing  around  the  parts  of 
any  sidewalk  or  street  so  obstructed  or  dug  up,  so  long  as  the 
same  shall  be  unsafe  or  inconvenient  for  travellers,  and  shall 
also  keep  as  many  lighted  lanterns  fixed  to  such  railing  or  fence, 
every  night  from  twilight  in  the  evening  through  the  whole 
night,  as  the  Selectmen  or  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
shall  direct. 
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Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  sidewalk  becomes  obstructed  or 
made  impassable  by  reason  of  the  erecting  or  repairing  of  any 
building,  or  of  doing  any  work,  the  person  doing  or  causing  the 
same  to  be  done  shall  place  a  good  and  convenient  walk  around 
such  obstruction. 

Sect.  4.  No  owner,  tenant,  or  other  person  having  control 
of  any  buildings  or  premises,  shall  permit  a  gate  or  door  thereon 
to  swing  open  across  any  part  of  a  street. 

ARTICLE  XI 

LICENSES 

Section  i.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law  the  Select- 
men may  grant  licenses  to  owners  of  vehicles  upon  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  said  Board  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsis- 
tent with  these  By-Laws,  to  use  such  vehicles  for  the  conveyance 
of  persons  or  property  for  hire,  and  may  designate  stands  and 
locations  upon  the  streets  of  the  town  where  such  vehicles  may 
stand  or  wait  for  employment. 

Sect.  2.  Every  such  license  shall  be  granted  to  expire  on 
the  first  day  of  May  next  ensuing  after  the  date  of  its  issue  and 
it  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  for  cause  satisfactory  to  said 
Board.  Each  license  may  cover  one  or  more  vehicles  belonging 
to  the  same  owner,  shall  bear  upon  its  face  the  date  of  its 
isssue,  the  date  of  its  expiration,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  or  vehicles  to  whom  the 
license  is  issued,  and  a  description  of  each  vehicle  so 
licensed  sufficient  for  its  identification.  A  separate  number 
shall  be  designated  for  each  vehicle  so  licensed  and  the  owner 
shall  before  using  such  vehicle  for  hire,  have  such  number 
plainly  marked  upon  each  side  thereof  excepting  only  in  the 
case  of  motor  vehicles  duly  registered  under  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  in  such  cases  the  license  issued  hereunder 
shall  contain  the  motor  number  of  such  motor  vehicle. 

The  fee  for  each  license  shall  be  one  dollar  for  each  vehicle 
covered  thereby  and  no  license  shall  be  transferred  except  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  duly  endorsed  thereon. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  hold  himself  out  as  the 
owner,  driver  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  used  for  the  purpose 
mentioned  in  this  article,  unless  such  vehicle  is  duly  licensed  as 
provided  in  the  two  preceding  sections. 
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Sect.  4.  The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  to  be 
dealers  in  and  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter 
of  junk,  old  metals  or  second-hand  articles  and  may  make  such 
additional  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions  as  they  deem 
proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  law  or  of  these 
By-Laws. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  license  suitable 
persons  to  be  junk  collectors,  to  collect  from  place  to  place  in 
this  town  by  purchase  x>r  otherwise,  any  article  mentioned  in 
Section  4. 

Sect.  6.  No  collector  of  junk  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter,  exchange  or 
otherwise,  any  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  Section  4,  of  a  minor 
or  apprentice,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe  him  to  be 
such. 

Sect.  7.  Every  collector  of  junk  while  engaged  in  collecting, 
transporting  or  dealing  in  the  articles  mentioned  in  Section  4, 
shall  wear  upon  the  outside  of  his  clothing  a  badge  and  have 
upon  each  side  of  any  vehicle  used  by  him  a  sign,  well  displayed, 
such  badge  and  sign  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Sect.  8.  Every  vehicle  and  receptacle  used  by  a  collector 
of  junk  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  or  any  person  by  them  or  by  law  authorized 
to  make  such  inspection. 

Sect.  9.  Licenses  under  Sections  4  and  5  shall  be  granted 
to  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May  next  ensuing  after  date  of 
issue  and  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  for  cause  satisfactory  to 
said  Board.  A  fee  of  $2.00  may  be  charged  for  each  such 
license. 

ARTICLE    XII 

PLANNING    BOARD 

Section  i.  A  board  of  five  members  is  hereby  created  and 
established  to  be  known  as  the  Planning  Board.  At  the  annual 
town  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  March,  1924,  there 
shall  be  elected  one  member  to  serve  for  one  year,  two  members 
to  serve  for  two  years  and  two  members  to  serve  for  three  years, 
and  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual   town  meeting

in  each  year  one  or  two  members  of  such  Board,  equivalent  to 
the  number  whose  term  of  office  expire  in  such  year,  to  serve 
for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Sect.  2.  Vacancies  occurring  in  such  board  shall  be  filled 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Sect.  3.  The  duties  of  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  such  as 
are  stated  in  Chapter  41,  Sections  70  to  72,  inclusive,  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  further  to  consider 
and  advise  upon  municipal  improvements  either  at  the  request  of 
other  officials  of  the  town  or  upon  its  own  initiative.  The 
Board  shall  meet  at  regular  intervals.  It  may  also  hold  public 
meetings.  It  may  make  investigations  and  studies  relative  to 
new  streets  and  park  developments.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
town  officials  and  departments  to  exhibit  public  books,  accounts 
and  records  in  their  custody  at  all  reasonable  times  on  request 
of  the  Planning  Board.  Said  Board  may  incur  expenses  neces- 
sary to  the  carrying  on  of  its  work  within  the  amount  of  its 
annual  appropriations. 

Sect.  4.  The  Planning  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
town  annually,  giving  information  regarding  the  conditions  of 
the  town  and  any  plans  or  proposals  for  the  development  of  the 
town  and  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof.  Such  report  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Selectmen  not  later  than  such  time  in  January  in 
each  year  as  the  Selectmen  may  prescribe  or  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law  in  force  relative  to  reports,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

ARTICLE    XIII 

REPEAL  of  by-laws 

Upon  the  acceptance  of  the  foregoing  By-Laws  by  the  town 
and  the  publication  asrequired  by  law  of  such  thereof  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Attorney-General,  all  By-Laws  heretofore 
existing,  excepting  the  Zoning  By-Law,  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Health,  By-Laws  relating  to  plumbers  and 
plumbing,  and  building  regulations  for  inspection  and  construc- 
tion of  buildings,  ^shall  be  T  annulled  and  repealed;  provided 
that  this  repeal  shall  not  apply  to^orjaffect  any  vote  heretofore 
adopted,  accepting  or  adopting  the|provisions  of  any  Statute  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  not  revive  any  By-Law  in  force 
before  or  at  the  time  when  the  By-Law  repealed  took  effect.

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Saugus : 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submit  their  annual  report. 

The  Board  organized  with  Harry  Woodward  as  Chairman 
and  Benj.  Q.  Belonga  as  Secretary. 

The  year  1930  has  been  marked  with  progress  and  much  has 
been  accomplished  through  cooperation  of  the  various  town  de- 
partments. 

The  Board  have  given  freely  of  their  time,  meeting  at  their 
office  on  an  average  of  two  nights  per  week,  besides  attending 
numerous  hearings  at  the  State  House  and  before  the  County 
Commission. 

superintendent  of  public  works 

The  Board  reappointed  Alfred  L.  Maggi  as  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Works  and  believe  that  they  made  a  wise  choice. 
Mr.  Maggi  is  a  man  of  wide  experience  and  the  Board  feel  that 
in  the  short  time  he  has  been  here  he  has  accomplished  more  for 
the  town  than  has  ever  been  accomplished  before.  The  office 
is  being  conducted  in  a  business  like  manner,  proper  records  are 
being  kept,  layouts  are  being  made  and  the  morale  of  the  depart- 
ment is  better  than  for  years.  The  Board  hope  that  Mr  Maggi 
may  be  able  to  carry  on  the  good  work  which  he  has  started. 

POLICE    DEPARTMENT 

The  Board  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  excellent  work  accom- 
plished by  the  Police  Department  this  year  and  to  recommend 
that  additional  men  and  equipment  be  provided  next  year  in 
order  that  this  excellent  work  may  be  continued  and  that  the 
department  may  keep  pace  with  the  development  of  the  town. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT 

Excellent  work  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment this  year  and  the  Board  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  report 
of  the  Fire  Engineers.  Action  should  be  taken  to  provide  suit- 
able quarters  for  the  men  and  apparatus. 
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TOWN    HALL 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  have  the  stage  conform  to  the  State 
requirements.  The  building  needs  painting  both  out  and  inside. 
It  was  necessary,  to  replace  the  hot  water  heater  and  to  provide 
additional  boxes  in  the  coat  room.  Additional  office  space  must 
be  provided  and  will  be  spoken  of  under  a  special  heading. 

OFFICE    SPACE 

Due  to  the  growth  of  the  work  in  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Col- 
lector's department  and  the  Public  Works  department  it  has 
become  necessary  to  provide  larger  office  space  for  both.  After 
serious  thought  and  considerable  discussion  with  Miss  Shores 
and  Mr.  Maggi  the  Board  will  ask  the  town  to  appropriate 
$300  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  partition  through  the  Court 
Room.  This  would  provide  a  large  room  on  the  south  side 
which  would  be  more  suitable  for  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. The  office  vacated  by  that  department  would  be  used  as 
a  joint  office  by  the  Board  of  Health,  Cemetery  Commission, 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Building  Inspector,  Plumbing 
Inspector,  etc.,  with  possibly  a  Joint  Clerk. 

The  Town  Accountant's  office  would  be  moved  to  the  room 
now  used  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  the 
Janitor.  The  office  vacated  by  Mr.  Gibbs  would  be  used  by 
Miss  Shores  and  would  provide  enough  space  for  her  department. 

It  will  become  necessary  within  the  next  year  or  two  to  pro- 
vide a  suitable  vault  for  the  use  of  the  Town  Clerk's  Depart- 
ment. This  could  well  be  constructed  in  part  of  the  room  now 
used  by  Mr.  Gibbs  and  still  give  the  department  the  necessary 
space. 

UNEMPLOYMENT 

At  the  request  of  the  Governor  the  Board  on  Nov.  18,  1930, 
appointed  an  unemployment  committee  to  work  with  them  in 
taking  care  of  those  of  our  people  without  work. 

This  committee  consisting  of  the  following  :  Harry  Woodward, 
Chairman;  Edward  Gibbs,  Jr.,  Secretary;  Wallace  Campbell; 
Frank  A.  Green  ;  Rev.  C.  B.  McDuffee  ;  Rev.  A.  B.  Gifford  ; 
Rev.  Edward  J.  Carey;  Mrs.  Gertrude  S.  Jameson;  Mrs. 
Mabel  M.  Brown;  Messrs.  H.  A.  B.  Peckham,  Harry  Merrill, 
Arthur  Dunk,  Dennis  Cronin,  Harry  Wilson,  Wm.  L.  Dowling 
asked  the   unemployed  of  the  town  to  register.     As  there  were 
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about  200  who  registered  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  request  the 
Selectmen  to  call  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  money  to  give  employment,  and  recommended  that 
$25,000.00  be  borrowed  for  the  replacement  of  cement  water 
mains  and  that  $6,000.00  be  transfered  from  various  accounts  to 
reconstruct  the  Mountain  avenue  drain.  This  meeting  was 
called  for  December  first  and  without  a  dissenting  vote  the 
money  was  appropriated.  Work  was  started  immediately  on 
the  Mountain  avenue  drain  and  later  on  the  replacement  of 
cement  water  mains.  It  was  necessary  to  use  the  stagger  system 
which  has  resulted  in  three  days  work  in  about  two  weeks. 
Mr.  Gibbs,  Mr.  Peckham  and  Mr.  Dunk  were  appointed  a  sub- 
committee to  arrange  the  lists,  giving  preference  to  those  with 
the  largest  number  of  dependents.  Theirs  has  been  a  difficult 
task  but  one  which  they  have  handled  well  and  the  Board  wish 
to  express  their  appreciation  at  this  time.  The  Board  wish  also 
to  thank  the  ex-service  men  for  waiving  their  preference  rights, 
tthat  others  might  secure  a  larger  share  of  the  work. 

AMERICAN    LEGION 

In  October,  during  the  National  Convention  of  the  American 
Legion,  Saugus  Post  and  the  town  were  hosts  to  the  band  from 
Columbus,  Indiania,  Post.  The  visitors  were  met  by  an  official 
delegation  and  conducted  to  the  Legion  Building.  Beds  were 
placed  in  the  Legion  Building,  meals  were  provided  at 
McCarriers  &  Pits  Grill  and  transportation  was  furnished  by 
the  Hart  Bus  Lines.  The  visitors  were  taken  to  Concord  and 
Lexington  and  to  the  North  Shore  and  on  Thursday  evening 
were  given  a  banquet  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  boys  from 
Indiania  were  loud  in  their  praise  of  Saugus  Post  and  of  the 
town  and» declared  that  Saugus  gave  them  the  best  time  that 
they  had  ever  had  at  a  convention. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  those  veterans  who  so  willingly 
waived  their  rights  in  the  matter  of  employment,  thereby  ena- 
bling others  to  secure  work. 

PRECINCTS 

The  Board,  as  directed  by  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
have  reviewed  precincts  one  and  four  and  find  that  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  meeting  it  would  be  necessary  to 
completely  revise  all  of  the  precincts.     This  the  Board  did  not 

22 
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deem  advisable  to  do  this  year  on  account  of  the  elections  but 
recommend  that  it  be  done  next  year. 

CHRISTMAS    ILLUMINATIONS 

Again  this  year  Mr.  H.  A.  B.  Peckham  and  Mr.  Frank  B. 
Sloan  have  brought  Saugus  to  the  favorable  attention  of  the 
whole  country  by  their  wonderful  Christmas  illuminations. 

SCHOOL    COMMITTEE 

Mr.  Laurence  F.  Davis,  a  valued  member  of  the  Schoo 
Committee,  resigned  and  the  Board  with  the  Committee  at  a 
joint  meeting  elected  Waldo  B.  Russell  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

OLD    CEMETERY 

The  following  portions  of  a  letter  received  from  Mr.  H.  A. 
B.  Peckham  are  self-explanatory.  # 

"This  cemetery  has  been  for  centuries  in  the  possession  of 
the  Universalist  Church,  or  First  Parish  Church,  so-called,  at 
Saugus  Centre,  and  for  many  years  people  interested  in  those 
matters  have  had  a  desire  to  have  the  town  take  it  over,  the 
church  not  being  able  to  keep  it  in  the  condition  it  deserves. 

You  will  recall  that  two  years  ago  the  town  by  a  majority 
vote,  voted  $2,500  for  the  purchase  of  this  cemetery,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  there  was  a  building  lot  in  the  corner  near  the 
Davis  property  which  had  not  been  used  for  cemetery  purposes. 
The  majority  vote  was  illegal,  the  law  requiring  a  two-thirds 
vote  for  the  purchase  of  anything  of  that  sort,  and  rather  than 

have    the  matter  come  up  in   the  town  meeting  again ,  the 

undersigned  called  on  a  friend  in  Boston  who  has  some  ances- 
tors buried  in  the  cemetery  and  suggested  to  him  that  he  pur- 
chase the  cemetery  and  deed  it  to  the  town.  After  due  investi- 
gation this  gentleman  and  his  sister  sent  the  undersigned  checks, 
the  same  being  duly  delivered  to  the  Universalist  Church,  and 
deeds  in  behalf  of  the  town  were  received,  under  the  condition 
that  it  always  be  maintained  as  a  cemetery,  doing  away  with 
the  possibility  of  erecting  a  building  on  the  vacant  land  therein 
contained. 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  desire,  as  appropriations  can 
be  made,  to  make  this  a  historical  beauty  spot ." 

The  Board  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Peckham  for  his  interest  and 
the  unknown  gentlemen  and  his  sister  for  their  gift  to  the  town. 
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SURFACE    DRAINAGE 

Again  the  Board  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  towns- 
people the  great  necessity  for  proper  surface  drainage  work. 
This  year,  as  for  several  years,  the  town  has  had  to  pay  several 
claims  and  will  have  to  continue  doing  so  until  this  condition  is 
remedied. 

MAIN     STREET 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  decided,  against  the 
wishes  of  the  Board  in  view  of  the  unemployment,  to  postpone 
work  on  Main  street  until  the  town  had  made  an  additional 
appropriation.  The  Department  explained  that  considerable 
fill  was  necessary  and  that  this  could  be  obtained  from  the  work 
to  be  done  next  year.  Under  normal  conditions  the  Board 
would  have  agreed  with  the  Department  but  they  felt  that  if  the 
work  was  started  this  year  it  would  provide  employment  for  a 
considerable  number  of  men  and  so  objected  to  the  postponement. 


WOODBURY    AVENUE    AND    HESPER    STREET 

Work  on  this  project  has  been  delayed  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  work  on  the  survey  and  plans  took  a  seemingly  unnecessarily 
long  time.  Land  damages  have  also  interfered.  Finally  the 
County  Commissioners  informed  the  Board  that  work  would 
not  start  until  the  town  had  made  an  appropriation  to  cover 
land  damages.  The  Board  feel  that  this  is  a  necessary  piece 
of  work  and  desire  and  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  for  land  damages.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 


APPOINTED 

Plumbing  Inspector,  Thomas  C.  Sutherst ;  Inspector  of  Milk 
and  Dairies,  John  W.  Hitchings ;  V.S.  ;  Burial  Agent,  Lillian 
Shores;  Supervisor  of  Dental  Clinic,  Dr.  Roger  P.  Beckman; 
Care  of  Dead  Animals,  W.  Charles  Sellick  ;  Health  Officer, 
Charles  E.  Light. 

HEALTH    AND    SANITATION 

We  regret  having  been  obliged  to  incur  expense  in  excess  of 
our  appropriation  this  year,  this  however  was  unavoidable  as 
our  appropriation  was  $600  less  than  estimated  which  was  the 
amount  appropriated  last  year.  We  were  also  obliged  to  take 
over  the  Dental  Clinic  with  the  expense  not  included  in  our 
budget  and  funds  were  not  available  in  the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  care  of  tuberculosis  patients  continues  to  be  a  source  of 
expense  but  is  a  very  worthy  work  and  we  are  able  to  treat 
many  young  persons  in  the  incipient  stage  of  the  disease  with  a 
fair  chance  of  arresting  same.  Five  persons  are  now  at  the 
Essex  Sanatorium  at  an  expense  of  $9.10  per  week.  The  state 
reimburses  the  town  $5.00  per  week  for  each  person,  but  this 
does  not  reduce  the  amount  needed  in  our  appropriation. 
There  has  been  an  unusual  response  at  the  Schick  Clinic  for 
Diphtheria  immunization. 

In  addition  to  the  divisions  of  plumbing  inspection ;  vital 
statistics ;  milk  and  dairy  inspection  ;  ashes  and  garbage  col- 
lection ;  health  and  sanitation  we  now  have  the  dental  clinic  and 
clinic  for  immunizing  against  diphtheria.  It  can  readily  be 
seen  that  our  duties  have  increased  as  well  as  our  need  for  a 
larger  appropriation.  We  had  hoped  for  relief  by  having  the 
ashes    and    garbage    division    transferred    to  the  Public  Works 
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Department,  having  failed  in  this,  we  recommend  what  we  con- 
sider a  very  economical  readjustment,  namely  the  establishment 
of  an  office  to  be  used  jointly  by  the  Public  Welfare  and  Board 
of  Health  with  one  clerk  and  telephone  for  both  departments. 
Here  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  Milk  Inspector  and  Health 
Officer  could  file  their  records  and  receive  calls,  this  would  give 
the  public  much  better  service.  There  are  many  other  matters 
concerning  this  office  that  would  work  to  great  advantage. 

Dr.  George  W.  Gale  who  has  served  the  town  for  many 
years  as  Department  Physician  has  decided  to  retire,  we  wish  to 
express  our  best  wishes  for  his  remaining  years.

In  a  few  cases  I  have 
advised  some  improvements  that  I  feel  sure  will  be  made. 

Have  issued  115  milk  licenses  and  6  pasteurization  licenses. 
Total  receipts  amounting  to  $1 17.50.  As  all  milk  brought  into 
town  for  sale  is  pasteurized  certainly  90%  of  our  milk  is  treated 
in  this  way.

The  clinic  is  conducted  as  in  previous  years,  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  mornings  in  the  Cliftondale  School,  where  I  am 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Donovan,  the  school  nurse,  in  treating  the 
children  from  the  various  schools. 

The  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades  are  examined  by 
the  school  nurse  and  clinics  arranged. 

I  had  a  special  day  each  week  for  prophylactic  treatments 
and  many  children  took  advantage  of  it  as  my  detailed  report 
will  show. 

The  children  who  had  the  work  done  at  the  clinic  were  given 
a  dental  certificate. 

Twenty-five  cents  is  the  regular  fee  charged  for  each  visit.

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Report  of  Planning  Board 


The  Planning  Board  submits  its  annual  report  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Saugus. 

The  Board  organized  March  4th  with  the  following  members  : 
Herbert  L.  Robinson,  Chairman,  Charles  H.  L.  Kahler,  Secre- 
tary, Washington  L.  Bryer,  Charles  N.  Wormstead,  Charles  E. 
Thrasher. 

Regular  meetings  are  held  the  1st  and  3rd  Mondays  of  each 
month  and  special  meetings  and  hearings  as  may  be  necessary. 

WHAT    IS    ZONING? 

Over  thirty-five  million  people,  or  more  than  one-quarter  of 
our  population,  are  living  under  zoning  regulations,  which  fact 
bespeaks  its  merits. 

What,  then,  is  zoning  under  which  so  many  people  live  and 
which  we  hear  so  much  about  at  the  present  time?  Divested  of 
its  legal  and  technical  phraseology,  and  stated  briefly,  it  is  con- 
trol by  the  state,  or  by  the  city  and  town  under  the  authority  of 
the  state,  through  police  power  of  the  uses  to  which  property  or 
dwellings  may  be  put. 

A  vast  economic  loss  has  resulted  annually  in  the  United 
States  from  invasions  of  residential  sections  by  stores,  garages 
and  apartments.  Those  who  are  financially  able  to  move  when 
such  an  invasion  comes  have  moved,  but  the  less  fortunate  finan- 
cially have  been  forced  to  remain  in  their  old  homes  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  have  been  unable  to  sell  their  property  for  any- 
where near  the  sum  they  paid  for  it,  or  think  it  worth,  yet  are 
unable  to  purchase  a  new  home. 

To  obviate  this  difficulty  of  invasion,  in  the  past  the  only 
means  has  been  by  private  deed  restriction  when  the  property 
was  first  marketed.  However,  these  deed  restrictions  are 
limited  usually  to  a  period  of  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  years. 
When  they  expire  the  property  may  be  used  for  any  purpose 
which  any  individual  property  owner  desires. 

By  knowing  definitely  in  advance  the  uses  of  property  logical 
development  occurs.  Factories  are  not  placed  next  to  residences 
and  the  value  of  the  residence  depreciated.      High   apartments 
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do  not  stand  next  to  low  residences  and  rob  them  of  their  light 
and  air.  Filling  stations,  stores  and  disquieting  and  obnoxious 
commercialism  do  not  invade  residence  districts  and  cause  the 
endless  turnover  of  uses  of  property  and  the  continual  migration 
of  residents  from  the  older  residential  sections  outward  into  new 
quarters. 

NEW    BUILDINGS 

The  necessity  for  a  new  High  School  building  seems  to 
persist,  although  there  is  divided  opinion  as  to  whether  a  new 
and  expensive  unit  should  be  constructed,  and  the  proper  loca- 
tion for  it.  Some  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  addition  to  the 
High  School  or  the  Sweetzer  School  could  be  made  to  advantage 
and  a  considerable  saving  effected.  In  either  case  this  would 
mean  the  taking  of  adjacent  property  at  considerable  expense 
and  the  School  Housing  Committee  leans  entirely  towards  the 
site  on  the  Town  Farm  at  the  corner  of  Newburyport  Turnpike 
and  Main  street.  This  is  very  likely  the  best  physical  location 
in  town  and  is  the  geographical  center.  It  is  by  no  means  the 
center  of  population  at  the  present  time,  but  it  is  very  certain 
that  the  growth  of  the  town  will  extend  in  that  direction  and 
that  the  erection  of  a  new  High  School  on  the  Town  Farm 
property  would  speedily  advance  growth  toward  that  section. 

As  to  a  new  fire  station,  there  is  no  question  but  what  one  is 
needed,  but  there  is  grave  doubt  as  to  whether  it  should  be 
erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  station  in  the  rear  of  the  Town 
Hall.  There  are  two  sound  reasons  against  this  location. 
First — It  is  not  strategic  to  a  successful  get-away  in  answer  to 
an  alarm  nor  as  central  to  the  larger  property  values  and  popu- 
lated area  as  a  site  should  be.  Second — The  old  fire  station  lot 
in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  might  well  be  reserved  to  meet 
the  deficiency,  which  will  have  to  be  provided  for  before  many 
years,  in  Executive  and  Administration  offices.  The  space  in 
the  Town  Hall  building  is  far  too  small  to  accommodate  the 
departments  that  have  offices  there  at  the  present  time,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  fact  that  there  is  not  even  room  for  all  of  the 
existing  departments.  The  Board  of  Health,  important  as  it  is, 
has  no  office  whatever  in  which  to  transact  its  business. 

Consideration  should  be  given  the  appropriation  of  $8,500, 
which  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  desire  for  the  purpose 
of  an  addition  to  the  library  building.  This  arises  because  there 
is  a  lack  of  space  in  the  present  building  to  properly  take  care 
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of  the  library  requirements.     The  service  which  the  institution 
renders  entitles  the  trustees  to  a  hearing  without  prejudice. 


A    MAJOR    PROJECT 

Another  project  of  even  greater  magnitude  than  the  erection 
of  buildings  mentioned  in  this  report  is  that  of  sewerage.  The 
principal  reason  for  delay  in  commencing  this  undertaking 
seems  to  be  the  settlement  of  the  question  of  out-fall  disposal. 
Two  avenues  are  apparently  open  to  consideration.  One  is  an 
entrance  into  the  Lynn  Sewerage  System  and  the  other  connect- 
ing with  the  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System.  Although  many 
technical  questions  are  involved  in  the  selection,  no  doubt  the 
relative  cost  and  continued  up-keep  of  the  two  sources  of 
disposal  will  have  a  considerable  bearing  on  the  final  decision. 

As  the  construction  of  the  new  High  School  building  and  the 
sewerage  system  will  involve  the  largest  expenditure  ever  under- 
taken by  the  town,  it  has  been  argued  that  the  present  time  is 
propitious,  inasmuch  as  a  bond  issue  can  be  floated  at  a  very 
low  rate  of  interest.  A  second  argument  is  that  the  cost  of 
building  materials  is  as  low  as  can  reasonably  be  expected  for 
some  time  and  the  carrying  out  of  these  two  enterprises  this 
year  would  relieve  the  unemployment  situation.  The  general 
financial  condition  of  the  town,  being  the  best  of  any  munici- 
pality in  the  state,  would  also  contribute  to  a  low  interest  rate, 
thereby  keeping  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate  at  a  minimum. 

SOCIAL    SERVICE    WORKER 

In  view  of  the  demands  which  are  being  made  upon  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  State  Aid  and  Soldiers' 
Relief,  this  Board  recommends  that  a  paid  social  service  worker 
be  secured  to  work  in  conjunction  with  these  departments. 

Under  normal  conditions  such  a  step  would  be  logical,  but 
inasmuch  as  the  present  conditions  will  cause  a  large  amount  of 
money  to  be  appropriated  and  expended  there  should  be  no  hesi- 
tation as  to  the  adoption  of  this  suggestion  at  the  present  time 
and  its  subsequent  continuance  as  a  permanent  policy.  Investi- 
gation of  cases  will  result  in  the  saving  of  very  much  money  and 
the  preservation  of  records  is  of  great  importance.  The  Wel- 
fare Board  and  Director  of  State  Aid  and  Soldiers'  Relief  do 
not  have  the  time  to  give  to  this  work,  which  is  of  so  much 
importance  to  the  town  not  only  financially  but  from  the  stand- 
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point  of  real  service  and    relief  administered    under    approved 
methods. 

So  strong  is  our  feeling  on  this  subject  that  an  article  has 
been  inserted  in  the  warrant  to  bring  it  before  the  Limited 
Town  Meeting. 

NEW    TOWN    BY-LAWS 

A  special  committee  has  been  revising  the  present  By-Laws 
and  drafting  new  ones,  which  will  be  presented  to  the  coming 
annual  town  meeting  for  adoption.  No  revision  or  additions 
have  been  made  for  twenty  years,  and  in  view  of  the  growth  of 
the  town  and  the  changed  conditions  new  By-Laws  are  needed. 

Recommendation  is  made  that  the  new  adopted  By-Laws 
together  with  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Water  Department  be  combined 
in  a  printed  pamphlet,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  available  for 
each  of  the  Limited  Town  Meeting  members  and  the  citizens 
generally. 

STREET    LINES    AND    TRAFFIC 

The  traffic  condition  at  Cliftondale  square  presents  a  serious 
problem  to  which  much  thought  must  be  given.  Your  Planning 
Board  believes  that  in  order  to  alleviate  this  condition  that 
Lincoln  avenue  should  be  widened  between  Jackson  street  and 
Central  street  and  we  intend  in  the  near  future  to  have  a  pre- 
liminary survey  made  so  as  to  determine  just  what  amount  of 
land  should  be  added  to  make  a  street  wide  enough  to  care  for 
the  traffic.  As  to  the  cost,  we  believe  that  the  sooner  this  im- 
provement is  made  the  less  will  be  the  expense.  At  present  the 
situation  can  be  taken  care  of  by  moving  the  stores  back  from 
the  present  street  line,  especially  on  the  westerly  side. 

This  is  in  line  with  the  recommendations  made  in  our  report 
last  year  in  which  it  was  suggested  that  action  be  taken  to  estab- 
lish building  lines  on  our  main  thoroughfares  and  squares.  The 
object  of  this  at  the  present  time  is  to  prevent  further  encroach- 
ment upon  certain  of  our  ways,  thereby  creating  a  condition  that 
will  be  very  expensive  to  remedy  in  the  future  when  the  traffic 
will  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  demand  the  widening 
of  these  ways. 

Jackson  street  presents  another  condition  that  should  be 
remedied,  otherwise  it  will  be  a  continuing  liability  for  acci- 
dents. The  sharp  corner  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  elbow  should 
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be  straightened  as  much  as  the  distance  between  the  street  line 
and  the  adjacent  property  will  allow  and  the  trees  removed. 
Parking  on  this  street  on  either  side  from  the  approach  from  the 
square  up  as  far  as  the  property  of  Sarah  E.  Raddin  should  be 
eliminated  in  the  interest  of  public  safety.  With  a  line  of  cars 
on  either  side  there  is  not  room  enough  for  two  machines  to  pass 
and  the  present  angle  in  the  street  makes  a  precarious  situation. 

TRAFFIC    LIGHTS 

The  installation  of  traffic  signal  lights  in  Cliftondale  square 
would  control  traffic  at  this  point  on  Lincoln  avenue,  Essex 
street  and  Jackson  street  and  would  not  only  do  away  with  pres- 
ent confusion  but  would  be  a  preventive  measure  against  acci- 
dents in  a  congested  area.  The  value  of  traffic  lights  at  the  in- 
tersection of  some  of  the  town's  main  thoroughfares  with  the 
Newburyport  Turnpike  cannot  be  overestimated.  Whatever 
effort  is  being  made  at  the  present  time  to  secure  the  assistance 
of  the  State  Highway  Department  in  this  respect  should  be  con- 
tinued as  a  contribution  to  public  safety. 

PARKING    RESTRICTIONS 

Parking  should  be  restricted  to  one  side  of  the  street  in  con- 
gested sections  along  Lincoln  avenue  and  Essex  street  as  a  pre- 
ventative measure  against  accidents. 

GENERAL    TOWN    PLAN 

Recognizing  that  the  lack  of  a  Town  Plan  is  a  handicap,  the 
Planning  Board  has  sponsored  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant 
asking  for  an  appropriation  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000  for 
the  purpose  of  employing  an  engineer  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the 
town  which  will  cover  the  needs  for  main  traffic  ways,  main 
secondary  ways,  schools,  parks  and  playgrounds,  and  any  other 
needs  that  such  a  study  may  disclose. 

This  will  be  of  great  value  when  the  time  comes  for  the  plot- 
ting and  laying  out  of  some  of  our  undeveloped  areas  and  will 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  unsatisfactory  experience  which  the 
town  has  had  due  to  the  impossibility  of  a  proper  check  on  pri- 
vate plans  submitted  by  individuals. 

A    JOINT    COUNCIL 

The  very  favorable  result,  which  has  been  the  outcome  of  con- 
ferences   of    the    Board    of    Selectmen,  Board    of  Appeals    and 
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Finance  Committee  in  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board, 
leads  us  to  believe  that  such  conferences  should  become  a  fixed 
policy  of  procedure. 

We  recommend  that  all  officials  of  the  town  and  members  of 
all  appointed  committees  and  heads  of  departments  meet  together 
at  least  once  a  month  during  the  busy  part  of  the  year  in  a  joint 
council  for  the  purpose  of  giving  consideration  to  any  subject  or 
problem  concerning  the  town's  interests  which  may  be  brought 
up  from  any  source.  This  will  tend  to  the  closer  cooperation  and 
coordination  of  all  departments  and  should  be  of  great  benefit. 
Many  an  idea  suggested  by  an  individual  official,  board  or  com- 
mittee goes  begging  for  support  simply  because  its  merits  are 
not  brought  out  and  discussed  in  advance  of  town  meeting  action, 
where  it  is  often  defeated  for  this  same  reason. 

The  officials  of  any  business  corporation  would  not  think  of 
placing  any  project  of  magnitude  before  its  Board  of  Directors 
or  Trustees  without  first  holding  conferences  to  consider  its 
worth  to  the  organization,  the  expenditure  of  money  involved, 
any  saving  that  it  might  effect,  and  the  final  result  of  its  adop- 
tion. The  officers  of  a  municipal  corporation  should  be  guided 
by  the  same  wise  procedure,  and  we  believe  the  length  of  town 
meeting  sessions  will  be  minimized  and  the  town  greatly  bene- 
fited by  such  joint  sessions. 

Given  a  clear  understanding  of  any  subject,  it  is  believed  that 
the  town  meeting  members  will  welcome  less  needless  debate 
and  act  promptly,  rather  than  waste  a  whole  evening  on  an 
article  that  is  not  entitled  to  so  much  time. 

STREET    NAMES    AND    SIGNS 

Your  Board  has  previously  called  attention  to  the  duplication 
of  street  names  in  the  town,  and  believe  this  should  be  corrected. 
Signs  should  be  erected  at  all  street  corners  throughout  the 
town. 

SIDEWALK    AND    CURBING 

Your  Board  is  in  favor  of  the  continuance  of  the  construction 
of  granolithic  sidewalks  and  curbing  and  believes  that  an  appro- 
priation of  $6,000  should  be  made  to  continue  this  service. 

MOSQUITO    CONTROL 

Mosquito  control  continues  to  be  of  vast  importance  to  the 
town.  The  Board  has  been  represented  by  delegate  at  the  State 
House  hearings  and  various  conferences  on  this  subject  and  has 
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submitted  all  available  information  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
A  report  will  soon  be  submitted  to  the  State  Legislature  on  the 
Survey  of  the  Reclamation  Board  on  this  subject. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

On  the  matter  of  playgrounds  and  parks  the  Board  heartily 
recommends  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  this  purpose  and 
large  enough  to  enable  the  Playground  Commissioners  to  carry 
out  their  present  plans. 

THE    TOWN'S    WATER    FRONT 

There  has  been  more  or  less  agitation  for  the  last  year  or  two 
regarding  the  development  of  Saugus  marshes,  especially  adja- 
cent to  the  Saugus  river.  Any  project  of  this  nature  should  be 
carefully  considered,  inasmuch  as  the  town  has  a  most  valuable 
asset  and  unless  its  value  and  the  future  advantage  to  the  town 
is  fully  realized  a  false  step  might  mean  disaster  from  more  than 
one  standpoint. 

Considering  that  extension  of  present  industries  on  the  Lynn 
side  of  the  river  must  naturally  come  to  the  Saugus  side  is  in 
itself  a  controlling  reason  why  care  should  be  exercised,  so  far 
as  the  town  can  do  so,  to  prevent  the  water  front  from  being 
utilized  with  anything  but  most  desirable  enterprises  and  we 
believe  the  Dock  and  Harbor  Commission,  recently  created, 
should  have  full  support. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  proposed  Pines  river  bridge  be 
constructed  with  a  draw  wide  enough  to  accommodate  the  largest 
vessels  coming  into  Boston,  in  anticipation  of  serving  present 
and  expected  industries  along  our  water  front. 

STREET    LIGHTING 

The  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  realizing  that  the  town 
of  Saugus  is  one  under-lighted  spot  in  a  chain  of  well-lighted 
cities  along  the  North  Shore,  approached  the  Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  asking  for  recommendations  which  would 
bring  the  lighting  of  the  town  on  a  par  with  that  of  other 
surrounding  cities. 

In  accordance  with  our  suggestion  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  requested  the  General  Electric  Company  to  make  a 
survey  of  the  streets,  traffic  conditions  and  adjacent  property. 
This  survey  was  made  and  as  a  result  there  is  no  question  but 
what    greatly    improved    lighting    is    needed.     Not    only    does 
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modern  street  lighting  offer  protection  from  crime — a  recognized 
agency  has  said  that  one  street  light  is  worth  two  policemen—- 
and  traffic  accidents  but  it  also  does  something  which  appeals  to 
everyone;  it  increases  property  values  and  stimulates  home 
trade  and  business.  A  nearby  city  has  offered  recently  a 
splendid  example  of  this  fact.  About  five  years  ago  Lynnfield 
street  in  Lynn,  a  public  highway,  was  lighted  as  such.  This 
type  of  lighting,  while  not  adapted  to  residential  streets,  so 
enhanced  property  values  that  two  months  ago  it  was  necessary 
to  change  from  highway  lighting  to  residential  lighting  because 
the  street  has  become  settled  with  many  beautiful  homes. 
Moreover  people  flock  to  well  lighted  centres  to  transact  their 
business  and  seek  their  places  of  amusement. 

Members  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Finance  Committee  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  met  with  the  engineers  of  the  Lynn 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the  General  Electric  Company 
to  discuss  the  survey  and  a  compreh  nsive  plan  for  the  town  of 
Saugus.  An  inspection  was  made  of  the  types  of  lighting  and 
the  types  of  fixtures  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  in  Saugus. 
They  have  learned  that  better  illumination  can  be  had  by  using 
a  few  large  lamps  rather  than  a  myriad  of  small  lamps.  The 
Town  of  Saugus  can  obtain  16  times  the  amount  of  light  that 
any  section  now  has  for  only  five  times  what  it  now  costs  to 
light  the  same  section.  For  the  lighting  of  Cliftondale  square, 
East  Saugus,  Saugus  Centre  and  North  Saugus  the  level  of 
illumination  will  be  on  a  par  with  that  in  Wyoma  square, 
while  the  lighting  along  the  streets  connecting  the  squares  will 
correspond  to  that  along  Lynnfield  street.  Such  logic  must 
appeal  to  every  citizen  interested  in  the  town,  for  not  only  will 
there  be  16  times  the  present  amount  of  light  on  the  street  but 
under  the  proposed  plan  this  light  is  most  efficiently  utilized 
and  consequently  the  visibility  is  immeasurably  increased. 

While  on  the  streets  one  sees  by  having  objects  silhouetted 
against  the  lighted  background,  and  the  larger  the  lamp  the 
better  the  silhouette  and  the  greater  the  visibility.  Consequently, 
the  use  of  large  units  of  10,000  lumens  (1000  candle  power)  is 
recommended  on  all  the  main  thoroughfares.  In  Cliftondale 
square,  East  Saugus  and  Saugus  Centre  lamps  of  equal  power 
will  be  used  with  ornamental  fixtures  more  closely  grouped.  It 
cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  that  such  a  program  be  immediately 
adopted  in  the  squares  and  on  the  highways  connecting  these 
squares.     Traffic  along  Lincoln  avenue,   Ballard  street,    Essex 
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street,  Jackson  street,  Chestnut  street,  Winter  street  and  Central 
street  is  so  heavy  as  to  make  driving  extremely  hazardous  unless 
these  arteries  are  properly  lighted.  And  not  only  is  it  hazardous 
to  traffic  along  these  streets  but  it  is  extremely  dangerous  to  walk 
along  them,  because  a  pedestrian  is  seen  by  silhouette  rather 
than  by  headlights.  When  lamps  of  low  candle-power  are  used, 
the  background  is  not  sufficiently  lighted  to  obtain  this  silhouette 
and  headlights  of  automobiles  are  insufficient  to  back  up  the 
pedestrian.  If  these  lighting  recommendations  are  adopted, 
they  will  result  in  a  well-lighted  background  which  will  greatly 
enhance  visibility. 

With  these  considerations  in  mind,  this  recommendation  is 
believed  by  the  engineers  to  be  the  most  advantageous  to  the 
town  of  Saugus.  It  is  economical.  It  is  attractive.  It  com- 
pares favorably  with  the  lighting  of  surrounding  cities.  It  is 
what  the  town  needs  immediately. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Planning  Board  the  Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  has  consented  to  erect  three  or  four  large 
units  of  10,000  lumens  each  on  Central  street,  just  northerly  at 
the  Town  Hall,  in  the  early  part  of  March  and  keep  them 
lighted  for  two  or  three  weeks.  This  will  give  the  limited 
town  meeting  members  and  the  citizens  generally  a  chance  to 
view  them  during  the  period  when  the  town  meetings  are  in 
session  and  thus  compare  them  with  the  old  type  of  lamps  now 
in  use  in  Saugus  Centre  square  and  other  parts  of  the  town. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  made  at  the  aforesaid  confer- 
ence, the  following  tabulations  have  been  made,  showing  the 
additional  cost  to  the  town  of  Saugus  for  the  proposed  street 
lighting,  together  with  the  credits  covering  the  removal  of  the 
present  street  lighting  in  the  same  areas.  The  summaries  are 
attached.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,   Town  of  Saugus  : 

Gentlemen, — The  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works  was  established  in  accordance  with  Chapter  85  of  the 
Acts  of  1 916,  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act, 
I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  of  the  operations  of 
this  department  for  the  financial  year  ending  December  31,1 930. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  as  established  under 
said  act,  subject  to  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  Selectmen, 
performs  the  duties  of  the  Selectmen  in  respect  to  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance,  and  repairs  of  streets,  ways,  bridges,  side- 
walks, drains,  water  mains,  and  services.  In  short,  he  has  the 
care,  custody,  and  management  of  the  Highway  and  Water 
Department  of  the  town,  and  in  addition  thereto,  performs  such 
other  duties  as  the  Selectmen  from  time  to  time  require  with 
relation  to  other  public  improvements.  There  has  never  been 
maintained  in  this  Department  an  Engineering  Division.  The 
engineering  work  which  has  heretofore  been  required,  to  carry 
on  the  work  that  comes  under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  has  been  performed  by  private  engineers,  and  paid 
for,  from  the  appropriation  for  which  the  work  was  done. 
This  past  year  a  departure  was  made  from  that  custom,  and  the 
engineering  work  required  for  the  prosecution  of  work  in  this 
department  was  carried  on  by  this  department.  An  Engineering 
Assistant  was  employed  from  the  first  part  of  May  through  the 
balance  of  the  year,  with  exceptionally  good  results.  All  lines 
and  grades  necessary  for  construction  work  in  the  various 
divisions  of  this  department  were  furnished  through  this 
assistant,  and  the  necessary  inspection  of  work  carried  on  by 
him. 

It  might  be  well  for  me  to  say  that  there  are  virtually  no 
plans  or  records  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works  of  any  of  the  water  pipes  or  surface  drainage  pipes  that 
are  in  use  in  the  town.  The  same  condition  prevails  with 
regards  to  plans  and  records  of  the  accepted  streets  in  the  town. 
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It  seems  to  me  that  this  condition  should  not  be  allowed  to 
continue.  An  engineering  division,  composed  of  at  least  two 
men  should  be  provided  for  and  efforts  made  to  get  information 
with  regard  to  above  plans  and  records  so  that  they  could  be 
properly  indexed  for  ready  reference. 

Highway   Division 

As  above  stated,  this  division  of  public  work  comes  under 
the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works. 

During  the  past  year  the  appropriations  for  this  division  were 
as  follows  :

The  Maintenance  account  was  made  up  as  follows  :

Under  the  item  of  General  Maintenance,  the  expenditures 
made,  were  for,  cleaning  streets,  bituminous  treatment  of  road 
surfaces,  maintenance  of  roadways,  fences,  culverts,  care  of 
gravel  sidewalk,  and  making  minor  repairs  too  numerous  to 
mention. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,800  for  Lawndale  avenue  provided 
for  grading  and  constructing  the  roadway,  and  constructing 
necessary  surface  drains  and  catch  basins,  intending  to  do  so 
much  of  the  work  as  could  be  accomplished  with  the  appropria- 
tion. With  this  appropriation,  the  surface  drain  was  extended 
from  the  end  of  the  existing  drain  in  Lawndale  avenue  to  Clay- 
ton avenue,  a  distance  of  475  feet,  and  five  new  catch  basins 
were  built  and  connected  to  this  drain.  Two  catch  basins  were 
rebuilt  and  also  connected  to  this  new  drain.  The  roadway 
was  built  to  subgrade  from  Lincoln  avenue  to  a  point  near 
Addison  avenue,  and  a  permanent  surface  was  laid  for  a  distance 
of  300  feet  from  Lincoln  avenue. 

This  street  is  the  travelled  route  for  those  who   live  on  the 
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many  streets  located  on  the  hill  and  in  my  opinion  ought  to  be 
completed  in  193 1. 

The  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  semi-permanent  work 
carried  with  it  a  condition  to  do  work  upon  the  nine  streets  in 
following  schedule  : 

Myrtle  street,  Mount  Vernon  street,  School  street,  all  in 
Cliftondale. 

Richard  street,  Wendell  street,  Vincent  street,  all  in  East 
Saugus. 

Pleasant  street,  Appleton  street,  East  Denver  street,  all  in 
Saugus  Center. 

Myrtle  street  from  Lincoln  avenue  to  Mount  Vernon  street, 
Mount  Vernon  street  from  Myrtle  street,  to  Whitney  street,  and 
School  street  from  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.  to  Third  street,  were  re- 
built. 

Wendell  street  from  Chestnut  street  to  Newhall  street, 
Vincent  street  from  Chestnut  street  to  Lincoln  avenue,  were  re- 
built, and  a  surface  drain  with  two  catch  basins  was  built  in 
Richard  street  from  Dudley  street  to  a  point  300  feet  towards 
Ballard  street.  The  roadway  in  Richard  street,  between  these 
two  points  was  also  constructed. 

East  Denver  street  from  Winter  street  to  Central  street  was 
rebuilt.  In  Pleasant  street  and  in  Appleton  street,  no  road 
work  was  undertaken.  The  appropriation  for  these  two  streets 
was  expended  in  constructing  surface  drains,  it  being  deemed 
more  necessary  to  provide  facilities  to  care  for  the  surface  water 
that  accumulates  on  the  surface  of  these  two  streets. 

A  departure  was  made  in  the  manner  of  expending  the 
appropriation  for  $15,000.00  for  edgestones  and  sidewalks. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  town  the  construction  of 
edgestones  and  sidewalks  was  done  under  the  law  authorizing 
assessments. 

Sidewalks  were  constructed  in  the  streets  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing schedule  : 

Central  street,  easterly  side,  from  the  High  School  to  Lincoln 
avenue. 

Winter  street,  easterly  side  from  Stocker  street  to  the  Com- 
munity Church. 

Denver  street,  corner  Central  street,  westerly  side. 

Denver  street,  southerly  side  from  Pinehurst  road  towards 
Dow  street. 

Denver  street,  northerly  side,  opposite  No.  43-45. 
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Lincoln  avenue,  westerly  side  from  No.  375  to  No.  345 
Lincoln  avenue,  easterly  side  at  both  corners  of  Lincoln  court. 

Walnut  street  at  the  North  Saugus  School. 

This  work  was  done  under  a  contract  with  Murphy  Bros. 
5772  feet  of  curbing  was  constructed  and  4533  square  feet  of 
driveway  and  26,669  square  feet  of  walk  were  built  at  a  total 
cost  of  $14,988.57. 

Assessments  were  computed  by  this  department  against  the 
benefited  estates,  and  schedules  of  same  prepared  for  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  which  schedules  were  committed  to  the  Collector 
for  collection.  The  total  amount  of  assessments  committed  was 
$6,933.94.     No  assessments  were  made  against  town  property. 

The  appropriation  of  $15,500.00  for  work  under  Chapter  90 
of  the  General  Laws  was  divided,  eight  thousand  dollars  was 
appropriated  for  work  on  Woodbury  avenue,  and  Hesper  street, 
and  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  on  Main  and  Howard 
streets.  No  work  was  done  on  either  of  these  projects.  On 
Woodbury  avenue  and  Hesper  street,  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  County  Commissioners  recommended 
changes  in  the  line  and  grade  of  the  road.  As  a  result  of  the 
suggested  changes,  there  were  introduced  into  this  subject,  the 
question  of  land  damages  and  other  adjustments  and  problems 
which  have  required  a  large  amount  of  time  to  straighten  out. 

It  will  require  another  allotment  of  $8,000.00  on  the  part  of 
the  town  to  complete  the  construction  of  this  project.  It  will 
also  require  an  additional  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  land 
damages,  consequent  to  the  adoption  of  new  lines.  I  have  gone 
over  the  matter  very  carefully  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  an 
appropriation  of  $12,000.00  will  be  required  for  this  purpose. 

The  Main  street  and  Howard  street  project  was  delayed  in 
part,  on  account  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  water  pipe  in  that 
part  of  Main  street  from  the  Newburyport  Turnpike  to  the 
Circumferential  Highway,  and  also  because  it  was  thought  best 
to  delay  construction  until  a  further  appropriation  of  $7,500.00 
couM  be  made  by  the  town  for  the  completion  of  the  work. 
The  State  engineers  felt  that  if  all  of  the  work  could  be  under- 
taken at  the  same  time,  a  saving  of  several  thousand  dollars 
could  be  effected.  With  regard  to  the  replacement  of  water 
mains  above  referred  to,  I  wish  to  report  that  the  money  avail- 
able for  replacement  of  cement  mains  in  the  1930  budget  of  the 
Water  Department,  namely  $5,000.00,  was  expended  for  this 
purpose,  and  about  1500  feet  of  pipe  were  laid.      There  is  yet 
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to  be  laid  about  1700  feet  of  pipe  which  will  require  an 
appropriation  of  $6,000.00.  In  my  opinion  this  improvement 
ought  to  be  started  at  once,  and  therefore  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  work  as  above 
described. 

The  appropriation  for  removal  of  snow  and  ice  was  $5,000.00. 
This  amount  proved  insufficient  and  a  transfer  for  an  additional 
sum  was  made  by  the  Finance  Committee,  so  that  all  obligations 
were  met.  The  amount  thus  transferred  was  about  $1,200.00. 
I  would  recommend  that  a  larger  appropriation  be  made    for 

Surface  Drainage 

Under  this  caption,  I  want  to  say  that  the  manner  heretofore 
employed  in  expending  money  to  carry  on  this  class  of  work 
ought  to  be  changed,  and  that  no  further  expenditures  should  be 
made  in  any  section  of  the  town  for  surface  drains,  until  such 
time  as  a  complete  survey  and  necessary  plans  are  prepared  for 
each  section  where  expenditures  are  contemplated.  It  is  very 
evident  from  an  examination  of  what  work  has  been  done  in  the 
town  with  reference  to  this  class  of  work  that  no  surveys, 
studies,  or  plans  have  ever  been  developed  and  that  much  of  the 
work  that  has  been  done  has  been  very  poorly  executed  and  can 
not  be  utilized  for  further  extensions. 

During  the  last  part  of  the  year  an  appropriation  of  $2,500.00 
was  made  for  the  improvement  of  Cliftondale  square.  Plans  of 
the  changes  contemplated  were  prepared  by  this  Department, 
which  called  for  very  material  changes.  The  size  of  the  park 
was  reduced,  the  street  railway  tracks  placed  in  a  new  location, 
with  the  result  that  traffic  conditions  have  been  greatly  im- 
proved. The  work  has  been  completed  except  that  portion,  re- 
lating to  the  reconstruction  of  the  road  surfaces.  To  recon- 
struct the  area  of  the  road  surface  in  the  square  and  of  the 
streets  leading  out  of  the  square  will  require  an  appropriation  of 
$6,500.00,  which  I  have  incorporated  in  the  requirement  of  the 
budget. 

WATER    DIVISION 

The  Water  Division  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has 
the  care  and  management  of  the  water  system  of  the  town,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  is  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  its  maintenance  and  operation.  During  the  past  year, 
appropriations  for  this  division  were  made  as  follows  : 
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General  Maintenance        .          .          .  $23,500  00

Replacement  of  Cement  Mains           .  5,000  00 

Installation  of  Meters  on  old  services,  3, 000  00

The  expenditures  made  under  the  appropriation  for  General 
Maintenance,  are  for  the  up-keep  of  the  plant,  installing  and 
repair  services,  meters,  and  hydrants,  in  short,  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  department.  No  new  work  has  been  paid  for, 
from  this  appropriation. 

The  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  General  Extension  of  water 
mains  was  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men in  the  locations  shown  in  the  following  schedule.  The  size 
and  length  of  pipe  is  also  herewith  shown.

The  appropriation  for  $5,000  for  replacing  cement  mains 
was  expended  in  replacing,  in  part,  the  cement  mains  in  Main 
street  between  the  Newburyport  turnpike  and  the  Circumferen- 
tial highway.  This  work  was  undertaken  in  order  that  the 
work  of  reconstructing  Main  street  might  be  advanced,  1 ,500  feet 
of  i2//pipe  was  laid.  There  still  is  1,700  feet  of  old  cement 
pipe  in  this  part  of  Main  street  that  will  have  to  be  replaced  in 
conjunction  with  the  reconstruction  of  the  road.  It  will  require 
an  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  this  work,  and  I  have  included 
this  in  the  estimate  for  the  Water  Division. 

For  the  purpose  of  installing  meters  on  old  services,  an  appro- 
priation of  $3,000  was  made.  This  amount  was  expended  in 
the  purchase  of  meters,  and  the  installation  of  same.  The 
appropriation  for  this  class  of  work  for  1931  can  be  materially 
reduced.  I  would  suggest  that  only  $2,000  be  appropriated. 
With  this  appropriation  it  is  my  opinion  that  all  services  in  the 
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town  will  be  metered  in  1931,  and  that  thereafter  no  appropria- 
tion for  meters  will  be  required. 

The  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  water  was  $19,000.00. 
The  actual  amount  expended  was  $21,560.00.  A  larger 
appropriation  should  be  made  for  193 1.  I  would  suggest  that 
it  be  at  least  $21,000.00. 

Provision  was  made  in  the  annual  town  meeting  by  special 
articles,  for  extending  the  water  mains  in  various  locations  in 
the  town.  All  of  the  extensions  authorized  were  constructed, 
and  a  sizable  balance  remained  unexpended. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  construction 
of  the  main  in  Holland  street,  from  Elm  street  to  Clark  street. 
For  several  years  this  line  has  been  under  discussion,  but  on  ac- 
count of  passing  over  private  property  was  never  undertaken. 
This  year  it  was  possible  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements 
with  the  owners,  and  the  line  was  constructed.  By  the  con- 
struction of  this  line  the  territory  on  the  east  side  of  the  Saugus 
River  can  now  be  assured  of  a  proper  supply  of  water  all  of  the 
time. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  several  specific  defects  in  the 
water  system,  which  I  am  sure  are  known  to  all  of  the  citizens 
of  the  town. 

There  are  still  in  use,  in  the  town,  about  12  miles  of  cement 
lined  water  pipes,  that  have  been  in  use  for  over  40  years. 
Several  bad  breaks  have  occurred  in  these  pipes  during  the  past 
year.  They  serve  as  a  reminder  that  some  measure  ought  to  be 
adopted,  looking  to  the  replacement  of  this  old  pipe.  Larger 
appropriations  ought  to  be  made  annually,  or  the  work  should 
be  undertaken  under  a  bond  issue. 

Under  present  conditions  it  is  impossible  to  operate  the  pump- 
ing station  in  order  to  keep  the  water  in  the  stand  pipe  at  its 
proper  elevation  for  fire  protection,  except  during  the  night 
time,  and  then  only  for  a  short  period  of  time.  The  cause  of 
this  condition  is  due  to  the  small  pipe  in  Lincoln  avenue  which 
supplies  the  water  that  has  to  be  pumped.  There  have  been 
occasions  during  the  past  year  when  the  stand  pipe  has  been 
used  for  fire  purposes,  that  pumping  had  to  be  carried  on  for  six 
nights  in  order  to  restore  the  water  to  its  normal  elevation. 
This  is  a  serious  condition,  and  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to 
make  the  necessary  changes,  which  would  make  it  possible  to 
operate  the  pumps  at  any  time  when  necessary  within  the 
twenty-four  hours. 
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Many  complaints  were  received  during  the  past  year  from 
property  owners  in  the  higher  area  bounded  by  Lincoln  avenue, 
Central  street,  East  Denver  street,  and  Winter  street,  due  to  a 
poor  supply  of  water.  Under  existing  conditions  it  is  im- 
possible to  properly  supply  water  to  this  area  without  resorting 
to  the  use  of  the  stand  pipe.  The  complaints  from  this  section 
are  justified.  This  condition  can  be  corrected  by  the  construc- 
tion of  line  from  the  high  service  area  on  Bakers  Hill.  By  so 
doing,  the  pressure  of  the  stand  pipe  could  be  used  in  the  area 
above  refered  to,  and  a  proper  supply  and  pressure  be  made 
available  at  all  times. 

In  this  report  I  have  refrained  from  going  into  details  or  in 
making  the  many  schedules  usually  submitted  with  reports  of 
this  character.  I  have  also  refrained  from  making  the  numerous 
recommendations  for  additional  appropriations  for  public 
improvements.  I  am  thoroughly  cognizant  of  the  financial 
conditions  which  confront  the  town  and  the  consequent 
impossibility  of  attempting  to  project  many  of  the  public 
improvements  that  ought  to  be  undertaken. 

I  therefore  want  to  impress  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the 
thought  that,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  require,  I  shall 
be  very  glad  to  furnish  any  special  report  upon  any  project  that 
may  be  contemplated  or  undertaken,  basing  such  report  upon 
actual  surveys  and  prepared  plans. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  support  I  have  received 
from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  work  undertaken  by  me 
during  the  past  year.  I  also  want  to  say  that  I  have  at  all  times 
received  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  other  town  offices  in  all 
matters  where  the  Public  Works  Department  was  concerned.  I 
believe  that  I  would  fail  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not  say  a  word  of 
approval  and  commendation  for  the  efforts  that  have  been  made 
by  all  of  the  employees  in  the  department,  to  the  end  that  the 
department  might  function  more  efficiently.

Daily  reports  of  officers  show  the  following : —  complaints 
received  and  investigated,  1,071  ;  autos  reported  stolen,  231  : 
stolen  autos  recovered,  34;  articles  reported  stolen,  or  lost,  82; 
articles  found,   60;     dogs  reported    lost,  60;     dogs  found,  61; 
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doors  and  windows  found  open  and  secured  99  ;  alarms  of  fire 
responded  to,  62  ;  persons  removed  to  hospitals,  72  ;  persons  re- 
ported missing,  41;  lost  persons  found,  34;  notified  for 
hospitals  and  other  departments,  100;  all  others,  229;  making 
a  total  of  2,242. 

The  total  amounts  of  fines  collected  in  our  court  was  $2,740.00, 
of  which  $685.00  was  paid  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, $^965.00  paid  to  the  town  of  Saugus,  $65.00  paid  to 
the  County  of  Essex  and  $25.00  paid  to  to  the  M.S.P.C.A. 
As  we  are  forced  to  prosecute  all  cases  of  operating  motor 
vehicles  while  under  the  influence  of  liquor  in  the  District 
Court  of  Southern  Essex,  at  Lynn,  it  is  impossible  to  say  how 
much  the  fines  on  those  cases  would  total,  but  it  is  safe  to  assume 
that  it  would  be  between  $3,000.00  and  $4,000.00,  which 
would  make  a  substantial  increase  to  our  returns. 

It  would  perhaps  be  well  to  describe  the  motor  equipment  of 
this  department,  and  its  present  condition,  and  I  now  do  so. 
We  have  one  white  combination  ambulance  and  patrol  wagon 
of  the  year  1922,  which  despite  its  age  is  in  very  good  condition. 
However,  due  to  the  great  amount  of  ambulance  work  done  by 
the  Police  Department,  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  a 
modern  ambulance  will  become  a  necessary  requisite  to  this 
department,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  calling  this  matter  to 
your  attention  for  future  consideration.  The  Packard  sedan, 
purchased  last  April,  is  in  excellent  condition  and  will  undoubt- 
edly render  us  much  satisfactory  service.  The  Star  sedan, 
bought  in  1926,  is  completely  worn  out,  and  it  is  only  by  careful 
nursing  and  frequent  and  expensive  repairs  that  it  is  kept  in 
service,  and  I  am  therefore  recommending  that  it  be  replaced  by 
a  new  light  sedan  for  general  police  work.  The  two  Harley- 
Davidson  motorcycles,  one  a  1927  and  the  other  a  1928,  should 
be  replaced  with  new  machines,  as  the  two  now  in  use  are  no 
longer  safe  for  police  usage. 

During  the  first  ten  months  of  1929,  five  children  were  killed 
and  nineteen  injured  by  automobiles.  Feeling  that  this  terrible 
slaughter  could  be  cut  down  considerably,  a  patrolman  was 
assigned  to  visit  the  several  schools  throughout  the  town  and  teach 
the  element  of  highway  safety  to  the  students.  Whether  or  not 
this  has  proven  successful  can  best  be  shown  by  stating  that 
since  that  time  not  one  child  has  been  killed  by  a  motor  vehicle. 
Sixteen  were  injured,  only  one  of  these  being  serious,  the 
injuries  being  mostly  of  a  very   minor  nature.      In   view   of  the 
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excellent  results  accomplished,  I  am,  this  year  asking  for  a 
small  sum  of  money  to  care  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  the 
continuance  of  this  important  work. 

As  no  department  can  be  expected  to  successfully  compete 
with  the  modern  criminal  unless  sufficiently  manned  and 
properly  equipped,  1  am  recommending  the  addition  of  four 
regular  officers,  in  order  that  all  parts  of  the  town  may  be  given 
more  adequate  police  protection. 

The  Teletype,  a  recent  invention,  which  is  fast  becoming  a 
necessary  adjunct  to  the  modern  Police  Department,  has  so  suc- 
cessfully proven  its  worth,  not  once,  but  numerous  times,  that  I 
am  again  this  year,  asking  that  one  be  installed  in  our  station,  to 
link  us  with  surrounding  cities  and  towns,  all ;  of  which  are  so 
equipped,  and  to  allow  us  to  be  so  much  better  able  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  the  criminal,  who  with  the  automobile,  is  usually 
able  to  make  good  his  escape,  while  the  old  system  of  using  the 
telephone  for  spreading  the  alarm,  is  being  used. 

I  again  urge  upon  you  the  advisability  of  installing  a  modern 
system  of  police  call  boxes,  but  in  the  event  of  this  not  being 
considered  practical  at  this  time,  I  would  suggest  that  two 
additional  boxes  be  added  to  our  present  system.  I  also  suggest 
that  uniforms  be  furnished  by  the  town  for  all  regular  offi  cers. 

As  our  present  quarters  are  entirely  unsatisfactory  for  our 
needs,  and  the  space  now  occupied  by  us  is  badly  needed  by 
other  departments  for  office  space,  I  feel  that  now  would  be  an 
opportune  time  to  start  on  foot  a  movement  to  build  a  new 
police  station. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Judge  William  E.  Ludden,  the  several  town  officials 
and  private  citizens  who  have  by  their  cooperation,  aided  me 
during  the  past  year,  and  I  hope  that  this  good  feeling  will 
continue  toward  the  Police  Department.

During  the  year  of  1930,  the  Fire  Department  responded  to 
412  alarms  and  calls  for  fire,  an  increase  of  85  more  than  for 
1929. 

There  were  103  box  alarms,  309  telephone  calls,  31  of  which 
were  followed  by  box  alarms,  many  of  them  were  unnecessary, 
23  of  the  box  alarms  were  false  and  needless.

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Total  mileage  traveled  by  the  apparatus  in  responding  to  all 
calls  was  1,256  miles. 

The  assessed  valuation,  and  insurance  on  buildings,  auto- 
mobiles, trucks,  etc.,  involved  in  fires  are  as  follows  :

During  the  year  a  new  600  gallon  combination  pump  and 
hose  wagon  was  purchased,  and  a  new  city  service  double  bank 
combination  ladder  truck  with  booster  pump  attached  and  a 
water  tank  of  a  capacity  of  100  gallons  of  water  to  take  the 
place  of  chemical  tanks,  thereby  putting  the  Fire  Department 
in  good  condition  for  some  time  to  come. 

Two  permanent  men  were  added  to  the  department  during 
the  year,  also  eight  call  firemen  were  appointed. 

The  Dodge  combination  is  in  poor  condition,  and  has  outlived 
its  usefulness  as  a  piece  of  fire  apparatus. 

The  Fire  Department  has  done  excellent  work  in  keeping  the 
fire  loss  down  to  the  small  loss  that  it  has  with  such  a  large 
territory  that  it  has  to  cover,  and  with  the  small  number  of  men 
to  man  the  apparatus  and  to  handle  the  fires. 

During  the  year  44,850  feet  of  2.J-inch  hose  was  laid  and  used 
at  fires,  30,500  feet  of  ||-inch  chemical  hose  was  used,  3,657 
gallons  of  chemical  fluid  was  used  in  extinguishing  fires,  10 
gallons  of  foamite  was  used,  and  1,636  feet  of  ladders  were 
used  at  fires.

Three  new  fire  alarm  boxes  were  installed  at  various  locations 
during  the  year. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  improvements  in  the  equipment 
and  fire  appliances.  A  Bullard-Davis  Inhalator,  has  been 
purchased,  and  a  two  way  Baker  water  gun,  and  many  other 
smaller  appliances  have  been  purchased  by  the  engineers. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  the  Lynn  Fire  Department  for 
the  excellent  service  rendered  during  the  many  times  that  they 
have  responded  and  worked  at  fires  when  assistance  was  required, 
and  for  their  fine  cooperation. 

In  closing,  I  make  the  following  recommendations  for  the 
yeari93i. 

That  a  new  and  larger,  modern  up  to  date  Central  Fire  Sta- 
tion be  built  in  the  near  future,  to  replace  the  old  wooden  build- 
ing that  is  now  occupied  by  the  Fire  Department,  as  a  Central 
Fire  Station,  at  the  present  time,  which  is  a  serious  fire  hazard, 
on  account  of  being  used  to  house  motor  vehicles  in,  and  does  not 
comply  with  the  State  Garage  laws,  rules  and  regulations. 

It  is  also  a  serious  health  menace  as  after  heavy  rain  storms, 
there  is  considerable  amount  of  water  coming  into  the  cellar, 
and  leaves  the  building  in  damp  condition  for  several  days  at 
a  time. 

That  the  fire  alarm  system  be  given  a  thorough  examination 
by  an  expert  electrical  engineer  of  fire  alarm  systems,  and  have 
him  report  any  and  all  defects  and  with  his  recommendations. 

That  many  of  the  hydrants  that  are  set  too  low  in  the  ground, 
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be  raised  so  that  the  large  suction  hose  may  be  connected  to  the 
4^-inch  outlet  of  the  hydrants  may  be  used  in  case  of  fire. 

That  a  compressed  fire  alarm  whistle  be  installed  at  some  place 
in  the  town,  thereby  discontinuing  the  bells  that  are  now  in  use 
for  alarm  purposes,  as  they  are  very  unreliable  in  calling  the 
men  to  fires. 

That  2,000  feet  of  2^-inch  hose  be  purchased  to  replace  old 
hose  that  is  unfit  for  fire  use  and  has  been  condemned. 

That  two  or  more  permanent  firemen  be  appointed  to  the 
Fire  Department.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


Saugus,  Mass.,  December  31,  1930. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

The  year  1930,  has  been  a  very  busy  one,  there  has  been 
149  brush  and  wood  fires,  some  of  these  have  been  very  serious 
ones,  at  six  of  these  I  had  to  call  upon  the  State  Forest  Fire 
truck,  which  is  located  at  the  Central  Fire  Station  in  Danvers, 
for  assistance  in  extinguishing  these  fires,  which  had  burned 
deeply  into  the  ground,  during  the  extremely  dry  season  the 
past  fall. 

During  these  fires  11,500  feet  of  one  inch  hose  was  used  and 
water  pumped  through  the  hose  for  hours  at  a  time  on  these 
fires,  owing  to  no  water  being  available  in  the  woods,  during 
the  dry  spell  several  thousand  feet  of  2^-inch  hose  had  to  be  run 
from  hydrants  to  furnish  water  for  the  State  forest  fire  equip- 
ment to  extinguish  them,  otherwise  these  fires  burned  for  a  long 
period  of  time  or  until  a  heavy  rain  had  fallen. 

I  have  been  very  fortunate  in  getting  the  service  of  the  truck 
when  I  called  for  it,  if  the  truck  had  been  in  service  somewhere 
else  at  the  time,  I  would  have  been  unable  to  hold  these  fires 
under  control. 

During  the  year  I  had  to  employ  extra  help  and  at  a  number 
of  the  wood  fires,  and  at  times  I  had  to  call  upon  the  employees 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  take  them  into  the  woods 
and  at  times  I  had  to  keep  some  of  them  in  the  woods  part  of 
the  day  and  nights. 

The  Fire  Department  extinguished  a  number  of  the  smaller 
brush  fires  in  a  short  time. 

The  Forest  Fire  Warden  has  worked  night  and  day,  without 
rest  or  sleep  to  supervise  the  extinguishing  of  wood  and  brush 
fires. 

I  recommend  that  the  town  of  Saugus  purchase  a  piece  of 
apparatus    and    the    necessary    equipment    and    appliances  for 
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handling  all  brush  and  wood  fires,  similar  to  the  State  forest 
fire  equipment,  and  by  doing  so  it  would  eliminate  a  long  delay 
of  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  the  State  apparatus,  this  could  be 
used  at  all  other  fires  as  well. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Public  Works  Department  for  their  co- 
operation with  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  their  good  work  at 
the  woods  fires.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 


Riverside  has  developed  a  new  section  this  year  in  the  centre 
of  the  cemetery.  Evergreens  and  shrubbery  have  been  placed 
in  this  new  part  by  lot  owners,  which  greatly  beautifies  this 
section. 

The  Winter  street  wall  has  at  last  been  completed  with  the 
1930  appropriation,  and  it  is  conservatively  estimated  that  this 
wall  could  not  be  replaced  for  less  than  $50,000. 

The  great  need  now  for  Riverside  is  drainage  and  cement 
gutters  to  keep  the  drives  from  being  washed  away  by  heavy 
rains.  It  is  planned,  if  funds  are  available,  to  start  this  work 
during  1931. 

The  Perpetual  Care  Fund  increased  $7,296.00  during  1930, 
and  now  amounts  to  $51,000,  an  increase  of  over  $40,000  since 
1917.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Commissioners  to  augment  this 
fund  and  put  every  lot  eventually  under  perpetual  care. 

Through  the  appropriation  made  last  year  for  the  old  ceme- 
tery near  the  square,  great  improvement  was  made.  Much  of 
the  cemetery  was  graded,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  giving  us  filling  from  the  highways  aided 
greatly  in  this  work.  An  appropriation  is  being  asked  for  in 
the  current  warrant  to  put  the  wall  in  proper  shape. 

The  Commissioners  have  secured  from  the  owner  an  option 
on  property  adjoining  the  cemetery  on  the  west,  containing  a 
large  area  of  land  including  buildings,  at  a  price  very  little  in 
excess  of  its  assessed  value.  The  Commissioners  feel  that  this 
is  an  opportune  time  to  secure  additional  space  at  a  reasonable 
price,  and  hope  the  town  will  see  fit  to  make  the  necessary 
appropriation  while  the  opportunity  is  available.

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Report  of  the  Playground  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus : 

The  past  year  has  proved  to  us  all  without  a  doubt  the  true 
wisdom  and  value  of  playgrounds  to  the  town.  A  playground 
can  have  much  to  do  with  the  welfare  and  social  life  and  friend- 
ship of  our  children. 

A  good  citizen  is  not  only  anxious  to  produce  a  maximum  of 
good  for  society,  but  he  is  also  equally  obligated  to  produce  a 
maximum  of  efficiency  for  society.  This  is  accomplished  by 
outdoor  supervised  play  and  recreation.  All  play  should  be 
supervised  or  directed  to  the  end  that  the  most  value  of  play 
may  be  conserved.  When  children  play  they  learn  they  must 
in  order  to  take  part  in  any  game  with  other  children  on  the 
playground  surrender  the  individual  whines,  temper,  and 
caprice  to  the  rules  of  the  game.  They  must  play  under  the 
rules  of  the  game  or  they  cannot  play.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
laws  of  our  country,  by  that  we  mean  that  to  be  a  good  citizen, 
we  must  live  up  to  those  laws.  So  by  supervised  play  we  as  a 
town  are  helping  our  children  to  become  good  citizens. 

Our  playgrounds  have  a  daily  attendance  of  two  hundred 
(200)  children  under  supervision  at  all  time.  The  Cliftondale 
playground  has  proven  to  be  the  most  popular  with  the  children 
with  the  average  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
children  daily.  This  proves  that  the  play  area  of  the  town  is 
rapidly  decreasing  in  this  section.  Saugus  attendance  was 
much  smaller  which  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  more 
opportunity  and  space  for  play  than  there  is  in  Cliftondale.  We 
were  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  three  very  efficient  super- 
visors which  we  had  the  past  year. 

Stackpole  field  was  used  every  playable  day  either  for  a  ball- 
game  or  football  game.  This  field  was  at  all  times  in  a  first 
class  condition  for  either  of  the  above  games.  Much  favorable 
comment  has  been  heard  about  the  baseball  diamond  and  the 
gridiron  from  visiting  teams  and  high  school  coaches.  Our 
seating  capacity  is  now  six  hundred  people  but  we  hope  to 
increase  this  to  twelve  hundred  in  1931. 
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Sanitation  is  now  our  main  problem,  at  the  present  time  there 
is  no  method  of  sanitation.  This  we  hope  to  overcome  this 
year  by  erecting  a  sanitation  station  on  each  playground. 

Cliftondale  playground  received  a  great  deal  of  filling  this 
year  giving  us  a  larger  area  for  the  children  to  play.  New 
drains  were  also  necessary  this  past  year.  Both  playgrounds 
received  new  equipment  such  as  volley  ball  courts,  swings, 
slides  and  teeters. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention  the  beautiful 
small  shade  trees  that  have  been  set  out  at  the  Cliftondale 
playground,  and  also  the  most  useful  and  popular  shelter  which 
was  erected  this  year.  These  were  given  to  the  town  by  the 
Womens  Civic  League.  The  town  and  playground  commission 
are  much  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Civic  League.

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Report  of  Library  Trustees 


The  Trustees  of  the  Saugus  Free  Public  Library  present  the 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

The  increase  in  circulation  has  been  very  gratifying,  there 
being  a  total  increase  of  12,699  which  is  nearly  double  of  that 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  in  circulation  of  the  East  Saugus  branch  which 
was  opened  in  the  latter  part  of  1929  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
change  to  a  different  section  of  the  district  is  a  convenience  to 
the  patrons  of  that  branch.  All  the  libraries  with  one  exception 
show  a  material  increase. 

We  again  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens,  as  we  have  in  the 
last  two  reports,  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  main  library 
and  we  hope  to  get  authority  from  the  town  to  enlarge  it  by  the 
addition  of  a  wing. 

Two  lamps  have  been  placed  on  either  side  of  the  main 
entrance  to  the  library  which  fill  a  need  that  has  been  obvious 
since  the  building  was  in  use  and  which  add  to  the  beauty  of  the 
building.  They  were  made  in  the  shop  of  Mr.  Edward  Guy  at 
the  u01d  Iron  Works  House." 

We  were  pleased  to  receive  from  the  Civics  Committee  of  the 
Riverside  Club  a  gift  of  $20  to  purchase  books  on  Civics. 

Approximately  200  books  were  given  by  Mrs.  Lida  Oliver  of 
Whiting  street  for  use  at  the  Cliftondale  Branch.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  other  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  your  Superintendent  submits  at  this 
time  his  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  conditions,  progress  and 
needs  of  the  schools  of  the  town  of  Saugus,  the  same  being  the 
thirty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  School  Department. 

The  Teaching  Force 

The  number  of  teachers  who  have  left  us  during  the  past  year 
is  somewhat  less  than  that  of  previous  years.  This  is  a  source  of 
encouragement  and  we  hope  that  the  time  will  come  when  we 
shall  be  able  to  retain  a  larger  proportion  of  our  teaching  force 
than  at  present.  We  are  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  successors 
of  many  of  these  teachers  have  been  selected  from  our  own  citi- 
zens who  have  prepared  themselves  for  the  profession.  The 
work  that  these  teachers  have  done  during  the  past  four  months 
is  highly  commendable  in  general.  With  a  larger  experience 
many  of  them  will  take  their  places  among  our  best  teachers.

Its  members  have  been  tireless  in  dealing  with  the  many 
perplexing  problems  that  have  arisen.  Night  after  night  from 
early  evening  until  about  midnight  they  have  given  of  their  best 
thought  and  action  in  their  endeavors  to  reach  fair  and  impartial 
decisions.  They  are  called  upon  also  from  day  to  day  to  investi- 
gate and  report  on  many  matters.  All  this  attention  is  given 
cheerfully  and  gratuitously. 

Indeed,  travelling  expenses  are  met  by  them  as  well  and 
telephone  services  given  free  of  charge. 

We  feel  certain  that  fair  minded  citizens  will  accord  to  such  a 
committee,  cooperation,  consideration  and  sincere  appreciation. 

Repairs 

At  our  last  annual  town  meeting  $8,542  was  appropriated  for 
repairs  and  this  went  a  long  way  toward  making  our  buildings 
more  attractive  and  comfortable  also  in  enclosing  our  grounds  to 
some  extent  with  chain  link  fences.  We  believe  that  fencing  the 
school  grounds,  especially  if  located  on  heavily  traveled  streets,  is 
a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  should  be  continued  until  every 
school  ground  is  enclosed. 

The  principals  and  janitors  have  submitted  lists  of  repair  needs 
and  many  have  been  included  in  the  repair  budget. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  repair  work  it  will  be  necessary  to 
complete    renovations  at  the  Old  Center    building,  replace    the 
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antiquated  toilet  fixtures  at  the  Emerson  School  and  to  renovate 
or  replace  toilets  at  the  Mansfield.  These  items  alone  will 
require  an  expenditure  of  several  thousands  of  dollars,  conse- 
quently the  total  of  our  repair  budget  will,  of  necessity,  be  some- 
what larger  than  in  former  years.  However,  these  are  real  needs 
and  should  be  met  without  unnecessary  delay. 

The  Student  Body 

With  few  exceptions,  the  relations  between  pupils  and  teachers 
have  been  very  harmonious.  Reasonable  discipline  is  necessary 
to  the  best  educational  results.  Arbitrary  demands  are  made 
only  when  a  pupil  shows  a  decided  spirit  of  rebellion.  It  is  very 
seldom  that  a  teacher  in  any  of  our  schools  finds  such  demands 
necesssary.  We  congratulate  the  girls  and  boys  of  Saugus,  and 
commend  them  for  their  spirit  of  cooperation. 

The  cooperation  of  parents  also  has  been  a  great  source  of 
encouragement,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  teachers  and  superintendent 
that  an  even  more  general  and  perfect  understanding  between  the 
home  and  the  school  may  be  secured,  since  only  by  such  an 
understanding  can  the  best  eduational  results  and  the  most  whole- 
some growth  be  obtained. 

The  Opportunity  Class 

One  of  the  most  important  forward  steps  in  the  schools  of 
Saugus  has  been  the  establishing  of  an  Opportunity  Class.  This 
movement  was  begun  in  192S.  At  that  time  we  had  one  oppor- 
tunity class  under  the  able  direction  of  Miss  Mary  Walsh,  who 
resigned  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  to  accept  a  more  lucrative 
position  in  a  larger  field  of  the  same  nature. 

The  class  of  Miss  Walsh  was  located  in  the  high  school  building, 
and  was  carried  on  under  very  difficult  circumstances.  It  became 
very  evident  that  another  class  would  be  necessary  to  care  for 
this  particular  kind  of  work.  Consequently,  we  inserted  in  the 
town  warrant  an  article  calling  for  $1,500  for  the  division  of  the 
upper  room  in  the  old  centre  building,  and  for  such  other  work 
as  was  necessary  in  making  the  rooms,  so  formed,  suitable  for  the 
work. 

Through  the  sudden  termination  of  a  special  town  meeting, 
this  article  was  not  reached  and  we  were  faced  with  the  situation 
that  admitted  of  but  one  solution.  We  therefore  appealed  to  the 
Finance  Committee  for  funds  sufficient  to  make  it  passible  to  carry 
forward  this  im  portant  department  of  school  work.  The  coopera- 
tion of  the  Finance  Committee  made  $350  available,  and  a  division 
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of  the  second  story  of  the  old  centre  building  was  made,  the 
original  Opportunity  Class  was  transferred  from  the  high  school 
to  one  of  these  rooms  and  a  second  class  established  in  the  other. 
For  lack  of  money  we  were  able  to  make  this  housing  only  as  a 
makeshift,  but  hope  this  year  to  secure  funds  sufficient  to 
complete  the  work. 

Miss  Mary  Mullins  was  elected  to  succeed  Miss  Walsh  and  has 
carried  forward  the  work  without  a  break.  Miss  Vera  Hanson, 
one  of  our  town  girls,  was  elected  to  assist  Miss  Mullins  and  to 
have  charge  of  one  of  the  rooms.  The  cooperative  service  of 
these  two  teachers  has  done  much  for  the  boys  and  girls  in  spite 
of  the  tremendous  handicaps,  due  to  the  lack  of  equipment.  It 
is  quite  possible,  and  even  probable,  that  one  more  room  will  be 
necessary  at  the  opening  of  the  school  in  September. 

This  is  a  line  of  work  that  should  have  the  hearty  support  of 
all  friends  of  education,  and  should  receive  from  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  a  close  and  helpful  supervision. 

Additional  Teachers 

In  his  last  report  the  superintendent  called  attention  to  out- 
standing needs.  First,  an  occasional  release  of  the  teaching- 
principals  for  supervisory  work  ;  secondly,  a  supervisor  of  reading 
and  elementary  English. 

He  still  believes  that  the  principals  should  have  the  relief  above 
mentioned  and  that  English  throughout  the  courses  should  have 
the  services  of  an  experienced  leader  and  supervisor,  who  shall 
give  at  least  one  half  of  her  time  to  the  correlation  and  coordina- 
tion of  work  in  English. 

It  would  mean  an  additional  salary  adequate  to  secure  such  a 
leader,  but  the  superintendent  believes  that  the  expense  would 
not  begin  to  measure  up  to  the  increased  efficiency  that  such  a 
plan  would  bring  about. 

A  More  Definite  Health  Program 

There  is  no  field  of  endeavor  that  has  had  to  do  with  the  edu- 
cational progress  in  the  town  of  Saugus  in  which  a  greater 
amount  of  good  has  been  done  than  has  been  attained  with 
respect  to  the  physical  welfare  of  the  pupils  in  our  public  schools. 
This  work  begins  with  physical  education,  which  is,  or  at  least 
should  be  an  important  factor  in  the  direct  promotion  of  health. 

Our  school  nurse  is  doing  more  work  than  can  be  reasonably 
expected,  and  yet  it  is  impossible  for  her  to  cover  the  entire  field. 
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School  physicians  are  giving  a  service  that  could  not  be 
secured  at  the  ordinary  rates  for  many  times  that  which  we  are 
allowing  them. 

It  seems  to  the  superintendent  that  this  health  program,  which 
is  more  or  less  fragmentary,  should  be  brought  into  closer  unity, 
and  he  would  suggest  that  a  well  trained  man  be  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  that  he  shall 
have  had  experience  enough  to  do  effective  service  in  corrective 
work,  in  order  that  the  physically  handicapped,  whose  need  of 
this  work  is  great,  mav  receive  the  benefit  of  such  an  institution. 

He  would  also  suggest  that  an  assistant  be  employed  to  give 
part-time  service  to  physical  education,  and  part-time  service  as 
assistant  to  our  nurse,  thereby  binding  together  these  two 
important  sections. 

Furthermore,  he  believes  that  the  field  of  our  school  physicians 
should  be  extended  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  salaries, 
and  that  a  close  relationship  be  established  and  maintained 
between  the  school  physician  and  the  director  of  physical  educa- 
cation,  in  order  that  the  director  may  have  expert  advice  relative 
to  the  fitness  or  unfitness  of  pupils  for  certain  lines  of  work.  It 
goes  without  saying  that  the  school  nurse  should  also  be  in  vital 
touch  with  the  whole  situation. 

In  a  word,  all  agencies  that  have  to  do  with  health  work 
should  be  brought  together  and  coordinated  in  such  a  way  as  to 
produce  the  most  effective  health  program  possible. 

"Health  is  Wealth." 

High  School 

Late  in  the  summer  Mr.  R.  R.  Webber,  principal  of  the  High 
School,  was  offered  a  mOre  lucrative  position  as  principal  of  the 
Chelsea  High  School.  This  came  to  Mr.  Webber  without 
solicitation  on  his  part.  He  immediately  got  in  touch  with  the 
superintendent  and  asked  to  be  released  from  his  contract.  Later 
his  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret  and  steps  were  taken 
toward  the  election  of  a  successor.  Mr.  Webber  had  been  with 
us  since  September  1922  and  during  the  eight  years  had  brought 
the  school  to  a  very  high  standard  of  scholarship  and  deportment. 

Mr.  Vernon  Evans,  whose  success  as  sub-master  had  never 
been  questioned  was  promoted  to  the  principalship  of  the  High 
vSchool.  His  efficiency,  as  manifested  by  results  of  the  past  four 
months,  has  amply  justified  the  committee's  choice.  The  general 
morale  of  the  school  was  never  better  and  the  former  high  standard 
of  scholarship  is  not  only  bring  maintained,  but  gradually  raised. 
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Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Evans 
which  forms  a  part  of  this  school  report. 

High  School  Heads 

Although  we  have  many  good  teachers  in  our  school,  the  work 
not  only  in  English  but  in  History  and  Mathematics  lacks  the 
coordination  which  is  necessary  to  the  greatest  educational 
advancement. 

The  supervisor  of  English  mentioned  in  a  preceding  article 
might  well  serve  as  head  of  the  English  department  in  the  high 
school.  This  is  no  reflection  on  the  service  of  the  teachers  of 
high  school  English,  but  they  all  have  a  full  day  of  teaching,  and 
no  one  of  them  can  hardly  be  expected  to  formulate  and  keep  in 
operation  a  definite  system  extending  through  the  four  yeais. 

As  to  Mathematics,  we  shall  probably  need  an  additional 
teacher  next  year,  and  such  a  teacher  might  be  employed  as  head 
of  the  Mathematical  department,  or  some  one  now  teaching 
Mathematics  might  be  promoted  to  such  a  position,  and  his  or 
her  position  filled  by  the  employment  of  a  teacher. 

History  is  a  decidedly  important  subject,  and  calls  for  a  closer 
relationship  between  the  different  lines  of  work  in  this  field  of 
endeavor. 

It  will  be  well,  also,  to  establish  a  head  in  the  field  of  Foreign 
Languages. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  remainder  of  this  present  school 
year,  plans  may  be  formulated  whereby  our  high  school,  which 
is  now  a  decided  credit  to  the  town  of  Saugus,  may  be  so 
strengthened  along  the  lines  indicated,  that  it  may  stand  out 
even  more  prominently  among  the  leading  institutions  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Music 

The  musical  program  has  been  extended  during  the  year  and 
much  good  work  has  been  done. 

We  now  have  three  teachers  of  music,  Miss  Ethel  Edwards, 
the  senior  teacher,  Miss  Gertrude  Hickey  i\nd  Miss  Eccles, 
Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  Miss 
Edwards. 

Special  Reports 

There  are  a  number  of  reports  from  heads  of  various  depart- 
ments which  are  made  a  part  of  this  report.  To  these  your 
attention  is  respectfully  called.  They  are  certainly  well  worth 
reading. 
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A  Crying  Need 

Under  housing  conditions  we  have  called  attention  in  the  past 
to  overcrowding  in  many  of  our  schools.  It  has  been  continu- 
ously growing  worse  until  there  is  a  distinct  and  critical  con- 
dition which  makes  the  erection  of  a  new  school  building  ah 
absolute  necessity. 

An  additional  Opportunity  Class  next  year  will  force  one  room 
full  of  pupils  from  the  Old  Center  building.  To  meet  this  prob- 
lem it  will  be  necessary  to  transfer  to  the  Felton  School  a  large 
proportion  of  pupils  now  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  High 
School  and  attending  the  Roby  or  the  Center  School.  This  trans- 
fer will  make  it  necessary  to  send  a  room  full  of  pupils  from  the 
Felton  School  to  the  Sweetser  Junior  High  building,  with  a  con- 
sequent transfer  of  pupils  of  the  Sweetser  Junior  High  School  to 
the  Central  Junior  High  being  conducted  in  the  afternoon. 

The  fourth  grade,  now  being  housed  in  the  Cliftondale  School, 
will  also  pass  from  that  grade  to  a  fifth  grade  in  the  Sweetser 
Junior  High  building,  since  there  is  absolutely  no  other  place  for 
them.  Again,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  ask  a  room  full  of  pupils 
now  being  housed  in  the  Sweetser  Junior  High  to  go  on  to  the 
Central  Junior  High  School  in  the  afternoon.  As  there  are  now 
two  classes  being  housed  in  the  Sweetser  building  that  building 
in  September  will  house  four  rooms  of  Junior  High  and  four 
rooms  of  grade  pupils. 

The  end  is  not  yet.  We  shall  graduate  from  the  Senior  High 
between  100  and  110  pupils,  and  shall  admit  from  the  eighth 
grade  at  least  260  pupils,  making  an  increase  in  the  Senior  High 
School  of  about  150  pupils.  We  now  have  an  enrollment  of 
nearly  700  pupils  in  the  High  School.  The  total  High  School 
enrollment,  therefore,  in  September,  should  be  approximately 
850.  Assuming  that  50  of  these  pupils  drop  out  before  Septem- 
ber, 1931,  we  would  still  have  800  or  more  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
High  School.  This  enrollment  is  about  75  more  than  we  can 
accommodate  in  the  forenoon.  This  means  that  two  classes  from 
the  ninth  grade  must  be  housed  in  the  afternoon. 

Summarizing,  the  following  facts  are  apparaut : 

There  will  be  two  rooms  from  the  Sweetser  building  and  two 
rooms  from  the  ninth  grade  attending  in  the  afternoon  next  year. 
Ten  rooms  are  now  occupied  in  the  Senior  High  School  in  the 
afternoon.  Fourteen  rooms  will  be  occupied  in  September,  1931. 
As  ther^  are  but  nineteen  rooms  it  is  very  apparent  that  in  less 
than  two  years  we  shall  have  the  senior  building  filled  both  fore- 
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noon  and  afternoon,  a  condition  which  will  effectively  stop  all 
forward  advancement.     So  much  for  physical  conditions. 

We  feel  the  necessity  of  calling  attention  to  other  conditions 
which  alone  should  make  a  demand  upon  all  citizens  who  believe 
in  education  and  fair  play.  These  boys  and  girls  who  attend  in 
the  afternoon  receive  only  fifty  or  sixty  per  cent  of  the  advantages 
that  they  have  a  right  to  expect.  It  is  impossible  to  prepare 
children  for  the  work  of  the  High  School  in  four  hours  daily  at  a 
time  when  the  physical  and  mental  abilities  are  at  their  lowest 
ebb.  A  continuation  of  this  process  of  afternoon  work  will 
certainly  result  in  a  collapse  of  the  standard  of  the  High  School. 
Such  a  condition  is  something  that  must  not  occur.  We  have  no 
fear  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Saugus  will  allow  it  to  occur. 

But  this  is  not  all.  Boys  and  girls  attending  in  the  afternoon 
are  obliged  to  remain  until  after  dark  at  night.  Many  of  them 
have  long  stretches  of  road  to  cover.  It  is  decidedly  unfair  to 
submit  these  children  to  the  hardships  which  they  must  endure, 
and  to  the  dangers  that  are  only  too  evident. 

Children  are  prone  to  walk  in  the  street.  This  is  very  danger- 
ous even  in  broad  daylight  and  much  more  so  after  dark 
especially  at  a  time  when  automobilists  have  no  reason  to  suppose 
that  the  street  is  being  occupied  extensively  by  school  children. 

It  is  a  marvel  that  there  have  been  no  serions  accidents  thus 
far.  The  most  effective  way  to  keep  these  children  off  the  streets 
at  that  time  is  to  make  it  unnecessary  for  them  to  be  out.  Shall 
we  not  meet  this  outstanding  obligation? 

It  is  a  time  that  we  arouse  ourselves,  not  only  to  the  educa- 
tional disadvantages,  but  to  the  physical  and  moral  dangers  that 
surround  the  boys  and  girls  obliged  to  walk  home  after  dark. 
View  the  situation  as  you  will,  proper  housing,  proper  education, 
proper  safeguards  are  all  lacking  at  the  present  time,  and  this  lack 
will  effect  an  ever  increasing  number  until  we  reach  a  point 
where  our  hands  are  completely  tied. 

There  is  but  on  solution  :  a  new  school  building.  It  is  gener- 
ally conceded  that  this  should  be  a  high  school  building,  and 
should  meet  the  requirements  of  a  modern  high  school  education. 
An  appropriation  should  be  made  this  year  not  next  year.  Plans 
should  be  formed  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  the  work 
begun  and  carried  forward  to  completion  without  unnecessary 
delay  if  we  are  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  us. 

Police  Cooperation 
We  would  express  our  appreciation  for  the  valuable  assistance 
rendered  by  the  Police  Department  relative  to  safety  measures. 
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Patrolman  Mansfield  has  given  much  time  and  effective  thought 
to  this  problem  and  as  a  result  dangers  in  this  direction  have  been 
very  materially  reduced. 

Educational  Aims 

In  our  last  report  under  the  above  heading  the  Superintendent 
submitted  a  list  which  he  believes  will  bear  repetition, 

1.  Reductions  in  the  number  of  so-called  failures.  The 
psychological  effect  of  a  failure  is  exceedingly  detrimental. 

2.  A  larger  scope  for  scientific  study  in  both  Senior  and 
Junior  High  School.  Science  has  never  had  a  place  in  our 
schools  commensurate  with  its  importance. 

3.  More  effective  means  of  promoting  moral  and  spiritual 
growth.  This  matter  should  receive  earnest  and  prayerful 
consideration. 

4.  Better  facilities  for  carrying  out  a  broader  program  of 
physical  health  and  development.  This  matter  has  already  been 
discussed  under  Health  Program. 

5.  Equal  opportunity  for  all  children.  We  are  striving  to 
bring  this  about.  We  ask  your  special  support  morally  and 
financially. 

6.  A  full  subscription  to  the  slogan,  "Each  for  all  and  all  for 
each." 

The    public  schools  exist  for  all  the  children  of  all  the  people. 
Let  us  remind  ourselves  of  this  fact  from  time  to  time. 
uLest  We  Forget."

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Recommendations 

It  is  a  matter  of  pride  and  gratification  that  a  number  of  the 
Superintendent's  recommendations  of  last  year  have  been  acted 
on,  partially  at  least. 

Some  of  them  could  not  be  acted  upon  and  these  we  repeat. 
(1)  The  making  of  the  two-platoon  system  unnecessary  at  the 
earliest  possible  time.  (2)  The  employment  of  part-time  teachers 
for  releasing  teacher-principals  for  supervisory  work.  (3)  The 
employment  of  a  Supervisor  of  English.  (4)  The  employment 
of  Heads  of  Departments  in  the  High  School. 

In  Conclusion 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  some  changes.  Among  the  most 
important  is  the  opening  of  an  additional  room  for  the  Oppor- 
tunity Class,  an  improvement  along  the  lines  of  reading  in  the 
elementary  grades,  and  a  distinct  change  effecting  reading  in  the 
Junior  High  School.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  reading,  as  a 
mechanical  subject  is  no  longer  taught  in  the  Junior  High.  We 
have  introduced  American  Literature  in  its  place,  and  it  is 
working  out,  we  believe,  to  the  advantage  of  the  pupils. 

The  cooperation  of  teachers  and  the  homes  is  growing.  The 
inevitable  result  is  a  better  understanding  and  consequently  a 
more  general  educational  growth. 

In  closing,  the  Superintendent  expresses  appreciation  for  the 
close  and  cheerful  cooperation  of  the  committtee,  for  the  efficient 
and  loyal  manner  in  which  teachers  have  met  and  solved  their 
various  problems,  and  for  the  encouragement  received  from  time 
to  time  from  the  homes  of  pupils  under  our  charge.

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  school 
physician  in  the  Armitage,  Cliftondale,  Felton  and  Sweetzer 
schools. 

The  following  defects  were  found. 

Enlarged  tonsils                217  Spinal  curvature  3 

Slightly  enlarged  tonsils  287  Deflected  Septum  2

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  response  of  parents  in  permitting  their 
children  to  take  the  diphtheria  prevention  treatment  which  is 
made  possible  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

In  my  four  schools  114  children  were  given  the  prevention 
treatment. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  the  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
diphtheria  in  town  since  this  prevention  treatment  was  started. 

This  year  (1930)  only  six  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  to 
the  Board  of  Health.  Two  were  under  school  age  and  none  of 
the  other  four  had  received  the  prevention  treatment. 

I  believe  diphtheria  could  be  eliminated  from  our  town  if  every 
child  in  town  could  receive  the  protection  of  the  prevention 
treatment.

Herein,  I  present  my  annual  report  as  School  Physician  at  the 
Ballard,  Emerson,  Mansfield  and  Lynnhurst  Schools,  and  find 
the  following  defects  : —

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Sanitary  conditions  are  quite  satisfactory. 

Diphtheria  among  the  children  has  become  almost  a  negligible 
factor,  due  to  the  thorough  immunization  with  Toxin-Antitoxin. 
Fifty-seven  children  were  immuned  in  the  spring  and  ioo  this 
fall. 

The  first  and  second  grades  at  the  Lynnhurst  school  were 
100  per  cent.  I  wish  the  same  might  be  said  about  every  school 
in  Saugus. 

I  find  our  school  Nurse  to  be  very  efficient  and  thorough  and 
deserves  credit  in  keeping  our  schools  free  from  many  of  the 
communicable  diseases.

Dear  Sir, — Herein  I  submit  my  annual  report  as  school 
physician  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty. 

Sanitary  conditions  in  and  about  the  school  buildings  are  quite 
satisfactory.  Communicable  diseases  have  been  almost  wholly 
eliminated  from  the  schools  under  my  supervision.  This  has 
been  accomplished  by  the  constant  keen  vigilance  of  the  school 
nurse  aided  by  the  whole  hearted  cooperation  of  teachers  and 
Board  of  Health. 


Following  is    a  list  of  defects 

found  in    the    annual  routine 

examinations :

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Attendance  Officer's  Report 

To  the  School  Committee  : 

The  lack  of  proper  school  housing  has  had  its  demoralizing 
effect  on  attendance  this  year.  We  have  a  large  number  of 
scholars  on  the  street  all  hours  of  the  day. 

It  is  difficult  to  separate  boys  who  play  together  into  two 
platoons  thereby  robbing  them  of  each  others  companionship.  I 
have  a  number  of  cases  where  this  has  been  the  temptation  to 
which  they  have  yielded,  namely  remaining  out  of  school  to  be 
with  their  chums.  Very  little  absence  this  year  can  be  attributed 
to  illness.  Clothing  and  other  necessities  have  been  supplied 
where  needed. 

While  it  may  be  aside  from  attendance,  I  would  like  to  state 
that  from  my  observation  the  new  sidewalk  on  Central  street  has 
been  a  success  in  keeping  the  scholars  from  walking  in  the  street. 

During  December  I  had  several  boys  who  gave  much  trouble 
by  returning  to  school  one  session  after  I  had  talked  with  them 
and  being  absent  the  next  for  no  good  reason.  I  feel  however 
that  I  have  finally  succeeded  in  interesting  two  of  them  in  their 
work  at  school.     Another  has  gone  from  Saugus.

Report  of  the  High  School  Principal 

Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Lambert, — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my 
report  for  the  school  year  of  1930. 

I  am  dividing  it  under  three  separate  captions  as  follows  : 

(a)  Need  of  a  new  Senior  High  School. 

(b)  Teaching  personnel. 

(c)  Standing  of  school  and  its  graduates. 
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NEED    OF    A    NEW    SENIOR    HIGH    SCHOOL 

On  January  i,  1930,  there  were  572  students  enrolled  in  the 
Senior  High  School.  Of  this  total  84  were  Seniors,  84  Juniors, 
134  Sophomores  and  270  Freshmen. 

On  January  1,  1931,  there  were  681  students  enrolled  in  the 
Senior  High  School.  Of  this  total  1  rowere  Seniors,  96  Juniors, 
163  Sophomores  and  309  Freshmen.     Three  were  Post  Graduates. 

I  estimate  that  on  January  T,  1932  there  will  be  800  students 
enrolled  in  the  Senior  High  School.  Of  this  total  105  will  be 
Seniors,  140  Juniors,  255  Sophomores  and  300  Freshmen. 

The  above  figures  show  conclusively  that  Saugus  High  School 
can  no  longer  function  efficiently  in  the  present  High  School 
building.  The  present  building  can  comfortably  handle  approxi- 
mately 550  or  600  students.  This  year  it  is  housing  68 1  and  in 
1932  will  be  expected  to  accommodate  approximately  800. 

Such  a  condition  can  ultimately  produce  but  one  result.  That 
result  will  of  necessity  be  a  lowering  of  the  standard  of  education 
given  to  the  high  school  boys  and  girls  of  Saugus.  Proper 
education  cannot  today  be  obtained  in  an  overcrowded  and  ill 
equipped  high  school.  No  one  desires  such  a  result  I  am  sure. 
Yet  we  are  now  face  to  face  with  a  condition  that  can  only  be 
remedied  by  the  construction  of  a  modern  first  class  Senior  High 
School. 

Our  present  chemistry  and  physics  laboratories  are  very  poor 
specimens  of  what  should  be  in  a  proper  high  school.  Our 
library  is  entirely  unsuited  to  the  needs  of  nearly  700  students. 
Our  Assembly  Hall  will  not  begin  to  hold  our  student  body. 
The  17  homerooms  are  filled  to  capacity.  In  short  we  have  out- 
grown the  present  building  and  are  in  the  position  of  the  16  year 
old  boy  who  tried  to  wear  the  trousers  he  wore  when  he  was  but  1  o. 

Next  year,  September,  193 1,  to  June,  1932,  our  plight  will  be 
worse.  We  will  have  approximately  800  students.  It  would  be 
almost  criminal,  from  an  educational  point  of  view,  to  attempt  to 
house  them  all  in  a  morning  session  in  the  present  building. 
More  than  100  of  them  must  be  forced  to  attend  school  in  the 
afternoon.  There  are  17  home  rooms  available  in  the  building. 
In  the  A.M.  session  from  September,  1931,  to  June,  1932,  all  17 
rooms  will  be  filled  by  Senior  High  School  students.  In  the  P.M. 
session  from  September,  1931,  to  June,  1932,  13  rooms  will  be 
occupied  by  Junior  High  School  students  and  4  rooms  by  Senior 
High  School  students  in  all  probability.  This  means  that  by 
September,  1931,  practically  all  space  in  the  building  will  be 
utilized  both  morning  and  afternoon.      What  will  we  do  when 
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school  opens  in  September,  1932?  It  is  almost  certain  that  the 
Senior  High  School  enrollment  will  then  be  more  than  900 
students, 

A  new  Senior  High  School  is  not  only  needed  but  it  is  needed 
quickly.  The  initial  construction  should  at  least  be  large  enough 
to  accommodate  tooo  students.  If  this  is  done  other  units  must 
be  added  to  it  within  the  next  five  or  ten  years.  I  have  no 
hesitancy  in  predicting  that  in  1940  the  Saugus  High  School  will 
number  1500  students.  If  the  standard  of  scholarship  is  to  be 
maintained  a  new  Senior  High  School  is  imperative. 

TEACHING    PERSONNEL 

On  January  1,  1933,  the  faculty  of  Saugus  High  School  com- 
prised the  principal  and  25  teachers.  Thirteen  are  women  and 
thirteen  are  men.     None  are  overpaid  but  many   are  underpaid. 

I  consider  the  teaching  staff,  as  a  whole,  excellent,  How  long 
we  can  maintain  it  at  its  present  efficiency  is  a  big  question.  It 
is  true  that  there  is  an  over  supply  of  teachers  at  the  present  time. 
It  is  also  true  that  Superintendents  and  Principals  in  other  com- 
munities are  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  good  experienced 
teachers.  They  come  to  Saugus  and  take  them  from  under  our 
eyes  with  little  hesitancy.  I  ask  a  practical  question.  How  can 
Saugus  High  School  long  keep  a  first-class  Latin  teacher  who  is 
receiving  a  salary  of  $1,250  per  year?  If  we  are  to  keep  good 
teachers,  we  must  pay  them  a  salary  in  some  measure  to  what 
they  are  worth.  The  women  teachers  are  on  a  salary  schedule. 
The  men  teachers  are  not. 

I  recommend  a  revision  of  the  salary  schedule  for  women 
teachers  and  the  establishment  of  a  salary  schedule  for  male 
teachers. 

Saugus  High  School  has  but  two  heads  of  departments  at  the 
present  time.  They  are  Mr.  Deibert  Wheeler,  head  of  the 
Science  Department,  and  Miss  Hazel  C.  Marison,  head  of  the 
Commercial  Department.  Every  modern  High  School  should 
have  a  head  of  every  department.  Department  heads  make  for 
greater  efficiency  and  a  higher  standard  of  scholarship. 

I  recommend  that  there  be  appointed  a  head  of  the  following 
departments : 

History — Romance  Languages  (including  Latin) 

Mathematics — English. 

In  closing  relative  to  the  teaching  personnel  may  I  add  that 
most  of  our  teachers  are  carrying  too  heavy  a  load  at  the  present 
time.     In  addition  almost  all   are   pursuing  graduate  courses  for 
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professional    improvement.     These    courses    cost    money  which 
must  needs  be  deducted  from  the  teachers  own  salary. 


STANDING   OF   SCHOOL   AND    ITS   GRADUATES 

I  have  often  heard  it  said  that  Saugus  High  School  did  not 
prepare  for  college.  Such  is  not  the  case.  Saugus  High 
School  does  prepare  for  college  and  prepares  well. 

Saugus  High  School  is  rated  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education  as  a  Class  A  High  School.  This  enables  the  Prin- 
cipal to  certify  any  student  (graduate)  to  any  Normal  School  in 
the  State  providing  the  student  has  maintained  a  scholastic  aver- 
age of  80  per  cent  or  better. 

Saugus  High  School  is  also  a  member  of  the  New  England 
College  Entrance  Certificate  Board.  This  enables  the  Principal 
to  certify  any  student  (graduate),  who  has  maintained  an  average 
of  85  per  cent  or  better,  to  any  of  the  following  colleges  without 
examination : 

Amherst  College  Colby  College 

Bates  College  Mass.  Agricultural  College 

Boston  University  Middlebury  College 

Bowdoin  College  Tufts  College 

Brown  University  Wesleyan  University 

Williams  College 
The  best  proof,  however,  of  whether  or  not  Saugus  High 
School  prepares  for  college  is  found  in  the  records  of  its 
graduates.  Such  proof  cannot  be  controverted  and  stands  as 
evidence  indisputable.  Let  us  look  at  the  records  of  our  grad- 
uates, now  enrolled  in  colleges  and  universities,  and  see  for  our- 
selves. 

Raymond  A.  Yeaton  is  a  senior  at  Tufts  College.  During  his 
four  years  there  he  has  taken  30  different  subjects.  He  has 
received  but  one  mark  representing  failure  out  of  the  30  subjects 
and  that  was  in  a  subject  not  taught  at  Saugus  High  School. 

John  S.  Dunk  is  a  junior  at  Tufts  College.  During  his  three 
years  there  he  has  taken  22  different  subjects.  He  has  success- 
fully passed  each  of  his  22  subjects.  In  6  of  them  he  received  a 
grade  of  "A"  which  at  Tufts  means  "extra  good  work."  In  11 
of  them  he  received  a  grade  of  "B"  which  at  Tufts  means 
"meritorious  work."  In  the  other  five  he  received  a  grade  of 
"C"  which  at  Tufts  means  "work  without  marked  merit  or  de- 
fect." 

Miss  Ada  Hamilton  is  taking  the  three  year  Elementary 
Course  at  Salem  Normal  School.     During   her  Freshman  year 
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there  she  received  the  highest  scholastic  grade  in  her  entire  class 
of  190  students.  She  is  now  in  her  second  year  and  her  grades 
are  again  exceedingly  high. 

Miss  Isabelle  L.  Hdllin  is  a  sophomore  at  Jackson  College. 
During  her  two  years  there  she  has  taken  14  subjects.  She  has 
received  but  one  mark  representing  a  failure  and  that  was  in  a 
subject  not  taught  in  Saugus  High  School. 

Miss  Anne  J.  Littlefield  is  a  freshman  at  Jackson  College. 
During  her  Freshman  year  there  she  is  taking  7  subjects.  To 
date  she  is  passing  them  all. 

Miss  Helen  LaBelle  is  a  freshman  at  Boston  University, 
College  of  Practical  Arts  and  Letters.  During  her  Freshman 
year  she  is  taking  7  subjects.     To  date  she  is  passing  them  all. 

Ronald  Henderson  is  a  freshman  at  the  Virginia  Military  In- 
stitute in  Lexington,  Virginia.  During  his  Freshman  year  he  is 
taking  6  subjects.     To  date  he  is  passing  them  all. 

Dana  B.  Lewis,  who  obtained  his  education  partly  at  Saugus 
High  School  and  partly  at  Lynn  Classical,  is  a  Freshman  at 
Tufts  College.  During  his  Freshman  year  there  he  is  taking  six 
subjects.     To  date  he  is  passing  them  all. 

Miss  Helen  E.  Everitt  is  a  senior  in  the  two  year  Elementary 
Course  at  Framingham  Normal  School.  Thus  far  she  has  taken 
19  different  subjects  and  has  received  only  one  low  mark.  This 
was  in  a  subject  which  is  not  taught  at  Saugus  High  School. 

Ralph  Dockendorff  is  a  sophomore  at  Tufts  College,  School  of 
Engineering.  During  his  two  years  there  he  has  taken  17  differ- 
ent subjects.  He  is  passing  them  all.  In  ten  of  them  he  received 
a  grade  of  "A"  which  at  Tufts  means  "extra  good  work."  In 
six  of  them  he  received  a  grade  of  "B"  which  at  Tufts  means 
"meritorious  work."  In  one  of  them  he  received  a  grade  of 
"C"  which  at  Tufts  means  "work  without  marked  merit  or 
defect."  Incidentally  this  boy  has  just  been  awarded  the  Goddard 
Prize  at  Tufts  for  extreme  excellence  in  the  subject  of  Chemistry. 
He  learned  his  Chemistry  at  Saugus  High  School  under  the 
efficient  teaching  of  Mr.  Delbert  Wheeler. 

Freeman  Coon  is  a  junior  at  Tufts  College,  School  of  Engineer- 
ing. During  his  three  years  there  he  has  taken  23  subjects.  He 
has  failed  in  no  subject. 

Leonard  Donoghue  is  a  freshman  at  Tufts  College,  School  of 
Engineering.  During  his  Freshman  year  he  is  taking  eight  sub- 
jects.    To  date  he  is  passing  them  all. 

Lloyd  H.  Taylor  is  a  freshman  at  Tufts  College,  School  of 
Engineering.     During  his  Freshman  year  he  is  taking  eight  sub- 
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jects.  He  is  passing  in  seven  and  failing  in  one.  This  subject 
is  not  taught  in  Saugus  High  School. 

Miss  Hazel  Bennett  is  a  freshman  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  During  her  freshman  year  she  is  taking  eight 
subjects      To  date  she  is  passing  in  them  all. 

Miss  Doris  Calderwood  is  a  freshman  at  Boston  University, 
College  of  Liberal  Arts.  During  her  freshman  year  she  is 
taking  six  subjects.     To  date  she  is  passing  them  all. 

Miss  Ruth  Foster,  who  is  in  her  first  year  at  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital,  received  marks  averaging  over  85  per  cent. 

Philip  Bradbury,  Orrin  Ireson,  Gerrish  Kingman,  John  Leahy, 
Albert  MacVicar,  Ivan  Nichols,  and  James  Smith  are  all  students 
at  DePauw  University  in  Greencastle,  Indiana.  All  are  doing 
satisfactory  college  work  with  the  exception  of  one  who  failed  in 
two  subjects  his  freshman  year. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Goss  is  a  junior  at  the  Lowell  State  Normal 
School.  During  her  time  there  thus  far  she  has  taken  48  differ- 
ent subjects.     She  has  passed  them  all. 

Henry  Chaves,  Carl  W.  Eurenius,  Carl  E.  Lofgren,  Frederick 
W.  Hanson,  John  A.  Jameson,  and  William  F.  Mason  are 
students  at  Northeastern  University.  Collectively  they  have 
taken  54  different  subjects.  To  date  not  a  failure  has  been  regis- 
tered in  a  single  subject. 

Donald  Allen  is  a  student  at  Dartmouth  College  in  Hanover, 
New  Hampshire.  He  is  doing  excellent  work  in  all  his  subjects 
and  has  recently  received  a  substantial  scholarship. 

Earle  E.  Chadsey,  Jr.,  is  a  freshman  at  Harvard  College, 
School  of  Engineering.  During  his  freshmen  year  he  is  taking 
five  subjects.     To  date  he  is  passing  them  all. 

Miss  Velma  Graham  is  a  freshman  at  Boston  University,  Col- 
lege of  Practical  Arts  and  Letters.  During  her  freshman  year 
she  is  taking  seven  subjects.     To  date  she  is  passing  them  all. 

Reginald  Goss  is  a  Sophomore  at  Harvard  College,  School  of 
Engineering.  During  his  Freshman  year  he  successfully  passed 
all  of  his  subjects  although  pursuing  a  very  difficult  course  in 
Mining  Engineering.  This  year  his  marks  have  been  lower  due 
to  illness  at  home  and  other  conditions  which  are  only  temporary. 

Carroll  B.  Freeman  is  a  student  at  Bates  College  in  Lewiston, 
Maine.  This  boy  got  away  to  a  poor  start  but  is  now  doing 
satisfactory  work. 

Marjorie  Brown,  Helen  Cameron,  Pauline  Chard,  Graham 
Churchard,  George  Hunnewell,  Frederick  Kelley,  Mary 
Kryzwicka,  Thelma  Lofgren,  Virginia  Priest,  and  Francis  Rich 
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are  students  at  Burdett  College,  Lynn.    All  are  doing  satisfactory 
work. 

Other  graduates  pursuing  higher  education  are  Miss  Pauline 
Knox  at  Salem  Normal  School,  Harold  Everitt  at  Northeastern, 
Miss  Evelyn  Ward  at  Keene  Normal  School,  Miss  Mary  Fenna 
at  Leslie  Normal  School,  Miss  Elizabeth  Curtis  at  Boston 
University  and  Donald  McNutt  at  Wesleyan  University.  While 
we  have  not  received  their  grades  in  scholarship  we  are  informed 
that  they  are  doing  excellent  work. 

The  records  of  the  above  mentioned  graduates  of  Saugus  High 
School  should  be  sufficient  proof  of  the  assertion  that  our  high 
school  does  prepare  for  college  work. 

The  opinions  of  heads  of  institutions  of  higher  learning  might 
also  prove  interesting. 

Frank  G.  Wren,  Deane  of  Tufts  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  writes 
as  follows : 

"As  far  as  the  School  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Jackson  College  for 
Women  are  concerned,  the  records  for  the  Freshman  class  are 
better  than  the  average,  and  we  have  no  fault  to  find  with  the 
preparation  shown  by  those  in  the  upper  classes." 

Francis  A.  Bagnall,  principal  of  Framingham  State  Normal 
School  writes : 

"Comparatively  speaking,  we  consider  this  a  very  good 
record,  probably  better  than  the  average  of  students  entering  this 
school." 

T.  Lawrence  Davis,  Dean  of  Boston  University,  College  of 
Practical  Arts  and  Letters,  writes : 

"We  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  these  students  were  not 
well  prepared.  Perhaps  we  ought  to  say  that  we  are  glad  indeed 
to  accept  the  certification  of  the  Principal  of  Saugus  High 
School." 

Milton  J.  Schlagenhauf,  Director  of  Admissions  at  North- 
eastern University,  writes : 

"Our  experience  in  the  past  with  graduates  of  the  Saugus 
High  School  has  indeed  been  very  satisfactory.  Judging  from 
the  students  enrolled  in  Northeastern,  who  have  graduated  from 
the  Saugus  High  School,  it  is  my  own  judgment  that  these 
young  men  have  been  well  qualified  to  carry  the  work  which  we 
offer  here  at  Northeastern."

Report  of  the  Junior  High  Principal 

January,  1  1931. 

Dear  Mr.  Lambert, — I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fifth 
annual  report  of  the  progress  in  the  Sweetser  Junior  High 
School,  and  the  first  for  the  Central  Junior  High  School,  com- 
bined since  September  as  Saugus  Junior  High  School. 

Both  schools  closed  a  very  fine  year  in  June,  each  graduating 
115  pupils  from  Grade  VIII  to  our  Senior  High  School  or 
elsewhere. 

Several  changes  intended  to  relieve  the  housing  situation,  were 
made  immediately  after  the  June  closing.  The  zones  were 
changed  for  the  Sweetser  pupils,  permitting  245  Junior  High 
School  pupils,  6  rooms,  to  remain  at  the  Sweetser  with  8z  Grade  V 
children  occupying  rooms  5  and  6.  All  other  Junior  High 
pupils  were  assigned  seats  at  the  Senior  High  School  building 
with  the  Junior  High  School  work  only  in  the  afternoon  from 
1   to  5  o'clock. 

The  natural  increase  at  the  Central  School,  plus  2  rooms  from 
the  Sweetser  made  it  necessary  to  open  10  home  rooms  for  380 
Junior  High  pupils  for  afternoon  work  when  the  Senior  High 
students  have  finished  their  school  day. 

Many  changes  in  the  teaching  force  occurred.  Mr.  Robert  R. 
Webber  for  many  years  head  of  the  Central  Senior  and  Junior 
High  School  resigned  to  become  Principal  of  the  Chelsea  High 
School.  Mr.  Vernon  W.  Evans  sub-master  of  the  Saugus  sys- 
tem became  the  Principal  of  Saugus  High  School.  Mrs.  Esther 
Lovering  a  teacher  in  Grade  VII  resigned  to  attend  to  duties  at 
home.  Miss  Helen  Cunningham  was  transferred  to  work  in  the 
High  School.  Miss  Lillian  Connell  transferred  to  the  Central 
Junior    High    School    building    as    teacher    of  Literature  VIII. 
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Miss  Mildred  Willard  went  to  the  same  building  as  teacher  of 
Geography  VII  and  Literature  VII.  Miss  Elsie  Anderson  was 
transferred  from  the  Roby  School  to  become  teacher  of  Mathe- 
matics VII  in  the  Junior  High  School.  Miss  Alice  Willis  was 
transferred  to  the  High  School.  Miss  Bertha  Morrison  was 
elected  to  the  Business  Training  position  in  Grade  VIII.  Miss 
Evelyn  Matthews,  teacher  of  sewing,  was  married  in  July.  Her 
position  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Ruth  Douglass,  with 
Miss  Lillian  Dahlen  as  her  assistant.  Miss  Dahlen  went  to  the 
Lynn  system  in  November.  Miss  Dorothy  Eccles  was  elected  as 
assistant  in  the  Music  department.  Miss  Gertrude  Chapman 
and  Miss  Mae  Priest  were  assigned  to  teach  Grade  V  in  the 
Sweetser  school.  Miss  Catherine  Griffin  took  over  the  Physical 
Training  work  in  the  elementary  grades  after  the  illness  of  Miss 
Shirley  Clucas.  Miss  Dorothy  Thompson  was  elected  as  teacher 
of  English  VIII,  French  and  Latin  in  the  Sweetser  school. 

All  the  work  of  the  teachers  transferred  from  the  Sweetser  was 
taken  over  by  the  staff  remaining.  School  opened  on  September 
8  with  slight  disturbance  though  we  miss  the  pleasant  association 
with  teachers  who  have  left  the  service. 

EXHIBITION 

The  annual  exhibition  of  work  done  in  the  schools  was  held  on 
June  6  and  7.  Each  building  held  open  house  and  the  parents 
were  given  opportunity  to  view  many  different  kinds  of  school 
work,  including  Sewing  and  Manual  Training  projects.  Various 
programs  were  enjoyed  during  the  exhibition. 

CLUB    WORK 

Club  work  instituted  in  1926  has  been  carried  on  extensively. 
The  interest  shown  by  the  pupils  is  gratifying.  Each  year  new 
clubs  take  the  place  of  those  which  have  been  temporary,  or 
found  not  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  In  October  15  clubs 
were  started  in  the  Central  Building.  Indications  show  that  with 
slight  changes  which  will  soon  be  put  into  effect,  this  new  group 
of  clubs  will  be  a  strong  factor  in  the  life  of  pupils  at  the  Central. 
A  few  years  of  trial  and  adjustment  are  needed  to  make  things 
function  properly.  Club  dues  from  time  to  time  are  put  to  some 
worthy  o'oject,  Examples  are  :  Two  ivy  plants  started  on  the 
Sweetser  building,  baseball  equipment  given,  picture  donated, 
food  bought  and  distributed,  charity,  refunds,  new  operetta  and 
other  music  books,  trips  partly  financed,  socials,  materials  for 
work,  excursions,  etc. 
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Tuesday  is  Club  Day  at  the  Sweetser  at  12.20  P.M.  Each 
Wednesday  at  3.00  clubs  are  in  order  at  the  Central  Junior  High 
School. 

MUSIC    DEPARTMENT 

The  Music  Department  has  undergone  a  big  change  this  year, 
with  two  class  room  periods  of  music  and  one  20  minute  chorus 
period  for  each  pupil.  Chorus  comes  Thursday  at  3.00  in  the 
Central  and  11.40  at  the  Sweetser.  The  results  of  the  class 
teaching  periods  are  apparent  in  the  singing  during  the  Chorus 
period. 

Each  building  has  an  orchestra  of  about  20  members.  Miss 
Edwards  directs  them.  By  training  an  elementary  orchestra  she 
provides  replacements  for  the  not  more  than  50  per  cent  who 
may  be  expected  to  graduate  each  year.  Unless  one  has  heard 
these  pupils  play  it  is  hard  to  realize  the  results  they  have 
achieved  or  the  effect  which  they  have  upon  the  schools. 

We  aim  to  have  an  assembly  on  an  average  of  once  a  week, 
always  for  a  holiday,  and  at  other  times  when  we  can  secure  the 
talent.  Our  assembly  conforms  to  a  regular  plan,  allowing 
every  person  to  participate  in  several  parts,  and  a  few  to  contri- 
bute special  numbers.  Usually  an  outside  speaker  gives  the 
message  of  the  week.  These  assemblies  are  open  to  the  public 
and  no  formal  invitations  are  extended.  If  you  hear  that  an 
assembly  is  to  take  place  in  either  building  you  are  welcome  to 
attend. 

The  "Ghost  of  Lollypop  Bay"  was  coached  and  presented  by 
Miss  Edwards  in  April,  1930.  The  operetta,  now  an  annual 
event,  is  eagerly  anticipated  by  every  Junior  High  school  pupil. 
Exceptional  opportunities  are  given  those  in  the  cast. 

The  "Sunbonnet  Girl"  and  "Way  Down  South  in  Dixie"  are 
soon  to  be  presented,  one  in  each  building. 

SAFETY    PROGRAM 

The  children  have  been  cooperating  in  a  safety  campaign  in 
the  schools  during  the  year.  A  very  wholesome  spirit  has  been 
shown  by  the  Sweetser  pupils.  A  new  unit  is  soon  to  be 
installed  at  the  Central.  We  consider  it  an  honor  for  a  boy  to  be 
chosen  a  traffic  officer,  and  it  is  a  big  help  to  the  school. 

ATHLETICS 

The  baseball  club  at  the  Sweetser  School  made  a  good 
showing.     The  school  members  formed  an  Athletic  Association 
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which  paid  the  running  expenses  for  the  spring  of  1930  and 
bought  11  full  uniforms  for  the  team.  Inter-city  games  were 
played  with  5  games  won  and  5  games  lost. 

Football  was  enjoyed  in  the  Fall,  by  combining  the  8th  and  9th. 
grade  candidates  using  extra  equipment  from  the  high  school. 
Under  Coach  Rice  the  boys  won  2  games,  tied  2,  and  lost  one. 
Five  games  were  played  with  the  following  schools :  Swamp- 
scott,  Maiden  and  Nahant.  The  training  was  valuable  when  we 
consider  that  these  players  will  be  available  for  3  years  in  the 
Senior  High  School.  Class  spirit  was  much  in  evidence  through- 
out the  season.  The  pupils  at  the  Central  School  are  really 
deprived  of  athletics  due  to  their  afternoon  hours.  Until  now  it 
has  been  impossible  for  them  to  take  part  in  games,  but  in  the 
spring  they  will  have  baseball. 

ABSCENCE 

I  would  like  to  enlist  the  aid  of  every  parent  in  lowering  the 
amount  of  absence.  If  parents  checked  the  absence  of  their 
children,  better  work  would  result. 

Tardiness,  absence,  and  truancy,  are  factors  which  influence  a 
child's  life.  The  habits  learned  in  school  decide  what  a  person 
will  do  after  school  years  are  over. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

i.     More  fence  is  needed  at  the  Sweetser. 

2.  Since  the  front  yard  is  now  enclosed,  it  should  have  the 
attention  of  a  gardener,  this  spring. 

3.  The  grounds  at  the  rear  of  the  Central  should  be  graded 
and  put  in  creditable  condition. 

4.  Visual  instruction  is  increasing  in  importance  in  the  Junior 
High  School.  We  should  be  equipped  for  it.  Plans  are  being 
made  to  do  something  along  this  line, 

5.  The  May  Field  Day  should  be  revived  even  if  only  for  the 
older  grades.  The  effect  would  be  wholesome,  and  provide  an 
objective  for  many. 

6.  Under  present  conditions  at  least  10  per  cent  (60  pupils) 
will  fail  in  Grades  VII  and  VIII.  It  would  seem  a  benefit  to 
Saugus  to  run  a  summer  session  for  all  pupils  failing  in  any  of 
the  grades. 

7.  School  Banking  should  be  encouraged  by  adopting  a 
banking  system. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  officials  who  are  assist- 
ing me    in  guiding  the  work  of  the  Junior  High  School  pupils. 
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It  means  much  to  be  able  to  have  at  a  moments'  notice  competent 
services  and  advice  from  the  doctor,  nurse  and  dentist.  The 
attendance  officer,  and  all  welfare  organization  help  a  great  deal. 
All  teachers  in  the  Junior  High  System  have  helped  in  every  way 
possible  to  make  our  school  a  success. 

I  appreciate  the  confidence  placed  in  me  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee. Your  continual  assistance,  Mr.  Lambert,  has  been  very 
valuable  in  carrying  forward  the  policies  of  the  Junior  High 
School.

Report  on  Drawing 

Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools* 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  pleased  to  offer  my  eighth  annual  report  as 
teacher  of  art  in  the  public  schools  of  Saugus. 

The  same  principles  of  teaching  previously  discussed  are 
carried  forward  in  both  the  first  six  grades  and  the  junior  high 
classes.     This  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Arlene  Packard. 

There  have  been  two  fifth  grade  classes  added  to  the  Sweetser 
Junior  High  building,  also  two  Opportunity  Classes  in  the 
Center  School.  Assistance  is  also  offered  in  the  club  activity 
work  of  the  Junior  high  school.  In  these  classes  there  is  chance 
for  a  provision  of  individual  differences. 

The  exhibitions  this  year  were  held  in  each  building  in  June, 
at  the  Essex  County  Fair  at  Topsfield  in  September,  and  several 
sets  of  group  activity  work  have  been  exhibited  at  Boston  Un- 
iversity School  of  Education.  Special  assignments  are  now 
being  prepared  for  the  State  Convention  of  Art  to  be  held  in 
January  at  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art  in  Boston. 

As  Dr.  Dewey  has  stated,  "Education  is  not  above  prepara- 
tion for  life,  but  it  is  life  its'  If."  In  this  way  the  art  subject 
material  is  so  planned  that  it  may  fill  the  greatest  need  of  life  to 
the  individual  child. 

There  are  different  presentations  or  techniques  of  teaching, 
which  may  be  here  mentioned.  The  Herbartian  Scheme  or 
Exposition  Method  is  perhaps  the  most  applicable. 

1.  Preparation: — Stating  the  lessons  aim,  recalling  of  facts, 
and  the  setting  of  material  to  be  presented. 
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2.  Presentation  : — Securing  of  data  or  experience  from  read- 
ing, questioning  or  the  like. 

3.  Association,  comparison.  Discussing  of  new  material, 
arranging,  etc. 

4.  Generalization. 

5.  Application. 

A  special  arrangement  of  details  in  techniques  of  teaching,  as 
may  be  applied  to  the  subject  of  art,  has  been  placed  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  School  Department. 

Art  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  youngest  subjects  of  the  public 
school  curriculum.  Because  of  this  newness,  the  subject  matter 
has  not  been  stereotyped  or  rigidly  fixed,  as  to  content.  For  this 
reason  it  is  a  much  simpler  problem  to  bring  the  objectives  of 
art  education  into  harmony  with  modern  educational  ideals  than 
is  the  case  with  some  of  the  older  and  more  familiar  studies.  This 
correlation  of  subject  matter  with  the  art  classes  is  therefore  not 
only  encouraged  but  is  easily  carried  forward. 

I  feel  Massachusetts  is  perhaps  favored  with  its  help  and 
guidance  to  teachers  of  art.  It  is  one  of  but  five  states  in  the 
union  which  has  the  help  of  a  state  art  director.  Massachusetts 
introduced  art  into  the  curriculum  in  i860,  and  in  1871  appointed 
a  state  supervisor.  More  than  half  a  century  has  elapsed  and 
only  the  five  states; — namely,  Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  New 
York,  Connecticut  and  California  have  offered  this  guidance  to 
its  teachers  of  art. 

Monthly  outlines  are  provided  for  each  grade.  These  outlines 
are  to  be  considered  more  or  less  as  suggestions,  rather  than 
absolute  requirements.  Certain  problems  may  be  modified  in 
accordance  with  varying  conditions  or  units  of  work,  providing 
they  follow  the  general  type  of  work  indicated,  and  attain  the 
objectives  set  up  for  the  course. 

I  wish  to  express  not  only  my  thanks,  but  my  appreciation  to 
each  member  of  our  school  board,  to  you,  Mr.  Lambert,  and  to 
each  principal  and  teacher  of  the  school  department  for  assistance 
and  for  cooperation  of  this  past  year.

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Report  on  Music 

Mr.  Jesse  M.  Lambert,   Superintendent  of  Schools,    Saugus, 
Mass.  : 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  on 
music  in  the  town  of  Saugus, 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  give  this  report  a|  I  feel  that  the 
efforts  of  the  teachers  and  students  and  the  results  obtained  thereby 
have  been  the  most  satisfactory  during  my  four  years  in  Saugus. 
Taking  in  consideration  the  periods  given  to  it,  I  am  positive 
that  all  phases  of  the  vocal  and  instrumental  music  throughout 
our  entire  school  system  ranks  among  the  highest  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.  Comparison  of  the  work  in  music  produced  in 
our  schools  with  that  elsewhere  and  remarks  and  criticisms  from 
many  people  who  are  qualified  to  judge  our  work,  as  well  as  the 
high  standing  in  music  which  our  graduates  attain  in  the  various 
normal  schools  and  colleges  have  proven  this  statement. 

ELEMENTARY    GRADES 

Much  to  the  delight  of  the  grade  teachers  and  pupils  Miss 
Gertrude  Hickey  was  reelected  to  her  position  in  the  department 
of  music.  At  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  September,  1930, 
Miss  Hickey  was  assigned  the  supervision  of  Grades  I-VI  inclu- 
sive with  no  work  in  the  Junior  High  Schools.  This  enables  me 
to  visit  the  vocal  classes  once  in  two  weeks  and  the  instrumental 
once  each  week.  There  is  also  one-half  day  each  week  given  to 
miscellaneous  work  viz.  ;  music  appreciation,  music  programs, 
special  help,  etc.  In  addition  I  give  general  attention  to  each 
building  twice  per  term. 

There  are  six  orchestras  in  the  elementary  grades  consisting  of 
the  following  instruments  :  Fourteen  first  violins,  twelve  second 
violins,  one  'cello,  three  trumpets,  one  trombone,  two  clarionets, 
three  saxophones,  one  drum  and  fourteen  pianists.  The  Armi- 
tage,  Ballard,  Emerson,  Felton,  Mansfield  and  Oaklandvale  fur- 
nish these  orchestras.  They  play  at  the  various  school  functions 
and  Parent-Teachers'  meetings.  Once  in  four  weeks  a  combined 
rehearsal  is  held  in  the  High  School  auditorium,  under  my  direc- 
tion. These  pupils  are  well  trained  in  preliminary  orchestra 
technique  and  produce  music  pleasing  to  the  tar.  » 

In  addition  to  the  above  orchestras  there  are  six  first  and 
second  grade  rhythmic  orchestras  or  bands,  which  rehearse  at 
regular  periods  entirely  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Hickey. 
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By  comparing  the  personnel  of  the  orchestra  with  that  of  last 
year  you  will  find  that  a  trombone,  'cello  and  clarinet  have  been 
added. 

JUNIOR    HIGH    SCHOOLS 

This  Fall  a  decided  change  for  the  better  was  made  in  the 
music  schedule  of  the  Junior  High  Schools.  Because  of  the 
extra  classes  and  two-platoon  system  it  was  necessary  to  employ 
a  teacher  of  music  to  assist  in  the  Junior  High  Schools.  To 
meet  this  neeed  Miss  Dorothy  Eccles,  graduate  from  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music  was  elected  assistant  teacher  of 
music  in  the  Junior  High  Schools.  In  addition  to  her  training, 
Miss  Eccles  has  had  two  years'  experience  as  a  Supervisor  of 
Music.  * 

Each  class  in  both  Junior  High  Schools  has  two  class  room 
periods  per  week  plus  one  combined  chorus  period.  Each 
building  has  its  individual  orchestra  which  has  one  rehearsal 
period  of  an  hour  per  week.  These  orchestras  perform  at  all 
school  activities  and  occasional  parent-teachers  and  other  gather- 
ings. The  combined  personnel  consists  of  around  thirty-five 
members,  not  counting  about  ten  pianists  ;  the  following  instru- 
ments are  represented : — first  violins,  second  violins,  'cellos, 
clarinets,  trumpets,  trombone,  saxophone,  drums  and  pianos.  We 
need  the  following  instruments : — piccolo,  flute,  baritone,  melo- 
phone,  as  well  as  more  of  these  already  present.  Each  Junior 
High  School  has  a  Glee  Glub. 

Last  Spring  the  Sweetser  Junior  High  School  very  succesfully 
presented  "The  Ghost  of  Lollypop  Bay,"  a  delightful  little  oper- 
etta by  Charles  W.  Cadman.  Because  of  the  great  demand  for 
tickets  it  was  decided  to  give  two  evening  performances.  A  large 
sum  of  money  was  realized  ;  some  of  the  proceeds  of  which  being 
used  to  purchase  books  pertaining  to  music,  history,  biography, 
etc.,  as  well  as  octavio  music  for  the  Glee  Clnb. 

This  year  another  enthusiastic  Glee  Club  is  working  on  the 
operetta  "The  Sunbonnet  Girl"  by  Morgan  and  Johnson. 

For  the  first  time  the  Central  Junior  High  School  has  a  Glee 
club.  This  too  is  bubbling  over  with  enthusiasm.  A  short 
operetta  "Way  Down  South  in  Dixie"  by  Martins  has  been 
selected.  Since  the  auditorium  is  occupied  a  great  part  of  the 
time  by  the  Senior  High  School  activities,  the  Junior  Glee  Club 
is  unable  to  prepare  as  lengthy  an  operetta  as  that  of  the  Sweet- 
ser. Another  drawback  is  the  fact  that  according  to  the  State 
Fire  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  no  scenery  can  be  used  upon  the 
stage  in  its  present  condition. 
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SENIOR    HIGH    SCHOOL 

The  music  curriculum  of  the  Senior  High  School  is  the  same 
as  that  of  last  year.  Every  student  is  required  to  take  chorus  at 
least  one  period  per  week  during  school  hours.  The  value  of 
this  requirement  is  being  shown  in  the  marked  improvement  of 
the  singing  in  chorus  and  assemblies.  From  several  of  our  chorus 
periods,  individuals  and  groups  of  students  are  chosen  at  various 
times  to  appear  at  assemblies  and  similar  occasions. 

The  mixed  Glee  Club  has  an  enrollment  of  sixty-five  members 
with  the  usual  waiting  list,  the  operetta,  "The  Belle  of  Bagdad" 
by  Morgan  and  Johnson  will  be  presented  in  the  early  spring. 
Last  year  "The  Golden  Trail,"  by  Cadman,  was  given  two 
evenings  in  the  Town  Hall.  Altho'  the  expenses  for  a  successfu 
production  were  heavy  we  realized  a  good  profit.  From  some  of 
the  proceeds  a  drum,  cymbals  and  drum  major's  baton  were 
purchased  for  the  band  ;  a  'cello  and  viola  for  the  orchestra  as 
well  as  music  for  both  band  and  orchestra. 

THE    ORCHESTRA 

The  High  School  orchestra  is  doing  excellent  work.  At 
present  we  have  enrolled  twelve  first  violins,  six  second  violins, 
one  viola,  one  string  bass,  three  clarinets,  one  flute,  three  trum- 
pets, one  trombone,  one  mellophone,  one  saxophone,  drums  and 
bells  and  several  pianists,  the  repetorie  of  the  orchestra  consists 
of  selections  suitable  for  use  in  assemblies,  concert  programs  and 
the  study  of  more  advanced  compositions  by  noted  composers. 
This  latter  study  is  to  produce  in  the  student  a  love  for  and  ability 
to  understandingly  appreciate  the  compositions  of  the  masters  as 
well  as  to  prepare  those  who  wish  to  continue  more  advanced 
orchestra  work  when  through  High  School.  Until  we  have 
enrolled  in  our  orchestra  the  more  unusual  instruments  we  do  not 
expect  to  play  these  numbers  in  public.  Without  doubt  according 
to  our  growth  in  numbers  during  the  last  three  years  the  time  is 
close  at  hand  when  Saugus  High  School  will  have  a  complete 
orchestra ;  that  is  all  instruments  of  the  symphony  orchestra 
represented.  We  need  a  bassoon,  oboe,  French  horn,  'cello  and 
piccolo.  Last  May  in  all  New  England  orchestra  of  236  players 
which  held  its  publie  performance  in  Symphony  Hall,  Boston, 
we  were  represented  by  seven  members  namely  : — Stuart  Quint, 
Donald  Hammond,  Clason  Lambert,  John  Wilson,  Corine  Allen, 
Edward  Jackman  and  Vincent  Pelrine.  The  committee  in 
charge  reported  excellent  work  from  the  Saugus  group.  This 
year  plans  are  being  made  to  take  the  All  New  England  orchestra 
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to  Syracuse,  New  York,  to  appear  at  the  Eastern  Music  Super- 
visors Conference.  If  our  boys  and  girls  can  find  a  way  to  finance 
the  trip  they  or  others  to  fill  their  place  are  invited  to  be  members 
of  the  orchestra. 

THE    BAND 

The  band  has  come  to  stay.  It  has  at  present  thirty-nine 
members.  Four  years  ago  the  High  School  had  only  ten  trumpet 
players,  now  there  are  eighteen.  For  the  first  time  the  band 
appeared  in  public  last  winter  at  a  Parent-Teachers  meeting  in 
Assembly  Hall  having  been  organized  only  about  three  months  : 
the  next  public  appearance  was  Class  Day  in  June.  At  the 
opening  of  this  school  year  much  enthusiasm  was  shown  among 
the  boys  and  girls.  At  present  four  girls  make  up  its  personnel 
one  of  them  Harriet  Burton  '33  acting  as  drum  major.  Edward 
Jackman  '31  is  band  leader.  The  band  played  at  two  football 
games  this  Fall  doing  very  good  work  for  its  first  appearance  out 
doors. 

We  are  in  great  need  of  bass  instruments  and  have  been 
hoping  the  town  would  be  able  to  purchase  some  of  them  for  us 
as  it  is  rather  unusual  for  a  High  School  student  to  own  these 
expensive  and  non-solo  instruments.  A  new  bass  instrument  of 
reliable  make  and  one  the  town  would  be  proud  to  see  used  in 
the  band  would  cost  around  $200.  Other  towns  and  cities 
appropriate  money  for  this  purpose.  Until  we  have  these  instru- 
ments in  our  band  it  will  be  unwise  for  us  to  enter  the  annual 
New  England  Band  contests  and  parade.  Uniforms,  too  are 
much  needed  if  we  plan  to  parade  with  bands  from  other  towns. 

At  present  the  band  is  planning  to  give  a  concert  for  a  benefit 
to  raise  money  to  help  purchase  uniforms  or  instruments.  We 
would  be  glad  of  any  donation  large  or  small  or  the  gift  of  any 
band  instrument.  The  whole  town  will  be  benefited  by  the  band 
and  as  far  as  possible  the  students  and  myself  are  trying  to  earn 
and  save  every  cent  we  can  to  be  used  for  its  success. 

The  Parent-Teachers  Association  of  the  High  School  very  gen- 
erously presented  to  the  music  department  the  sum  of  $75.00 
with  which  to  purchase  an  orchestral  instrument. 

I  think  mention  should  be  made  of  our  large  number  of  efficient 
pianists  in  the  High  School.  Four  years  ago  it  was  impossible  to 
find  more  than  two  who  were  capable  of  reading  at  sight  the 
music  for  our  chorus  and  orchestra  periods.  Now  we  have  in  actual 
use  each  week  fourteen  and  four  more  in  reserve  who  could  at  a 
minute's  notice  take  their  place  at  the  piano  and  do  good  work. 
I  owe  this  to  their  Junior  High  training  and  the  co-operation  of 
the  various  piano  teachers  of  the  town. 
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We  also  have  students  trained  to  conduct  the  chorus  and 
orchestra  in  an  assembly  providing  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  be 
elsewhere. 

Again  in  closing  I  must  quote  Longfellow's  words : 

"Nothing  useless  is,  or  low 

Each  thing  in  its  place  is  best ; 
And  what  seems  but  idle  show 

Strengthens  and  supports  the  rest. 

Build  today,  then,  strong  and  sure, 

With  a  firm  and  ample  base  ; 
And  ascending  and  secure, 

Shall  tomorrow  find  its  place. " 

Success  present  and  future,  for  the  music  in  the  schools  of  Saugus 
is  still  my  chief  aim. 

I  thank  you  Mr.  Lambert  for  your  cooperation  and  interest, 
also  Mr.  Evans,  Mr.  Young,  the  Principals  of  all  grade  buildings, 
the  members  of  the  school  committee,  teachers,  students  and 
townspeople  who  have  assisted  me  in  my  work  in  the  Music  De- 
partment.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Penmanship 

Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Lambert, — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  second 
annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Handwriting  in  the  Elementary 
grades  of  Saugus. 

Last  June  an  exhibition  of  penmanship  was  held  in  each  class 
room.  It  showed  conclusively  that  the  teachers  had  put  real 
effort  into  the  year's  work.  A  similar  exhibition  is  planned  for 
next  June  and  all  parents  will  be  cordially  invited  to  view  the 
papers  in  the  various  school  buildings. 

Grade  One  made  some  very  interesting  alphabet  books.  Words 
like  apple,  baby,  cow,  etc.,  were  written  and  illustrated.  Grade 
Two  made  Health  Booklets.  Sentences  were  written,  such  as 
"Brush  your  teeth  daily,"  and  illustrated  with  pictures  cut  from 
magazines. 

The  third  grade  teachers  are  to  be  complimented  on  the  splen- 
did results  achieved  in  teaching  the  use  of  pen  and  ink.  This  is 
one  of  the  hardest  steps  in  learning  to  write.      No  child  was 
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allowed  to  use  a  pen  until  he  wrote  very  lightly  with  pencil, 
formed  the  letters  well,  and  sat  in  the  correct  position.  After 
achieving  these  requirements,  he  could  choose  a  bright  blue, 
yellow  or  green  pen  grooved  to  fit  the  fingers.  How  the  children 
did  work  for  those  pens  ! 

The  opportunity  classes  have  done  excellent  work  this  year. 
These  children  are  able  to  do  many  things  well  with  their  hands 
and  most  of  them  can  write  very  nicely. 

This  year  each  class  room  is  provided  with  large  white  letters 
written  on  a  black  background.  These  are  placed  in  the  front  of 
the  room  where  they  can  be  easily  seen.  Each  room  is  also  pro- 
vided with  a  handwriting  scale  by  which  the  child  can  see 
whether  or  not  his  writing  is  equal  to  the  standard  for  his  grade. 

During  May  and  June  many  children  in  each  grade  were  given 
certificates  or  badges  for  ability  in  writing.  The  sixth  grade 
pupils  worked  for  the  Junior  High  School  diplomas  awarded  by 
the  Zaner  and  Bloser  Company  and  48  were  won. 

Due  to  the  two  platoon  system  I  am  very  disappointed  that 
penmanship  had  to  be  dropped  in  the  Central  Junior  High 
School.  I  do  hope  that  a  new  building  will  be  available  soon  so 
that  former  programs  may  again  be  followed  because  Junior 
High  School  pupils  need  regular  instruction  in  penmanship. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Lambert,  and  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  for  your  interest  in  my  work.  I  also  wish  to 
extend  to  the  principals  and  teachers  of  Saugus  my  sincere 
appreciation  for  their  most  kind  cooperation.

Report  on  Sewing 

Dear  Mr.  Lambert, — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  first  report 
of  the  work  in  the  Sewing  Department. 

Upon  entering  the  system  in  September  I  found  the  work  had 
progressed  far  enough  so  that  the  eighth  grade  classes  could  start 
at  once  upon  underwear  that  they  could  use  themselves.  I 
allowed  a  choice  between  two  garments. 

During  the  summer  Miss  Lillian  Dahlin  was  appointed  as 
assistant  and  the  classes  at  Sweetser  Junior  High  were  carried  on 
under  her  able  guidance  until  Thanksgiving. 

The  next  article  to  be  made  was  also  selected  by  the  class  and 
a  bit  more  diffierent  than  the  first. 
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The  notebooks  have  been  a  continuance  of  last  year,  adding 
some  elementary  work  and  samples  of  new  work. 

The  seventh  grade  classes  have  made  a  fine  start  for  a  well  laid 
foundation. 

The  work  there  has  been  slower  and  less  varied.  Many  lessons 
have  been  devoted  to  elementary  work  and  then  applied  to  their 
first  project,  a  sewing  bag.  The  second  article  for  these  classes  is  a 
simple  apron  to  gain  knowledge  of  the  sewing  machine  and  use 
of  the  first  embroidery  stitches. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  I  hope  to  have  the  eighth  grade 
complete  one  hemstitched  article,  and  a  dress,  in  some  cases  an 
ensemble  suit. 

The  seventh  grade  will  make  one  undergarment  and  a  simple 
dress. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  Mr.  Lambert,  and  Mr, 
Young  for  your  help  and  interest  in  my  work.

Report  of  Director  of  Manual  Training  Department 
Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  of  the 
Manual  Training  Department  for  1930 

This  year  the  boys  in  the  seventh  grade  made  tabourettes, 
book  troughs,  double  corner  shelves,  and  double  flat  hanging  wall 
shelves,  with  a  total  of  about  250  pieces.  These  were  painted  in 
bright  colored  enamels,  and  some  were  finished  with  stain  and 
shellac. 

The  boys  in  the  eighth  grade  made  end  tables,  costumers,  tab- 
ourettes, triple  corner  shelves,  triple  fiat  hanging  wall  shelves, 
and  book  troughs,  with  a  total  of  about  200  pieces.  These  were 
finished  the  same  as  in  the  seventh  grade. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  class  work,  the  department  made 
several  first  aid  boxes,  two  large  traffic  signs  which  are  used  on 
the  turnpike  at  Walnut  street  under  the  direction  of  Officer 
Mansfield.  We  equipped  the  small  room  in  Mr.  Young's  office 
with  shelves  for  supplies  and  made  a  group  of  shelves  for  his  office. 

At  the  annual  exhibitions  in  both  the  Sweetser  and  High 
Schools,  the  Manual  Training  work  spoke  for  itself,  and  again 
this  year,  as  in  the  past  at  the  Topsfield  Fair,  I  believe  the  exhi- 
bition was  one  of  the  best. 
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As  in  the  past  I  most  earnestly  hope  that  Mechanical  Drawing 
will  be  put  into  the  High  School  program. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Lambert  and  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  for  their  help,  and  interest  shown  during 
the  past  year.

Report  of  School  Nurse 
Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Saugus. 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as 
school  nurse  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

Number  of  visits  to  schools,  603  ;  home  visits,  296  ;  exclusions 
for  pediculosis,  169.  All  pediculosis  cases  followed  up,  all  cases 
returned  with  the  exception  of  five  which  were  excluded  December 
31.  In  addition  to  home  visits  for  pediculosis,  the  home  visits 
for  other  cases  were  as  follows  :  sore  throat,  1 3  ;  sickness  in 
family,  9  ;  colds,  29;  measles,  17;  impetigo,  24;  infected  foot, 
2  ;  mentality,  2  ;  swollen  glands,  8  ;  German  measles,  6  ;  truancy, 
7  ;  headache,  4  ;  heart,  2  ;  chicken  pox,  23  ;  scarlet  fever,  3  ; 
exposed  to  scarlet  fever,  1  ;  mumps,  9  ;  appendix,  1  ;  home  to 
help  mother,  3  ;  unclean,  13  ;  sick  stomach,  3  ;  toothache,  t  ; 
defective  vision,  f  1  ;  hurt  on  school  grounds,  2  ;  poison  ivy,  2  ; 
rash,  4  ;  whooping  cough,  1 1  ;  scabies,  5  ;  not  at  home,  14  ;  under 
weight,  17;  boils,  3;  tonsilitis,  4;  grippe,  5;  no  shoes,  2;  no 
lubbers,  1  ;  no  clothing,  3.  In  cases  where  children  were  absent 
because  of  lack  of  shoes,  rubbers  or  clothing,  these  were  provided 
and  the  children  returned  to  school. 

In  September  and  October  the  children  were  given  a  physical 
examination  by  Dr.  Penny,  Dr.  Davis,  and  Dr.  Furbush,  at 
which  I  assisted  in  checking  up  the  physical  record  cards  with 
the  physicians.  These  physical  record  cards,  which  are  required 
by  the  state,  are  extremely  helpful  in  showing  the  physical  con- 
dition and  improvement  of  the  child  from  one  yen*  to  the  next. 

In  November  and  December  I  assisted  the  school  physicians  in 
giving  toxin  —  anti  toxin  treatment  for  diphtheria  prevention  to 
372  children. 

The  children  in  the  grade  schools  have  been  weighed  and 
measured.  Out  of  approximately  2,500  children,  129  were  found 
to  be  to  per  cent  underweight  and  47  were  15  per  cent  under- 
weight. 

When  any  contagious  disease  is  reported,  all  the  children  in 
that  particular  class  room  are  examined  and   suspicious  cases  ex- 
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eluded  from    school.     This  is  done  daily   until  all  danger  of  con- 
tagion is  past. 

Dental  Clinic  is  still  conducted  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
mornings  at  the  Cliftondale  school,  at  which  I  assist  Dr.  Beck- 
man.  This  year  the  Dental  Clinic  has  been  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  offered  tags 
for  Child  Health  Day  for  teeth,  normal  weight  and  posture.  In 
order  to  earn  tags  for  teeth,  the  children  were  obliged  to  have  any 
necessary  work  done  on  their  teeth,  either  at  the  clinic  or  by  their 
own  dentist.  When  this  work  was  completed,  they  were  awarded 
a  dental  certificate  in  addition  to  the  tag. 

Children  of  normal  weight  or  of  less  than  10  per  cent  under- 
weight were  awarded  tags  for  weight.  The  supervisor  of  physi- 
cal education  awarded  the  tags  for  posture. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  School  Committee  it  was  voted  to 
award  badges  to  children  who  had  earned  all  three  tags.  There 
were  about  265  children  who  earned  these  badges. 

In  addition  to  this  work.  I  plan  a  general  inspection  of  the 
children  at  least  once  a  month,  or  more  often  if  necessary,  at 
which  time  all  suspicious  cases  are  excluded  or  referred  to  the 
school  physicians. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you,  Mr. 
Lambert,  the  School  Committee,  the  school  physicians  and  the 
teachers,  for  the  encouragement  and  cooperation  I  have  received 
in  my  work.

Report  on  Physical  Education,  Elementary  Grades 
Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  Physical 
Education  in  the  Elementary  Schools  of  Saugus,  Mass. 

Although  I  have  only  been  acting  supervisor  since  October  28 
1930,  I  have  found  the  work  of  the  previous  supervisor,  Miss 
Shirley  Clucas,  most  satisfactory,  with  a  regular  working  system, 
which  has  been  in  operation  for  the  past  three  years. 

When  I  came  into  the  system,  I  found  the  method  of  pupil- 
leadership  had  been  carried  on  ;  and  that  both  the  teacher  and 
pupil  had  been  familiar  with  the  system,  which  is  carried  on  in 
the  following  manner.  The  pupil  leaders  have  complete  charge 
of  the  classes,  giving  all  commands  and  the  necessary  admoni- 
tions.    They    observe   the  first  lesson  of  the  month,  then   take 
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charge.  The  leaders  are  changed  every  month  giving  an  equal 
chance  to  each  boy  and  girl. 

The  ends  sought  in  physical  education  are  the  same  as  those  of 
education  in  general ;  development  and  cooperation  of  the  latent 
powers  of  the  individual,  with  a  view  to  securing  greater  social 
efficiency  and  a  fuller  richer  life.  The  means  through  which 
these  are  gained  are  ''directed  bodily  activities/'  involving  vigor- 
ous and  skillful  use  of  the  neuro-muscular  system,  activities  cap- 
able of  being  carried  on  in  a  systematic,  progressive  manner ; 
and  largely  by  groups.  An  element  of  life  and  enthusiasm  is 
infused  into  the  program,  which  makes  it  interesting  and  enjoy- 
able to  the  pupils. 

Posture,  which  plays  such  an  important  part  in  the  everyday 
life  of  the  pupil,  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  his  health  and 
development.  The  physiological  and  the  mental  effects  of  "poor" 
posture  are  in  themselves  the  reasons  why  mankind  must!  secure 
"good"  posture.  Therefore,  careful  attention  should  be  given 
the  child  throughout  the  whole  day. 

Two  weeks  in  December  were  spent  assisting  the  school  nurse, 
Mrs.  Donovan,  in  weighing  and  measuring  the  children.  The 
weight  cards  are  very  helpful  in  acquainting  the  parent  with  the 
child's  weight  and  the  normal  weight. 

With  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  pupils  physical  edu- 
cation takes  on  a  more  important  aspect ;  and  I  sincerely  trust  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  citizens  of  the  town  will  fully 
appreciate  the  lasting  benefits  of  physical  education. 

In  closing,  allow  me  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  you, 
Mr.  Lambert,  and  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  your 
assistance  and  coperation,  also  to  the  teachers  and  pupils  for  their 
help  in  carrying  on  the  work.

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Report  of  Physical  Education  Instructor — High  and 
Junior  High 
Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Saugus, 

Dear  Sir, — Following  is  the  report  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Education  and  Athletics  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High 
Schools. 

Each  day  ten  minutes  is  devoted  to  Physical  Education,  which 
is  carried  on  in  the  class  rooms  by  pupil  leaders  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  home-room  teachers. 

The  drills  are  intended  to  give  the  pupils  better  posture,  better 
physical  development,  while  making  them  more  alert  and  more 
responsive  to  command. 

Shortened  hours  at  school  have  curtailed  the  weekly  meetings 
of  leaders  and  instructor.  Leaders  are  carrying  on  very  courag- 
eously in  spite  of  this  condition  and  deserve  all  credit. 

During  the  past  few  weeks  there  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  Physical  Education  in  the  Senior  High  School  which  I 
believe  is  due  to  Mr.  Evans'  interest  in  the  work. 

Athletics  are  improving  at  both  the  Senior  and  Junior  High 
School.  Players  are  better  equipped,  more  boys  are  taking  part, 
and  school  spirit  has  lent  its  aid.  An  Athletic  Association  has 
been  organized  with  the  result  that  more  money  has  been  raised 
and  expended  for  sports. 

We  are  in  desperate  need  of  a  gymnasium  in  order  that  our 
boys  and  girls  may  get  the  benefits  that  other  schools  are  offering. 

The  girls  of  our  school  should  have  their  chance  to  take  up 
such  sports  as  field  hockey,  basketball  and  baseball. 

We  need  more  money,  more  thorough  organization,  a  broader 
program,  and  athletics  for  a  much  larger  number. 

Each  year  the  Sweetser  School  has  shown  decided  improve- 
ment in  physical  education  and  athletic  activities.  The  Central 
Junior  High  is  handicapped  by  its  shorter  hours  and  afternoon 
program.  Plans  are  being  formulated  whereby  the  pupils  of  the 
latter  school  will  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  sports. 

In  closing,   I  thank  you,   Mr.  Lambert,  for  your  cooperation 

and  support.

Since  the  first  Opportunity  Class  in  Saugus  was  organized, 
last  year,  the  enrollment  has  been  growing  steadily  larger. 

As  the  primary  purpose  of  such  classes  is  to  give  individual 
attention  and  special  help  to  backward  children,  the  class  must 
necessarily  be  limited  in  number. 

Therefore,  it  was  necessary  this  year  to  increase  the  teaching 
force  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled. 

Miss  Vera  Hanson  was  engaged  to  take  charge  of  the  younger 
group  of  children,  who  range  in  age  from  9-12  years,  while  I 
have  the  older  group,  from  12-15  years  of  age,  under  my 
direction. 

These  children  make  such  slow  progress  through  the  grades  that 
they  do  not  complete  of  work  of  Grade  VI  before  they  aie 
sixteen  years  of  age.  The  special  classes  are  being  organized 
to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  progress  in  regular  grade  subjects 
as  rapidly  as  they  are  able.  Thus  we  are  getting  away  from  the 
idea  of  symmetrical  development  which  causes  many  failures. 

Nothing  is  more  depressing  than  continuous  failure  in  whatever 
one  undertakes.  It  is  very  liable  to  develop  an  unhappy,  unsocial 
attitude.  These  children,  who  are  unsuccessful  in  completing 
the  required  grade  work,  in  the  prescribed  time,  will  be  given  a 
legitimate  opportunity  to  succeed.  The  need  of  success,  as  a 
wholesome  stimulus  is  universal. 

Many  children,  who  are  repeated  failures  in  the  grades,  are 
"handminded"  rather  than    "bookminded." 

They  have  a  special  ability  to  deal  with  things,  rather  than 
with  ideas,  with  concrete  material,  rather  than  abstract. 

Modern  education  assumes  that  if  a  child  hasn't  attained  the 
recognized  scholastic  standing  for  children  of  his  age,  he  is  a 
failure. 

The  special  cla^s  recognizes  individual  variations  in  mental 
equipments,  and  strives  to  develop  special  abilities. 

Thus,  not  onlv  does  the  curriculum  of  the  opportunity  class 
include  the  regular  grade  subjects  of  reading,  arithmetic,  spelling, 
etc.,  but  instruction  is  also  given  in  chair-caning,  woodworking, 
reed  basketry  and  other  manual  arts. 

Each  child  finds  he  can  do  something  with  a  measure  of 
success,  and  each  child  has  a  better  chance  of  becoming  a  self- 
respecting,  self-supporting  citizen.
